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[ITo, i^.]-NOTB ON INFLAMMABLE COAL GAS 
NEAR WIGAN IN 1667. 

[HE inflammability of coal ff^ was not 
noted until 1667, when an account was 
published in the '* Philosophical Trans- 
actions" for that year. The account is 
headed " A description of a Well and 
taking fire by a Candle appro- 
ached to it. Imparted by Thomas Shirley, esq., an 
Eye Witness." (See also Local Oleanings Nos. 282, 
432» and %3). 

The writer tells ns he was retbtning to his house 
at Wigan in Februaiy, 1659, Irhen he was informed 
that the water in a sprli^ itfi Mr. Hawkley's 
gronndfli abont a mik from the toWn, on the War- 
ringtoo and Chester road, wiis burning like oil. 
Whereupon h« and half a dofeen frietads proceeded 
to the spot, and applying a burning candle, the 
water gave forth a flame at a partionlar spot^ but 
not in tite ditch which ran ffom tiie spring. 
Neither did the water bum when taken np in a 
dishful^ although "the water at the burning place 
did boyle and heave like water in a pot upon the 
fire> though my hand put into it perceived it not 
■o much as warm." This led Mr. Shirley to look 
minutely into circumstances. '* The boyling I con- 
ceived to proceed fr<»n the irruption of some bitu- 
B 
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minous or sulphureous fames, considering this 
place not above thirty or forty yards distant from 
the mouth of a eoal-pU there. And indeed Wigan, 
Ashton, and the whole country for many miles 
compass is underlaid with coal. Then applying my 
hand to the surface of the buniing place of the 
water, t found a strong breath, as it were a wind 
to bear against my hand. Whereupon," says he, 
'* I caused a dam to be made, and thereby hinder- 
ing the removal of fresh water to the burning place, 
I caused that which was already there to be drained 
away ; and then applying the burning candle to the 
surface of the dry earth at the same point where 
^he water burned before, the fumes took fire and 
burnt very bright and vigorous.** 

A similar experiment may be now tried at the 
stream close to the Old Hall Mill, Atherton, where 
the gas from the coal seams below bubbles through 
the water in very considerable quanities.

This genealogy is one of the most extensive on our 
list, and it is certainly a proof of the author's zeal 
and skill ; but its plan is a grave error, as no dates 
of days or months accompany the years, and in this 
it is far below our present standard." The earliest 
EngUshman of the name referred to in this book is 
John Leland, b. at London 1512, Fellow at Christ 
Coll., Camb., and after at All Souls, Oxf., King's

The following series of deeds relative to the 
township of Tyldesley, co. Lane, and more par* 
ticularly to the Shakerley estate. They are trans- 
lated from th» Latin abstracts made about the year 
1650 and contained in the same volume- of MSS .. 
from which the curious account of "Cursing by 
BeU Book and Candle in Leigh Church in 1474," 
already printed in the " Scrap Book," was taken . 
The original deeds from which these abstracts were 
made in 1650, were then in the possession of 
G^fErey Shakerley,. Esq., and it would be inter- 
esting to know where they are now preserved!. 
They are nearly forty in number, and have* been 
arranged, for convenience of reference in chrono- 
logical order. From the information which they 
afiford much light is thrown upon the early descents 
of the Shakerley and Tyldesley families, as well as 
upon the minor local families of Makant» Brad- 
shaw, ChisenhaU, Urmston, Pennington, Astley, 
Gillibnmd, Rylands, Longley, &c., &c., some of 
whom occur as parties to the deeds and others as 
witnessesb 

The first deed relates to the Boundaries of a piece- 
of land in Tyldesley in which "a cross '* is men* 
tioned, probably erected by the monks of Coker- 
sand Abbey to whom this piece of land had been, 
granted. Many old names occur in the subsequent, 
deeds, of which now no trace remains, and it is 
curious to note the various modifications of spell- 
ing under which the same name appears. As early 
as 1308-& is a marriage settlement made between 
William de Badcliflb and Henry de Shakerley by 
which Henry, son and heir of Henry de Shakerley, 
was contracted to Agnes, daughter of the said 
William. The witnesses to this deed are very^ 
numerous commencing with Sir Henry de Bury, 
knight, a knightly member of a local family of 
whom it would be interesting to know more. ** The- 
lord Richard, rector of the Church of Raddiue 
[Badclifie] " is another witness. A few years later 
occurs the first deed of entail in which the above- 
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luuned Henry and Agnes de Sbakerley are men- 
tioned with other members of the same family. In 
1351 is a marriage contract, in Norman French, be- 
tween William de Sbakerley their son and Margaret 
daagbterof Bobert de Tnfford, the contracting 
parties being sworn "upon the Holy Gospels,*' 
probably at Manchester, to perform the Covenants 
contained in the deed. 

Another canons deed occnm towards the end of 
the series, and states that Geoffrey Sbakerley, Esq., 
had "pat into the castody of Mr. George Collier, 
darke, warden of the College Charch of Man- 
chester, 61 pieces of evidence, sealed and ansealed" 
so that he and Mr. William Sbakerley might resort 
"anto the sayd Mr. Warden for coppies of the 
same." This was in 1529, a few yearn prior to the 
Reformation. The latest deed is dated 1546.

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[ITa. /5f.]-THB EABLT HISTORY OF THE 
ROMAN CATHOLIC MISSION IN LEIGH. 

For the following notes on the Early History of 
the Rom%n Catholic Mission in the district of Leigh 
the Editor is indebted to the kind assistance of the 
ReY. Father Fanning, of St. Joseph's Charch, Bed- 
ford, Leigh, and of Mr. H. Foley, the author of 
the Records of the English Province qf the Society of 
«/(BStM (London : Bums and Oates). Mr. Foley has 
generously allowed extracts to be iqade from his 
interesting Records^ and Fr Fanning has placed at 
the disposal of the Editor notes from hitherto un- 
published documents of very considerable historic 
interest. ^ 

The English Province of the Society of Jesus 
was raised in 1623 (having been previously a Vice 
Pkt>vince of the Order), and Father Richard Blount 
was appointed its first Provincial. As it was 
impracticable to form regular ''Colleges" on the 
plan of the Institute, England was divided into 
twelve districts or ideal colleges, and to each of 
these districts a certain number of missioner priests 
were appointed. One of these twelve districts was 
that of St. Aloysius, commonly called the " Lan- 
cashire District" The district was. one of the first 
three formed in the year 1622, and included, when 
first raised, the whole of the Counties of Lancaster, 
Chester, and Stafford. The latter County was 
separated from the College in 1679. The state of 
the penal laws against the Roman Church made 
concealment necessary, and the College in the 17th 
century passed under various feigned names, some 
of which are very suggestive of the commercial and 
manufacturing enterprise of the North two cen- 
turies ago. The College was known as ''Our 
Factory," the superior priests were called "Head 
Factors" or "The Master," whilst the missioner 
priests were called "Factors," and) the districts 
their "Factories." The College was sometimes 
described as " Mrs. Lancashire," "Mrs. Lancaster," 
or "Eloisa Lancaster." The priests themselves 
generally assumed disguised names in order to pre- 
serve their liberty. 

Leigh was one of the Missions of this College, 
and it is named in the archives of the College as 
early as 1670. By this document, which is dated 
March 25th, 1670, WiWam Bradthaw settles a 
yearly pension of IDs , to be paid out of certain 
lands in Astley to Richard Saie of Hopcar,, gentle- 
man, and John Tates of Westleigh, yeoman, "in 
F 



trust for the priest that helps the parish, to pray 
for the soul of his late wife, Margaret Bradshaw." 
Another document, dated January 9th, 1689, being 
a gift by Mr. John Urmeston of Higher Hall, 
Leigh, of £20, "the use to be given to the priest 
that should serve his relations of Parsonage in the 
parish of Leigh, after the death of one Mr. 
Mather." 

Previous, however, to this date, a Father Cuth- 
bert Norris, whose real name was Clifton, was then 
serving in the College, and his name is associated 
with the stay of James, the seventh Earl of Derby, 
in Leigh, the night before his execution at Bolton, 
15 October, 1651. This priest, who was bom in 
Lancashire in 1611, and was first cousin to Sir 
Thomas Tyldesley, the cavalier, is stated in the 
Annual Reports of the College to have endeavoured 
to obtain access to the Earl's chamber whilst in Leigh, 
but was unsuccessful. On the following morning, 
however, he joined the cavalcade on the road to 
Bolton, and gained the ear of the Earl, who was, 
so the record states, converted to the Roman faith 
by the zealous priest. The narrative of Father 
Clifton is printed in the Stanley Papers (pt. iii., 
Chet. Soc, vol. ii.) as a " literary curiosity." The 
account published in the Annual Reports of the 
English Province for 1652 was probably written by 
Father Norris himself, and the original manuscript 
is preserved in the archives of the Society of Jesus 
in Rome. (Records). Fr. Norris, alias Clifton, was 
the son of Sir Cuthbert Giifton, of Westby, Kt., by 
Anne, daughter of Thomas Tyldesley, of Tyldesley 
and Morleys, Esq. His maternal grand parent, 
was a daughter of Christopher Aoderton, of 
Lostock, Esq., a member of one of the leading 
Catholic families in the county. 

The Rev. Father Fanning has not been able to 
find any proof that the Missionary Priest had any 
fixed residence at Leigh or at Bedford until the 
Presbytery was built at the latter place by Father 
Shaw in 1789. From one document it certainly 
appears that the missioners resided at Parsonage 
House, Westleigh, the old fan>ily seat of the 
Urmstons. This paper states that "for many years 
two missioners were kept, both of them living 
within the parish ; one at the old family seat, 
called Parsonage House, and the other at Hopcar, 
within Leigh." This statement is, however, 
doubted on the good authority of Father Joseph 
Beaumont. The mission was formerly occasionally 
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nerved from Calcheth aad Southwortk by the 
miBsionary Fathers of those places. The late Father 
John Middlehurst used to say : "There is a tradi- 
tion that previous to the building of the old Chape^ 
at Bedford in 1789» the Catholics of Leigh paysh 
first assembled in a room at Hopcar, and subse- 
quently in a room at Hall House. In the latter 
there is still a room called ' The Chapel.' Some 
of my old people now dead attended service there, 
whilst they were young." In Baines* Hist, La/nc, 
(vol. u.. p. 198. Ed., 1870), it is stated : <* There 
are in the township (Bedford) two other places of 
public worship. A small Catholic Chapel at Hall 
House, appropriated to this pvrpose early in the 
last century, superseded by the new Chapel at 
Bedford bcdlt in 1770, and this again by St. 
Joseph's Catholic Church, a handsome stone edifice, 
erected in 1854." The first Chapel was built in 
1779 and not in 1770 as stated in Baines. Father 
John Shaw was then the resident priest. Since 
then the mission has been called " Bedford-Leigh," 
and its history may more appropriately be told in 
ftiother column* 

The earliest miasionacy priest of Leigh, vrho is 
mentioned by name, was Father John Penketh 
aficw John Rivers, who was serving in Leigh in 
1678, and later on, in 1G93, is speciallly named in 
the following interesting deed of gift printed in the 
Records I — 

*' To all Christian people to whom these pre- 
sents shall come. — I, ^^cUherine SmeUturt^^ of 
Bedford, within the parish of Leigh, and county 
of Lancaster, spinster, said greeting. Know ye 
that I, the said Kaiherine SmeikurtO, out of the 
religious respect and affection I have and bear to 
John Penketh, S.J., priest, who now serveth the 
Catholics in ye sayd parish of Leigh, and to the 
intent and jmrpose that certaine church stuffe^ 
and plate, and other vtensils, may as well during 
my life as after my death be vsed by the said 
John Penketh and his successors for time being 
within the said pariah of Leigh (and that only 
being a priest of^ said Society, and thereunto ap- 
pointed by his Superiors), have given, granted,^ 
and confirmed, and by these presents do give, 
grant, and oonfirme vnto hym the sayd John 
PenketJi, and such his successors (for the tyme 
being) for ever, all and every the church stuffe 
and plate and other vtensils hereinafter men- 
tioned, i.e., one black ante of ohurch stufie for 



the dead, one other sute of church stnffe of 
floweved tabby, one very large silver gilt chalice, 
with the paten belonging to it, two albs with 
their amiers, one priest's girdle of the best sorte, 
three napkins, .... one fair large tabby for an 
altar, one altar stone, two long towels for com- 
municants, three small finger towels, and one 
missal, now in my possession ; to have an to hold 
the said church stuffe, &c., to the sayd John 
Penketh^ and such his successors for ye time 
beinge, withui the sayde parish of Leigh for ever, 
provided always, and it is hereby declared, &c., 
that the said church stuffe, &c., shall not at any 
tyme or tymes hereafter be removed or trans- 
lated out of the said parish of Leigh, nor shall 
they be used or enjoyed by any other priest, 
dergie, or religious, but by a priest' S.J» who 
shall serve and officiate in ye sayd parish of 
Leigh by order of his Superior from tyme to 
tyme. — (Signed) KcUherine x Smethurst, her mark. 
Witness: Richard ShuUleuxnihf AUce 8clU, OU- 
hert Sale,** 

This Father Penketh, who was of the Catholic 
family of Penketh of Penketh, near Warrington* 
experienced much persecution during his mission 
work in Leigh, and for six years was confined in 
Lancaster Gaol for High Treason, under the Act of 
27th Elizabeth, which made the taking of orders of 
priesthood abroad, and subsequent residence in 
England, the offence of treason against the crown.

[ITo, 16S.]— THE EARLY HISTORY OF THE 
ROMAN CATHOLIC MISSION IN L£IQH.-(See 
No. 162.) 

Of the Father John Penketh (aUoA Rivers), who 
was serving in Leigh in 1678^ a very lengthy ac- 
count is given in the Records, 

On entering the English College at Rome in 1652 
he gave the following account of himself : — " My 
name is John Penketlu alias Rivers. I am son of 
Richard Penketh, of Penketh, in the County of 
Lancaster, Esquire, who married the daughter of 
Thomas Patrick, of Bisham, in the same county, 
gentleman. I was bom and bred up in my fathar*a 
house, and am now twenty -one years of age. My 
father, before his death, had spent nearly all his 
fortune, and left very little to my mother. My 
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lelatlvM are of good fainUies, bat reduced to 
poTerty in these evil tiroes. I am the youogest of 
tbirteeii ehildrsu, and have only two brothers and 
one sister out of the thirteen living. My relatives 
nre entirely Protestant, but nvf father with all bis 
family, one brother excepted, was always Catholic. 
I have made my studies in England under private 
tutors and a\ private schools. I was always 
Catholic, and left England on the 13th of August, 
1651, to proceed to Borne, where in the family of 
Olirist I shaU be mofe sure to avoid the vanities of 
tbe world and its dangers, moved also to this by an 
ardent desire of gaining souls if found worthy of 
the priesthood,** Signs, "JoHir RrvxRa." 

After leaving Rome, where he took his orders, he 
became confessor to the English Benedictine Kans 
at Brussels. Here he remained until 1662*.3. when 
he entered the Society of Jesus at Walton. It 
would appear from the account in the Province 
Archives at Borne that Father Penketh, when a 
young man, was a soldier in the French Army. 
The archives state that ** When he understood that 
his family affairs were inextricably involved, he 
determined to attach himself in quality of a ser- 
vant to some Catholic gentleman's family. Al- 
though his resolution was approved by all, he 
b^ian to meditate greater things, and became in- 
flame with hopes of acquiring great reputation by 
engaging in a military life. He therefore passed 
over to Beligium, and fought under the standard of 
his Catholic Majesty, where he obtained amongst 
his comrades the character of a bold and daring 
soldier. But after qne or two years of this military 
career, he came to revolve more seriously every day 
the interests of his soul, and to meditate a farewell 
to the transitory things of this world, and the 
vanity of such reputstion of which he had such 
proof before his eyes. He therefore retired from 
the army, and betook himself to Rome, where he 
was admitted to the English College." The 
Archives further state, respecting his minis- 
trations in this part of the County, that, on his 
arriyal in England, he was assigned to his native 
County of Lancashire, and was appointed chaplain 
in the family of a nobleman, but on condition that 
he was to be at liberty to make excursions into the 
neighbouring villages. He passed his time by pre- 
ference with the humbler class of society, and 
always made his rounds of the neighbourhood on 
foot. 



It was whilst Father Penketh was thus engaged 
that Titus Gates made his pretended discoveries, 
and the wearisome perseontioin of the Catkolio 
clergy was began. The Annual Letters <^ the 
Pi^rinoe for 1678 say : " Father John Rivera was 
caught whikt visiting the houses of Catholics by 
night te adaunister the holy sacramepts, which it 
was unsafe to do by day. In this arrest the f oUy 
of the Father's betrayer is no less extraordinary 
than his treachery was detested. He was a captain, 
who not only pretended to entertain a friendship 
for the Father, but likewise sought the society ol 
Catholics, and was invited to their social meetings* 
This man, happening to meet the Father, accosted 
him with every appearanoe of friendship, and de- 
tained him, though against his will, by some trifling 
conversation, until a oonstable, whom he himself 
had sent for, came up and apprehended the Father, 
who little saspected such an event. After this 
infamous act ci treachery the captain was uoable 
to show his face in the society of Catholics as here- 
tofore, and, oa being reproached for the villainy of 
the afct, excused himself on the plea of intoxioation. 
The Father was immediately committed to prison, 
and from thence brought to trial at the Lancaster 
Assises, where he was indicted upon a charge of 
high treason for having taken the holy orders of 
priesthood abroad, and returning to England, &o." 
He was found guilty, and condemned to death. 
Father Penketh was not, however, executed, but 
remained a prisoner at Lancaster Castle for six 
years nnder a Royal reprieve. 

The account of this priest, preserved in the 
Archives at Rome, give a somewhat different ac- 
count of Father Penketh *8 arrest, and also a lengthy 
account of his trial in 1679. This record states that 
word was brovghtto him that a number of persons 
in a remote village desired his assistance. The 
Father arose in the dead of the night, taking with 
him a man who was trusty, and well acquainted 
with the road. They had gone one or two miles 
only when they unexpectedly met a Justice of the 
Peace, who was well known to the Father, from 
whom he had received many kindnesses. This man 
civilly accosted Father Penketh as an intimate 
friend, invited him to his house, and insisted upon 
the guide intrusting him to his care. The Father, 
not suspeoting any deceit, trusted himself to his 
cacQ accordingly. But the Justice, unmindful of 
all his beneflt, detained him prisoner that night in

his house, though it had heen a prison. The next 
day he was taken off to the public county gaol [at 
Lancaster], where, after being detained two months, 
he was brought up for trial at the Assizes. He 
was indicted for the priesthood, and witnesses were 
called to prove that he had administered the sacra- 
ments. He replied that this evidence was worth- 
less, according to the laws of England. The jury, 
however, found the Father guilty of being of the 
priesthood, and, on receiving sentence, Father 
Penketh fell upon his desk and joyfully exclaimed : 
Dto gratuu. Lam Deo 1 Te Deum laudamiu 1 After 
his reprieve he remained in prison until, upon the 
death of Charles 11., his brother James succeeded 
to the English Grown. By his comoiand all the 
priests detained in prison were liberated, amon^^st 
whom was Father John Penketh. However, he did 
not use his release to take his ease or remain in- 
active. He returned to his native county, and 
with alacrity resumed his former round of labours. 
After the Revolution of 1688, new and very severe 
laws were enasted against Catholics, especially 
against priests, so they were once more compelled 
to seek hiding-places. Father Penketh had now no 
constant abode, and could only visit the afflicted 
Catholics during the shades of evening, or at day- 
break. The account in the Archives concludes: 
** At lengthy broken down by his pious labours, he 
succumbed. He was extremely old, and scarcely 
able to stand, when, being called to the bedside of 
a sick man, he hastened thither, consoled ;him, ad- 
ministered the sacraments, and with difficulty 
returned home. He was immediately seized with 
his last illness. For two weeks he suffered from a 
burning feuer, during which time he gave very great 
edification. No word escaped his but of G<>d and 
heavenly things ; he continually repeated those 
words of St. Paul, Cupio disaolvi, et ease cum 
Ckristo ! 8U nomen Domini henedktum ! Fiai 
voluntas tua 1 Fortified by all the sacraments of 
the Catholic Church, he sweetly rendered his soul 
to his Creator. These are a few amongst many 
things that could be said concerning Father Penketh, 
Lowliness of heart and humility shone eminently 
i4 him, and henoe many facts have been kept back 
from us, which otherwise would have rendered his 
praise the gieater, Morieturanimamortejuatorum,** 

Father Penketh died on the Ist of August, 1707, 
aged 71. He was most possibly then residing with 
one of the Catholic families in the neighbourhood 



at Culcheth, Hopcarr Hall, or Westleigh. Li 
the Stonyhurst MS8. {Angl vol v., n, 100) is the 
foUowing account, quoted in Mr. Foley's Beeorda, 
and with which the account of Father Penketh 
may well conclude : — 

" A true relation of some judgments of Qod against 
those who accused the priests and other Catho- 
lics after the pretended conspiracy in England. 
The chief accuser of Father Penketh, a Jesuit, 
who was imprisoned in Lancaster Castle, under 
sentence of death for being a priest, &c., was 
formerly a penitent of the Father's, and having 
fallen in love with a daughter of a Justice of the 
Peace, who was a heretic, was persuaded by her, 
under a promise to marry him, to accuse the Father ; 
but as he was coming back from the court after, 
having accused him, he was taken ill, and in the 
space of ten days died with much contrition, con- 
fessing to all that visited him his grievous sin, and 
the just judgment of Qod, sending money to Pen- 
keth and other Catholics in prison, begging them 
to pray for him. The person who told me this was 
present when the disconsolate father of the young 
woman, with her mother and sister, came to the 
prison some eight days after his death, and kneel- 
ing at Father Penketh's feet, with many tear* 
bagged his pardon in the dead man's name. And 
the good Father immediately gave it, and with tears 
undertook to pray for the soul of his accuser. The 
young man was the heir of a rich family, and the 
only son of his parents, and all the neighbourhood 
was in great grief at his death."

1640, May 21. Petition of Sir William ElpJdn^ 
stone and J<^in Crqftes to the King. 

Petitioners about six years since were suitors to 
you for a grant in fee-farm of such lands and tene- 
ments in Cartmel, co. Lancaster, as had not been 
formerly granted, which the tenants held by a pre- 
tended customary estate, being absolutely void in 
law, and the interest of inheritance testing solely 
in you, as petitioners undertook to make good. "On 
full information touching the same you signified 
your pleasure for a grant thereof to petitioners in 
fee- farm and soccage tenure, whioh accordingly was 
passed under the Great Seal and the seals of the 
Duchy and County Palatine of Lancaster, with 
provision that no decrease of your revenue should 
come thereby. On this grant petitioners prose- 
cuted suit in your Duohy €k)urt to eviot your title, 
but by some mistake in the grant they have since 
proceeded in your name in the suit, and thereupon 
you again declared that when petitioners should 
have fully reoevered your title you would make a 
new and valid grant of the lands to them*; all 
which appears by the several petitions and signifi- 
oatt'oos of your pleasure hereto annexed- Now 
petitioners have» with much trouble and very great 
expense, concluded the business of composition Mrith 
the tenants by an Order in the Duchy Court, by 
which it is agreed the interest you have thus 
bestowed upon petitioners should devolve on them, 
which your Chancellor and the Duchy Counoil 
thought the fittest way, that so they may continue 
your tenants. They pray you in eontirmation of 



this agreement again to signify to Lord Newburgh 
to give order for a bill for your signature to pass 
the Great Seal and Duchy and County Palatine 
Seals, granting to each of the tenants as shall be 
nominated in trust for the rest and their lives in 
fee-farm and soccage tenure, all the said lands and 
tenements within the manor and bailiwicks of 
Cartmel, with all woods and commons now or here- 
tofore therewith enjoyed, with such reservation of 
rents and other services as have been formerly 
answered to you for the same, and that in this 
settlement petitioners may receive the fruit of your 
bounty in the said composition. 

Underwritten : An order granting the above peti- 
tion ; the fines foimerly answered on •descent and 
alienation being cast up by a medium of the last 
seven years, to be paid yearly to his Majesty, that 
there may be no decrease of his revenue.

[ITo. 767.] -THE EARLY HI5;TORY OF THE 
ROMAN CATHOLIO MISSION IN LEIGH. — 
CoxoLUDW.— (See Nos. 162 and 16?.) 

Father John Penketh was most probably suc- 
ceeded in Leigh by Father Sebastian Needham 
alias Robert Morgan, who was in Leigh in I70<>f 
but how nutoh sooner does not appear. He was 
missioner as late as 1722, and received a stipend 
of £6 per annum ! Father Needham was a son ol 
Mr. Robert Needham. of Hilston, Monmouthshire ; 
his mother was Susan Morgan. He entered the 
society about 1691. In 1736, he was appointed 
Rector of the College of St. Ignatius (the London 
District), where he had resided several years, and 
died in that office on the 4th of January, 1743. 
For greater safety, he had had himself enrolled 
among the chaplains to the Sardinian Embassy, 
Lincoln's Inn Fields. {Becords.') 

Father Robeit Petre probably followed in Leigh. 
Ho was a member of ttfe Petre famUy of Thomdon. 
Father John Sale who also served the mission and 
succeeded, being incumbent frara about 1759 to 
1767, was of a local family, being bom at Hopeoar 
Hall in Bedford, in 1722. Father James Adams 
was first in Bedford for some time, until about 
1770 ; and in 1789 Father John Shaw settled in 
Leigh, leaving in 1807, and dying at Stoney house 
the following year, aged 67 years. The late Rev. 
Middlehurst has left it on record that a Father

Hawarden — connected with another county family 
— preceded Father Shaw, bat Father Fanning can- 
not identify a priest of that name. Father Wm. 
Poole succeeded in 1807, and died suddenly 27 
February, 1828. He was buried in a ^rault outside 
St. Joseph's Chapel. Father Edward Morron then 
•applied the district for a short time, and was suc- 
ceeded by Father John Reeve, who built the 
schools. He left in 1840, his successor being the 
latio Father John Middlehnrst. The missioners of 
the Society of Jesus can, therefore, be traced in 
Leigh for more than two centuries.

In note No. 51, it was stated that Captain Miles 
Standish was of a Lancashire family, probably 
the Standishes of Duxbury. Mr. W. A Abram 
has printed in the Preston Guardian a con- 
temporary notice of the celebrated Puritan 
captain of the New England colony, which 
is especially interesting. It is found 'in an 
old New England chronicle, which bore the title : — 
*' Morton's New England's Memorial ; Cambridge, 
printed by S. G. and M. J. for John Usher of 
Boston. 1669." This memorial, which was pub- 
lished within thirteen years of the death of Captain 
Miles Standish, contains the following reference to 
liim ; — 

1656. ^ This year Mr. William Bradford was 

chosen Governor of the Jurisdiction of Plymouth. 

Mr. Thomas Prince, Mr. William Collier, Mr. 

Timothy Hatherley, Captain Miles Standish, Mr. 

John Alden, Captain Thonuui Willett, and Capt. 

James Cndworth were chosen to be his sssist- 

ants in the Government. 

This year [1656] Captain Miles Standish ex- 
pired his mortal Ufe. He was a gentleman, bom 
in Lancashire, and was heir-apparent unto a 
great estate of lands and livings surreptitiously 
detained from him ; his great grandfather being 
a second or younger brother from the House of 
Standish. In his younger days he went over 
into the Low Countries, and was a soldier thero^ 
and came acquainted with the Church of Leyden ; 
and came over into New England with such of 
them as at the first set out for the planting of 
the plantation of New Plymouth, and boro a 
deep share of their first difficulties, and was 



always very faithful to their interests He was 
grown ancient [i.e., aged] ; became sick of the 
Stone or StrangulUon^ whereof after his suffering 
of mnch dolorous pain, he fell asleep in the Lord, 
and was honourably bnried at Dta^ry, 
The writer of this memorial also ropeats the asser- 
tion made by Captain Miles Standish himself in his 
Will, that his "great grandfather was a second or 
younger son of Standish of Standish/' and that he 
was the real heir to estates in Lancashire which he 
had been unjustly kept out of.

May 22. Petition of James Lord Strange, Com- 
mittee of the body and lands of Richard Lord 
Viscount MoUneuXy the King's Ward, to the 
King. 

By letters patent, for valuable considerations, 
yoa granted to Edward Ditchfield. John Highlord, 
Humphrey Clarke, and Francis Mosser, and their 
heirs, the town and manor of Liverpool, co. Lau- 
caster, with the courts leet and all other courts, 
and the passage over the Mersey, with other tolls, 
and the profits of the same, of all which your 
ward's ancestors have for above 100 years been 
farmers. Now Edward Dichfield and the rest in 
consideration of £450 paid by Richard Viscount 
Molineux, deceased, father of yoor ward, conveyed 
the town and manor to Sir Thomas Walmsley, 
William Fazakerley, and John Nutter, and their 
heirs in trost for the said Visooant and his heirs. 
After the Viscount's death the new Viscount Moli- 
neux his S3n and heir was found to be your ward, 
the custody of whose body and lands was by the 
Court of Wards committed to petitioners, who there, 
foro endeavoured to collect the rents and profits of 
the manor and tolls for the use of your ward, but 
was interrupted by the Mayor and burgesses of 
Liverpool ; whereforo Sir Rowland Wandsford, 
Attorney of the Court of Wards, about three yean 
since, exhibited an information sgainst them in the 
said Court ; and they theroupon, aboat two yean 
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since, preferred their petition to you, which you 
referred to the new Lord Treasarer and Lord Got- 
tington. They having heard the caose in June, 
1638, diemlBsed petitioner from farther attendance 
on the aaid petition, since which time, nearly two 
years, the Mayor and burgesses have not pat in 
their answers to the information though the Goarts 
in favour has granted them several commissions to 
take their answers, but have stood out all process 
of contempt, and have lately, after so much dis- 
obedience to the courts presented a petition to yon, 
which you have referred to the Archbishop of 
Ganterbary and other Lords. Now as this peti- 
tion is in subetance the same as the former ; and as 
the new Lord Treasurer and Lord Gottington on 
hearing the cause dismissed petitioners as afore- 
said, and that the matters in variance have been so 
long depending in a legal course, and might long 
since have been settled, if the Mayor and burgesses, 
distrusting the justice of their own cause, had not 
used so many unjustifiable delays ; and as they 
have long stood and still are in contempt of the 
courts petitioner prays you to discharge him and 
your ward from further attendance on the late re- 
ference, and to leave the trial of the matter to a 
due course of law, where the many cnntempts of 
the Mayor and burgesses may be examined and 
punished and the legal rifi;hts of both parties finally 
determined. 

JJnderwritten : 1. His Majesty never intended 
by his former reference to interrupt the court of 
justice in this business, and therefore discharges 
that reference and leaves the matters in variance 
to be tried in due course of law.

KZTBACTS FROM THE MABRIAQS LIOENOB BOOKS IN 
THE BI8H0P*S BBOISTBT AT GHEffTSR. 

The following entries, though not a complete 
series, will serve to illustrate the history of the 
Holcroft family to some extent. The last extract 
wiU probably interest many of your readers as it 
proves that Thomas Leigh, the husband of Penelope 
Holcroft, was a woollen draper in Altrincham. It 
seems scarcely likely, therefore, that he was a son 
of Lord Leigh, of Stooeleigh, co. Warwick, as some 
persons assert. The marriage appears to have taken 
place at Manchester, for in the Leigh Parish Regis-

Robert Holte, Sheriff of co. Lancaster, to the 
Council. In obedience to the King^s writ and your 
instructions for the assessing and levying £4,000 
ship-money in this county, I proceeded in the 
order here stated. Under pretext that this county 
had at several times formerly psid ship-money and 
were much disabled thereby, whilst other counties 
refused to pay, that this tax had lately been ques- 
tioned whether of right it ought to be paid or not, 
and that the writs for Parliaments issued shortly 
after the writ for ship-money, the constables and 
others intrusted with the levying of it made a stay 
in their proceedings. The county in general binds 
themselves against the tax, the inhabitants in 
every township refusing to assist the constables in 
the assessments, while the latter assert that they 
were not able to make the aescssments of them- 
selves. I still endeavoured by all the means I 
could to put forward this business but could not 
prevail in it, yet with much ado in several parts of 
three hundreds I have levyed as much as amounts 
to £1,319 3s., which I have returned to be paid to 
the Treasurer of the Navy according to your in- 
structions. Two of the largest hundreds, Anioun- 
demess and Lonsdale, altogether stand out, and 
will neither assess nor pay. It is impossible for 
me to make any particular assessment on every in- 
habitant in these hundreds they being so many 
and so unknown to me. I can get no help for levy- 
ing of this noney, and few or no bailiffs will dare 
to be employed about it, the country in general 
being so averse against it. I have several times 
sent to all the Coi'porations in this County to pay 
in their money but only Liverpool has obeyed, the 
other towns still trifle and delay. I cannot tell 
how to distrain every inhabitant in particular, but 
if you shall so direct me I will make trial what I 
can do to distrain every township in general.

The editor of the Preston Ouardian "Notes** 
has printed a notice of the Rev. Joseph Nightingale, 
a native of Lancashire, and author of several pub- 
lications. He is not mentioned in the comprehen- 
sive list of Lancashire authors furnished in the 
volume edited by Mr. C. W. Sutton, Chief 
Librarian of the Manchester Free Libraries : — 
Died. August 9th, 1824, in his 42th year, the Rev. 
Joseph Nightingale, a native of Chowbent [bom in 
1775 J, and formerly a Wesleyan minister in the 
town of Maccleefield. His history is briefly this : 
That leaving his obscure situation in that town, 
he came to the Metropolis, and by the exertion of 
his literary talent struggled into notice, and con- 
ti'ibuted not a little to the instruction and amuse- 
ment of the community. He compiled several of 
the volumes of the "Beauties of England aad 
Wales,'* and afterwards published in 1816 a folio 
volume, entitled " English Topography ; or a Series 
of Historical and Statistical Descriptions of the 
several Counties of England and Wales, acoom* 
pauied by a Map of each county. By the Author 
of Historical and Descriptive Delineations of Lon- 
don and Westminster, the Counties of Salop, Staf- 
ford, Somei-set, &c.** In the preface to this work, 
it is called his *' twenty-sixth^* tour through the 
Republic of Letters. In the meantime he had 
seceded from the Wesleyans, become a Unitarian, 
and pubUshed "A Portraiture of Methodism,*' 
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8to., 1807 ; " Two Sermona, preached at Hanover 
Btreet and Worship-street Chapels." 8ro., 1807 ; 
'*A Portraiture of Gatholiciam " 8vo., 1812; and 
" Refutation of the Falsehoods and Calumnies of a 
recent anonymous Pamphlet, entitled 'A Por- 
traiture of Hypocrisy,' " 8vo., 1813. He war of a 
kind disposition, lively ima^nation, and possessed 
a cheerfulness that never deserted him to the last. 
He suffered long from a severe disease, during 
which, and in the concluding scene, he was well 
supported hy the Aopes and consolations of religion. 
He was intared in Bunhill Fields burying ground, 
London.

family. The two InquisUions poH Mortem printed 
below in abstract give evidence of the respectability 
of the family in the seventeenth century, and the 
Leigh registers prove that as early as 1558 there 
were several families of Spakemans resident in the 
parish.

All which said 
premises I give to ElUnor, my wife, and to her 
assigns after my death for the rest of the leases, to 
occupy the same for the maintenance of herself and 
all my children. If my wife die before the expir- 
ation of the leases then I give them to Richard 
Taylor , my son and his assigns, &c., npon condi- 
tion that he shall pay to his brethren and his sisters 
Thomas Taylor, Nicholas Taylor, Elizabeth Taylor, 
and Anne Taylor, JilO each, &o.

This Return, While confirming the 
general accuracy, in some few cases corrects the 
articles which have appeared in the " Scrap Book." 
The Blue Book itself is certainly not free from 
errors, and it is to be observed is based solely upon 
official sources, so that where these are wanting no 
Ikttempt is made to supply the points lacking from 
sources of investigation which though not official 
are in many instances scarcely less reliable. In this 
supplemental note the corrections given on the 
authority of the Blue Book are so stated. It will 
be seen that, with the exception of two or three

clerical errors in copying, the alterations are prin- 
cipally in the transposition of members from one 
Parliament to another Parliament which met In 
the same year.

This Borough — ^tbe County Town of Lancashire 
-^ifi-st sent members to Parliament 23 Edwai^ I. 
(1295), and ceased o Edward UL (L^^il), after 
making nineteen I'eturns. It resumed its ancient 
privilege probably some time in the reign of Henry 
Vm , but, owing to the loss of most of the Be- 
tums of that period, the precise date cannot be 
determined. It returned two members to the 
Parliament of 1520 (21 Hen. Vm ), after which the 
eaiiiest return preserved is that of 1547 (1 Edward 
VI.), but from then until the Parliament of 
1S65 it continued without intermission to send two 
members to the House of Oboimons. The Borough 
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was disfranchised for corrupt practices by the Re- 
form Act of 1867. 

Prior to 1832, the right of election was vested 
by Charter in the Freemen of the Borongh, and no 
resolution of the Hoase of Commons appearing by 
which this right was in any way set aside or 
modified, it continued thns nntil the passing of the 
first Reform Act. The number of Freemen in 
1750 was abont 1,000 ( WiUU) ; in 1820 about 1800 
(Old/ield), 

The identification of early Borongh members is a 
difficult, and, in most instances, an impossible task, 
from the circumstance that in aneient times the 
persons elected as representatives for cities and 
boroughs could only be resident citizens or bur- 
gesses of such cities or borougliSk and not strangers 
or the neighbouring country gentlemen. In the 
Modus Tenendi Parliamentum (written between 
1294-1327), as concerning the burgesses it is said,— 
"In the same manner it used and ought to be com- 
manded to the bailiffs and trustworthy men of 
boroughs that they should elect two fit, honourable 
and experienced burgesses from among themselves, 
and for themselves, to come and be present in the 
Parliament, in the same manner as has been said ol 
citizens, &c '* The same rule continued down to 
the reign of King Henry VL, for by statute 23rd 
of that King, chap. 14, was recited an Act of the 
previous reign (I Hen. V.), which provided— "That 
the citizens and burgesses of cities aAd boroughs 
coming to Parliament should be chosen men, 
citizens and burgesses resident, abiding and en- 
franchised in the same cities and boroughs ;" and, 
it is added, — " The whiph citizens and burgesses, 
and no others, have at all times been chosen in 
cities and boroughs." It was not until the sixteenth 
century that the custom of choosing members frum 
outside their own communities was introduced in the 
towns, but from that time the practice became very 
common, notwithstanding the statute of fienry V., 
which seems never to have been repealed. It fol- 
lows, however, that while some few of the early 
burgesses may have been, and undoubtedly were, 
of the landed gentry of the county, resident in the 
locality of the boroughs for which they were re- 
turned, and their families therefore more or less 
known, the majority were not inthisposition. They 
were simply persons of local importance, whose iden- 
tification, from lapse of time, and the non-existeuce 
in their case of the usual sources 'of genealogical

investigation, has now become next to impossible.

equal parts. The first third part he reserved uuto 
himself, the second third part hee gave and be- 
queathed unto Elizabeth his deare and loveinge wife 
and for the last parte his mind and will was itt 
should bee equally- and indifferently devided 
amongs his children (excepting his sonne James 
Marsh aforesaid).

GHUBCH IN 1430 AND 1435. 

In the "Scrap Book" (No. 58), and in JDocoZ 
Oleanings, quarto aeries, vol. ii., p. 293, appeared a 
Tery curious account of '* Cursing by Bell, Book, 
and Candle, in Leigh Church in 1474," which was 
taken from a collection of deeds relating to the 



Shakerley family, which had been copied from the 
originals about the middle of the 17th century. 
In the same collection were a number of other 
local deeds, abstracts of which, taken by Mr. J. P. 
Earwaker, F.SJk., have ainoe appeared in the 
*' Sera Book " (Noa. 153. 155, 158, and 160), and 
the two following deeds which Mr. Earwaker haa 
printed in his new antiquarian monthly magazine — 
Local GUottingSf — and which, by hia kind per- 
mission, we are able to print in the "Scrap Book*' 
and thus complete an exceedingly interesting series 
of old documents. Bespeoting the two "declara- 
tions," Mr. Earwaker makes thf following intro- 
ductory remarks. He notes that they are very 
curious, as they are specimens of a class of deeds 
by no means common, and which are of special 
interest as indicative o^tbe customs of the 1 5th 
century. Both these are earlier than " the cursing 
deed," but, like it, both of them record how cer- 
tain persons appeared in Leigh Church, and there 
publicly, before a number of persons, whose names 
are given, swore to the truth of certain assertions 
on questions of great importance as to the owner- 
ship of land and the value of oertain deeds. In 
the first one, which is dated in 1430, a certain 
Anne, or Agnes, the daughter of Roger Wynston- 
ley, of the mature age of 77, swore upon a missal 
on Sunday in the first week in Lent| in the " Kirke 
of Leght," that Hugh Pemberton, parson or rector 
of Bnmley, then called Bnmell, had either himself 
forged a deed of conveyance of certain lands, or 
had caused the same to be forged for him. The 
second is dated 1435, and it records that Ellen 
Morlegh took it upon her charge, at she would 
answer before God, that certain lands about which 
there had been great disputes, had been conveyed 
by her and her husband to the Shakerleys, and in 
order to confirm the accuracy of her statements 
she had sworn to the same upon a book in the 
presence of Sir Henry Ince, priest, her confessor, 
and had also sworn upon a book "in Leght Slirke," 
in the presence of all the people there. It is very 
remarkable that one collection of deeds should 
contain so many examples of this curious custom of 
swearing in public before the congregation, and 
also still more remarkable that the Church of Leigh 
should be the one selected. It was no doubt con- 
sidered that the sanctity of the edifice rendered 
such declarations of a much more solemn character 
than those made in any other way, and it is quite 
probable that the ofliciating priest pronounced a» 
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accnrsed all who should dare to commit perjary in 
80 public and solemn a manner. It would be in- 
teresting to know wbat weight such " affidavits'* 
would have in a court of law. 

These quaint deeds, written in Encclish, and con- 
taining many curious words and expressions, are as 
follows : —

Referring to article No. 154 on " Lancashire 
Parliamentary Representation," it may perhaps in- 
terest your readers to know that in the Manchester 
Royal Exchange there is a fuU-length life-size 
painting of Thomas Stanley, who sat as M.P. for 
the County for a period of thirty-two years — ^from 
1780 to 1812.

His second wife 
was Alice, daughter of William BipUngham, of 
Harborough, Worcestershire, and they wera 
married at St. Catherine's, Fenchurch-street* 
on 11th August, 1628. It appears that she 
died a few years after, and was buiied at South 
Bemfleet, 8th November, 1631. With Alice was a 
doweiy of £8,500, proving her to have been of a 
wealthy family.

Nearly a year ago Mr. J. E. Bailey, P.S.A., of 
IfaBchester, oontributed to these '^Notes'' an 
original aeries of papers entitled : " TrouUes of 
William Ryley, Lancaster Herald, and of his Son, 
Ctevks of the Records in the Tower.'* In the re- 
prints <^ the articles a pedigree was given of the 
Kyley family and some additional facts noted. Mr. 
W. A. Abram, editor of the '^ Local Sketches " in 
tiie Preaton (?uardi<m^ referring to Mr. Bailey's 
papers, has printed in the oohtmns he so ably 
•dits the foUowing additional note respecting the 
Byleys :— '* The elder William Ryley held his 
•ffioes in the reign of Charles I., the Protectorate 
^ Oomwell, and the rei^ of Charles 11., and died 
In tMy, 16G7 ; and his son, William Ryley, junr , 
Clerk of the Records, died in November, 1675. 
William Ryley,. the father, was a Lancashire man 
by birth and family connection ; but it is not 
positively known to which of two or three local 
clans of ^leys of that period he belonged. We 
•on jecture it was either the Ryleys of the Green, 
Bear Hoghton Tower, cft the Ryleys of High Riley, 
•r Ryley Bey, in Aocrington, both yeoman stocks 
•C a certain respectability. &^ce Mr. Bailey pub- 
lished his useful biographical sketches of the two 
Ryleys, I have noted a drotmistance which con- 
aeots these two functionaries in the Heralds' Office 
with Preston, and also affbrds a fresh item or two 
about their family. I have, found the namo of the 
•Ider William Ryley, his sons, his brother, and 
brotber^s son, enrolled upon the Guild Roll of 
Preston in 1642. It seems very likely that the 
elder William Ryley attended the Pteston Guild in 
1612, in his official oharader as Lancaster Herald, 
and secured to himself the freedom of the Guild 
sod the privileges of a Boigess of the Borough 
Ti* eatries as they Kppear in the Guild Roll of 
1642 aie as f ollova ^^

The plain Ekiglish of this record is : — ^William

of the fore-named WiUiam ; John Ryley his son. 
The iaformatioQ does not indnde the name of the 
father of William Ryley the Lancaster Herald, 
whidi is wanted to connect him with one or other 
of the local families ; but it supplies the names of 
two of his younger sons, Phrllip and Charles, both 
living in 1642 ; as well as of his first son William, 
who became Clerk of the Records in the Tower. It 
further tells us that William Ryley the Herald had 
a brother Richard Ryley, living in 1642, who was 
enrolled with him at Preston Guild that year ; and 
we are led to assume that his brother Uved near 
Prestion^ doubtless in the paternal homestead. For 
it is to be noticed that both the brothers Ryley,. 
with their sons, were entered on the list ol In-Bur* 
gesaea at this Guilds not of Foreign Baigessee ; and 
although eases of persons being In-Burgesses whose 
ordinary domicile was not within the town oc- 
curred, the parties so privileged were usually near 
neighbours. Examination of some of the later Rolls 
when occasion serves may afford farther clues as to 
the generations of this particular family of Ryleys^ 
Soma of them may turn out to have been regular 
residents in IVeston Robert Ryley, and Thomas 
Ryley, were resident In-Bnrgesses of Preston and 
voted as such at the election in 1690« "

Tho' I'm no prophet, nor a prophet's son, 
Tet 111 predict that thou art doom'd to rise : 
This is not fancy's dream, for well we know 
That men of late have seen thy real worth. 
And heads and hands, and hearts are condog here, 
Scatt'ring their wealth abroad to make it more, 
And give employment to thy active sons ; 
Hence, looking onward far, to distant time.

BOROUGH OF PRESTON. 

The history of the Parliamentary Representation 
of Preston has been so well told by Mr Dobson

the admirable series of papers now appearing in 
the Preston Guardian (Ed. by Mr. W. A. Abram) 
that it seems scarcely necessary to dwell upon the 
subject in these columns. But inasmuch as our 
purpose is to give a brief chronological view of the 
ioAo2e of the representative history of Lancashire, 
alike of the county and its boroughs, it is of course 
impossible to exclude from our plan the Borough of 
Preston. At the risk therefore of going over 
ground already so well covered, we proceed to deal 
with this, which in point of antiquity may possibly 
be termed the second important Lancashire 
Borough, simply premising our notes with the state- 
ment that, without in all cases accepting the iden- 
tifications to be found in the before-named authori- 
ties, we have taken full advantage of the light cast 
upon the subject by both writers. 

The right of sending two members to Pariiament 
was ezerdsed by the Borough of Preston at least 
as early aa the 23 Edw. L (1295). To the Parlia- 
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ment which met on 27 November of that 
year — the first Parliament of which reliable returns 
have been preserved— the Gonnty of Lancaster con- 
tributed, in addition to the two knights of the 
shire, two bargesses f>ir each of the boroughs of 
Lancaster, Preston, Liverpool, and Wigan. The 
two latter very soon ceased exercising the right, 
bat Lancaster and Preston oontinned to make re- 
tarns nntil the year 1331. From thenoe, for the 
space of nearly 200 years, the privilege was wholly 
suspended in all the Lancashire Boronghs. In the 
Parliament of 1529 (21 Henry Vm.) we find the 
Borooghs of Preston and Lancaster each again send- 
ing two members, bat owing to the total loss of all 
the Parliamentary records between 1477 and 1527, 
it is impossible to say definitely if the latter date 
was the earliest in which the elective right was re- 
newed. From 1529 nntil the present time the 
borongh has continned almost without intermission 
to send two members to the House of Commons. 

Prior to the Act of 1832 the elective franchise in 
this borough was of an exceptionally wide charac- 
ter. All the male inhabitants of the age of 21 
years and upwards^ who had resided six months 
within the borough and had not for the space oC 
twelve months immediately preceding been charge- 
able to any parish as paupers, were entitled to vote 
on the occasion of a Parliamentary election. This 
right was conferred or confirmed by several suc- 
cessive resolutions of the House, although it does 
not date back farther than the middle of the last 
century. At the election of the Convention Parlia- 
ment in April, 1660^ the members returned for 
Preston were Richard Standish and Alexander 
Eigby, Esqrs. This return was petitioned or com- 
plained against. *' The journals of the House of 
CDmmons contains no record of the nature of the 
petition nor from whence it proceeded, but doubt- 
less the question at issue was the one decided the 
following year, whether the Corporation or the 
whole of the inn-burgesses (freemen) were entitled 
to elect the members" (Dobson p.p. 18 19). Upon 
this petition the Committee of Privileges and Elec- 
tions reported to the House— 20 June, 1660, — ^that 
** Upon examination of the facts it appeared that 
at the time of the election the taking of the poll 
was denied by the Mayor, and that in respect there- 
of the committee are of opinion that the election is 
void.** Thereupon it was resolved by the House 
that the election was void, and a writ was issued 
for a new election. At the next general election in 



1661, the question as te the persons entitled to the 
franchise was more fully brought up. "At this 
period the Corporation claimed the privilege of 
alone returning the members, the inn-burgesses or 
freemen insisted upon sharing it with them" (Dob- 
son). The exclusive Corporation party returned 
Edward Rigby, Esq., and Dr. WUliam Fyfe, as their 
candidates, while the inn-burgesses, or general 
body of freemen of the borongh, made a return of 
Edward Rigby, Esq., and Jeffrey Rishton, M.D. 
Petitions were lodged, and on 31 May, 1661, the 
House ordered that — " Mr. Rishton doth sit in this 
House until the merits of the cause be determined." 
The final decision was made on 18 December fol- 
lowing, the House resolving upon the report of the 
committee as follows : "That upon the petition of 
Dr. Fyfe against Dr. Rishton they had proceeded to 
examine the matter touching the elections for the 
Borough of Preston and the question being whether 
the Mayor and twenty-four buigesses had only 
voices, or the inhabitants at large ; the committee 
is of opinion that aU the inhahUatUa have voices in 
the election, and that the majority of such voices 
is with Dr Riehton, and that he is duly elected a 
burgess of the said borough and ought to sit." 
Upon this ruling of the House of Commons turned 
the decision of a dispute as to the return made more 
than a hundred years after, and the popular fran- 
chise which thereafter obtained in Preston had its 
origin in this same ruling of the House in 1661, 
broadly construed by a majority of the House in 
1768. (" Sketches of Preston Parliamentary Elec- 
tions," No. 3. PresUm Cfuardian, 23 Nov , 1878). 
It was at the election of 1768 called " The Great 
Election," that the celebrated contest first arose as 
to the construction to be placed upon the decision 
of the House in 1661. The question in dispute was 
whether the term " all the inhabitants" denoted 
inn-burgesses or enrolled freemen of the borough 
only, or the whole of the adult male population at 
large. To test the question the Corporation and 
freemen nominated Sir Peter Leicester and Sir 
Frank Standish, Bart., while the opposite party 
proposed Sir Henry Hoghton, Bart., and General 
John Buigoyne After a poll of nine days^ the two 
former were declared by the Mayor— who admitted 
the votes of freemen only— to be duly elected. The 
unsuccessful candidates immediately petitioned. 
On the 29th November, 1768, the House determined 
" that the words, ' all the inhabitants,' mentioned 
in the resolution of the House in 1661 did not only 
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mean the inn-bargesses of the hut guild, or those 
admitted since by copy of court roll, as are inhabi- 
tants of the said place, but all the inhabitants at 
large." (Oldfielde Rep. History iv. 97). The ques. 
tion was further raised at the geheral elections of 
1780 and 1784, but in each case the ECouse confirmed 
its previous decision. From thence until 1832 no 
further attempt was made to dispute the right pf 
** the inhabitants at large" to vote at Parliamentary 
elections for the borough. 

The Reform BUI of 1832, which <*gave the right 
to vote to all occupiers of premises in boroughs of 
the annual value of £10 and abrogated other fran- 
chises, preserved to the then possessors their exist- 
ing privileges, so that those who before the 7th 
June, 1832, the day the Reform Act received the 
Royal assent, had resided in the town six months, 
and were 21 years of age, oontinued to be electors 
of Preston, although possessing no other qualifica- 
tion. The constituency of Preston was thus a large 
one — more numerous than it had ever been since, 
until the operations of the Reform Act of 1867, for 
the old ' potwallopers' have yeai'ly been reduced in 
number. The register of 1832 contained the 
names of 6,291 qualifying by the old fran- 
chise and 736 by a JBIO occupancy, but of the 
latter 676 had a duplicate qualification, so that the 
total number of names on the list was 6,352 '> 
(Dobson, p. 79). Since that date, while the register 
of JBIO voters has nearly every year shown an 
increase, the old franchise list has year by year 
diminished, and is now beoome almost extinct, al- 
though it is believed that a few individuals still 
exisb who have the right to vote by virtue of tha 
franchise created by the resolutions of the House 
of Commons in 1661 and 1768.

[i^o. fa5.]-R0MAN ROAD NEAR LEIGH. 

The Eecles Advertiser, in an interesting note^ 
says : During the past few weeks the men em- 
ployed in widening the railway between Eecles and 
Manchester have oome across the remains of the 
road which ooonected Roman Manchester with 
Roman Wigan. The road took from near the mouth 
of the Medlock is a direct line^ or nearly so, to 
Hope Farm, Pendleton, and the point where the 
railway crosses is at Weaste, between the Derby- 
road and the Langworthy-road Bridges, a little 
nearer the latter. They cross at an angle oi about 
15 degrees. The gravel describes a thin line of 
near 50 yards in lengdi, and is easily seen from the 
train by passengers travelling from Eodes, Liver- 
pool, Bolton, and Wigan to and from Manchester. 
It is said to have been about six yards wide 
originally, and set or paved with litfge stones, 
which would cause them to be dug up for the use 
which could be nMde of them^ and because of the 
hindrance they would be to^the plough. The road 
passes abou) where the Weaste Parsonage stands, 
crossing Weaste-lane just below Hart-hill to Old 
Hope Farm. It continues by Chorlton Fold, Mon- 
ton, and over Broad Oak Park. No trace of the 
road has been found in the drainage of Ellesmere 
Park (new part), but when the lSoele» and Wigan 
Branch line was in cutting about eighteen yean 
ago traces of it were found near Seven Pits, West- 
wood, a little south of Worsley Station. It crosses 
the Worsley highway, in front of Mr. Wood's 
bouse, Drjnvood, and was formerly traeeable in the 
cutting of the tramway that runs on the level of 
the highway. The road takes sear to Captain 
Heaton's and crosses the Cross Field nearly mid- 
way between the church (St. Mark's) and the 
vicarage. In very dry summers it may be easily 
traced here still by the eye. Remains were £ouad 
|ust beyond the Old Hall nearly forty years ago. 
It crosses Mosley Common, passes near Cleworth 
Hall, Dangerous Comer, near Caer Common {Caer= 
old name for castle), and Amberswood Common and 
by the Scholes. It was not one of the most im- 
portant of the Roman ways. From it Whittaker 
imagines that another road started near Little 
Bolton, Pendleton, passing through Ecdes, Irlam, 
and Cadishesd, to Warrington. That may be 
doubted, but Stanney-street and Streetgate were 
real roads branching from it. The latter was laid 
bare at Little Hulton a few years ago when the

niliray was in catting. It led to Blackrod where 
there was a JRoman station. Daring the re-exam- 
ination of the route of the Manchester and Wigan 
£oman road, the first Earl of Ellesmere took a 
deep interest in the work and waa at varioas times 
of great assistance in it. The road is not quite 
direct in its coarse ; from about Cleworth Hall to 
the Bolton and Kenyon Ene there is a slight defleo- 
tion northward. — Editor.

It is singular that no satisfactory explanation has 
yet been offered of the meaning of the two shields 
carved on the south-west buttress of the tower of 
Leigh Parish Church, incidentally referred to in 
note No. 47. The shields, which are side by side, 
bear carved in relief representations of (1) a hammer 
nailsandpincer8,aad (2) a horse shoe. There are^ I am 
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told lome popular traditiona respeoting these shields 
which woald be well put into narrative form and 
printed in the " Scrap Book." It is very anlikely 
that the shields were so carved without a meaning 
— but what meaning? The church tower was 
erected possibly circa 1500, when most of the tnie 
spirit of mediffival chnroh architecture was lost ; 
but nevertheless it is too sweeping an explanation 
to attribute the carving to a mere freak of the 
workmen who wrought the stone. Are other in- 
stances known of such emblems appearing upon 
church towers ? Is there any special superstitious 
belief associated with such emblems 7 Do they in 
any way resemble the armorial bearings of any 
local family 7 — A Gleaner oJUr Time.

A printed circular was subsequently issued by the 
committee appointed at the meeting of the in. 
habitants. From this we learn that the festivities 
on the Coronation Day were very similar to those 
arranged ten years previously, with some trifling 
changes. The beUs of the Parish Church were 
rung, and a procession assembled in the Avenue 
formed of the Pensioners, the Freemasons, Odd- 
fellows, Druids, Gardeners, Orangemen, Constables, 
Churchwardens, Clergy, the Inhabitants (four 
abreast and wearing blue and red favours), and 
Sunday School children. This procession moved 
through the Market-place, Market-street, King- 
street, over the Canal Bridge, through Pooter's- 
lane, then, turning to the left, passed on the west 
and south sides of Mr. Nield's house, returning by 
the same route to the Market-place, where the 
" National Anthem '* was sung, three cheers given, 
the bells gave a volley, and all went off for refresh- 
ment, barrels of ale being distributed in the 
Market-place. Twenty Pounds were expended in 
Buns and Ale for iJie Ohiidren, and seventy- five 
pounds were expended in Boast Beef and Plum 
Pudding for the aged and indigent. A dinner 
(tickets three shillings each) was held at the Cloth 
Hall, on the Coronation Day, under the presidency 
of the Rev. T. Topping, the Vicar. Mr. Tickle 
and Mr. Lund superintended the arrangement of 
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the prooenion, in which, by special reoommenda- 
iion of the committee, no flags or bannen beating 
mny political or party deWce^were exhibited.

BOOEL 

Mr. William Norbury, of Leigh, has kindly sent 
the Editor of these Notes a transcript of a 
memorandum and account book belonging, in 1762 
and subsequently, to a resident in and near Leigh. 

Mr. Norbury writes : " The book is now in the 
possession of Mr. James Dean, King-street, Leigh, 
it formerly belonged to his grandfather, John 
Dean, sometime of Dean*s Farm, Landside, Pen- 
nington, and afterwaixls of €h>lbome Dale. Whilst 
he was at Landside he was a farmer, and served the 
office of Overseer of the Poor. The earlier 
memoranda in the book relate chiefly to his office 
and to his farm. The latter part of the book is 
made up of similar memoranda made whilst he was 
residing at €k>lbome, where he kept a public-house, 
and these relate chiefly to his business as a publican. 
There is nothing particularly striking in the book, 
nor do the entries follow in chronological order, 
nor yet is the spelling to be taken as a guide even 
for the times in which the book was written up. 
But ineidentally there is some information con- 
tained in it as to the relief of the poor — the amount 
per head paid for maintenance in the Poor-house, 
and for out-relief ; the rate of wages ; the price of 
farm produce, team-work, etc. Also the charges 
made for hospitality at a country roadside public- 
house, etc., etc. In the latter case it appears that 
then, as now, the drinking cost more than the 
eating. There is a curious charm for fever or ague 
in the book; and last, but not least interesting, a 
valentine written in 1762 to one Alice Lowe." Mr. 
Norbury writes further that he has copied the 
book at considerable trouble for the Editor of these 
Notes, and sends the copy as a few insignificant 
ears "gleaned after Time." 

Among the names noted in this old book occur 
« Jio/tn 8aU, of Etherson" [Etherston Hall or Farm, 
in Pennington] ; " Adam Oreen, for Davenports ;" 
and " John Starhey, for Grosfold.*' In March, 
1763, John BlacJebum, Esq., paid a sum of money. 
There are also entries of comparatively large 
amounts being paid to Edward Leigh and Thomas 
Boidell — possibly township officials. The entries 
of names, which are numerouSi nearly alli however. 
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refer to ale tcoree, or to payments for relief, the 
latter varying from sizpenoe to six shillings weekly. 
Sick panpers were comparatively costly, and 
special entries arefreqaent for '* tenting" them atthe 
Workhouse, for bringing them there in sickness, 
and towiftrds borying them when the poor folks 
made their last claim on the charity of the world. 
'*Fliting [moving] Biathew Hampson from Work- 
house** cost one shilling. Then, as now, school fees 
were sometimes paid oat of the rates. Under date 
June 25, 1762, occurs the entry : " Paid a quarter's 
scool wage to Caterin Arrosmith for two children, 
3s. i* September 3, " Pd. soool wage for Richd. 
Turner's children, at 3d. pr. week, 2s. 6d." The 
pauper children appear to have been " boarded 
out,*' for in 1762 the "€k>vemiss'' received sundry 
payments for " heads" at averages varying from 
fifteen pence to one shilling and tenpence,an amount 
not very suggestive of many luxuries. As a 
township officer, Mr. Dean also records other 
public expenses. In May, 1762, and in the four 
following monthsi town's meetings were held and 
the "shot" paid on these important occasions 
totalled up to 5s. lid., and is duly noted. In 
September of the same year Mr. Dean's "spencee 
at privet sesans [private sessions]" was the modest 
sum of one shilling and sixpence. 

In 1762 John Duccoth [Duckworth] huntsman 
to Mr, Legh, the Lord of the Manor, was staying 
at the €k>lborne Inn, paying at the rate of 6s. 6d. 
per week for his board. On August 28, in this 
year, drinking Mr. Legh's health, cost some custo- 
mer two shilUngs, and when the huntsman's wife 
came to see her husband the " price" of three pints 
was scored up. Duckworth is often down for both 
ale scores and " lant" money, but in October, 1778, 
it is satisfactoiy to know that Mr. Dean "settled 
with him of all accounts." 

There are some miscellaneous entries worth 
noting. For instance in 1779 " Bragat Quart" cost 
a customer 7d. "To Guar Bleding at Noase," a 
memorandum prescribes " Voitril Blue stone 
knocked." Another recipe, jotted down by Mr. 
Dean, is somewhat like a complete shelf in a 
doctor's surgery : — " Take 4oz. conserve of roses 
50 drops of spirits of veitrel 50 drops of oile of 
Aniseeds 2 drams of mallows 2 drams of almonds 
20 drops of oile of sulphur made into an Electuary 
for a Snrfit." 

There are many entries referring to articles 



bought both as Overseer of the Poor, and as a 
tradesman. In August. 1762, Mr. Dean paid "for 
half a measur of Beans for workhouse. 5d." On 
the same date " 2 pars stokins " cost Is. lOdh Two 
Barrils of Ale came to £1 lis. Od. " 7 pound of 
Shugar " were bought at ijd. per puod ; and on 
the same page on which this item is entered is a 
memorandum of "ling-liver oile," i.e., cod liver 
oiL In the spring of 1780 Mr Dean sold " Taters " 
— which in other entries he calls "praters" and^ 
" tatoes" — at one shilling and threepence a measure. 
In November, 1762, a " measure of aples " cost 
Is. 4d., and a "windle of malt" was 6s. 3d. 
" Coals for the poor of Pennington and leading '* 
cost in November, 1776, JMt Os. Id. Other 
entries relating to fuel show the average price for 
*' four quarters and leading " to have been about 
thirteen shillings. In 1762, a " quarter of coals 
and careing for Jno. Hill child " cost 4s., and " four 
quarters of coals and leading for Mary Robenson " 
cost lis. A " pare of sues " for this man's wife 
were bought for 3s. 3d. In October 9, 1762, tv^o 
pairs of children's shoes cost 4s. 6d. Another pair 
of shoes cost 3s. 6d. " A par of clogs for a child," 
sixpence; which was also the money paid for 
" setting up grate " in the Workhouse. Malt cost 
from 29s. to 36s. 6d. per load, and hops were lOd. 
per lb. and 64s. per pocket in 1779. Candles were 
sixpence and sixpence-halfpenny per lb. " 32 [lbs.] 
of Poark " cost 10s. 8d. A Load of Beans is priced 
at 198. In 1769, barley straw was fourpence a 
thrave ; one hundred and a half " pricks and latts " 
cost sixpence. Other entries of prices paid are : — 
"Smoothing Oyin," 4s. 2d.; bookcase. Is. 6d. ; 
table, 98. 6d. ; six thrave of straw, 4s. ; grinding 
" Razurs and Sizars," fourpence ; and for " puling 
toth out " Mr. Dean paid the odd amount of five- 
pence. 

Labour was then cheap. In 1762, Thomas Wood 
was paid 28. 5d for three-quarters of a day " shor- 
ing ' [shearing], and Thomas Boidel [Boydell] 
received eightpence for "moing" [mowing]. A 
quarter's wages to Ann Smith — ^possibly a domestio 
servant — wf s eight shillings Sowing wood, one 
day, Is. ; ditchin, 3s. ; and in Nov., 1677, " Ditch- 
ing for Bridgman and levelling Boads, 3 days at 
Is. 2d." 

In another part of the Note Book is written the 
following very curious '* charm " for the ague : — 

When Jesus Saw the Oroas which his Body was to 
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be crucified lie shaked the head. Jews iniid unto Him 
what makB thee shake. Art thou in an ague, hee 
answeied and laid I am Not in an ague But those that 
■ball keep these words Eather in mind or writing shall 
never have the Ague Nor the fever. Lord Jesus blesg 
and keep this Thy servant. 

This " charm *' is not mentioned in Harland and 
Wilkinson's Lancashire Folk-Lore, For catching 
tench the following unsportsmanlike receipt is 
given : '*2 Peneworth Copras, 1 . Rozen, 1 pound 
7d. sugar.'* And, lastly, to demonstrate that love 
rules all times and all men, a '* Valentine" is 
written in this old Note Book— original in spelling, 
though not original in sentiment : — 

Assure as Grapes grow on the vine 
So sure you are my valentine 
I chuse you out from amongst the rest 
The raison wha I loved you best 
The prmirose white a vilao blue 
The time is sweet and so are you 
But if you take it in good part 
I should be glad with all my hart 
But if you do the same refuse 
Fray Burn the paper and me Excuse.

[m, «44.}-THE BYBOM FAMILY.— (See No. 239.) 
An interesting article recently appeared in the 
Manchester Guardian upon the Byroms of Man- 
chester, which will well supply the information 
sought for by "H. B." This article ia printed 
below by permission. 

In Marshall's "Genealogists' Guide'* the follow- 
ing references are given : — '* Byrom. — Burke's 
Landed Gentry, 5 supp. Harleian Society, iv., 11. 
Ghetham Society, Izxxii., 35 [Visitation of 1 618] ; 
Ixxxiv., 66, 68 [Visitation of 1664-6]." ---Editor. 

The Btsoms take their name from "a small 
reputed manor " in the parish of Winwick. The 
name of Henry de Buyroum occurs as far back as 
the reign of Bdwaid II. Very little is known of 
the personal history of the successive generations 
of these Lancashire landowners. John Byrom was 
one of the magistrates appointed to inquire as to 
the Popish plots in 1584, and nine years later he 
died, seized of the ancestral manor and lands at 
Byrom, Lowtoo, Westleigh, Pennington, Bedford, 
Warrington, Parr, Golborne, Abram, Hindley, and 
Sutton. A Cavalier major who is supposed to have 



been the son of the last-named was slain at the 
battle of Keyneton in 1642. In the same fight fell 
Henry Byrom of Byrom, who was bom in 1613, and 
at the age of five years was betrothed to Margaret^ 
daughter of Sir Thomas Ireland^ of Bewsey, then 
a damsel of nine. This precocious marriage con- 
tract was afterwards annuled, and the lady by her 
subsequent husband became the mother of the 
infamous Judge Jeffreys. It is a curious evidence 
of the social life of the period, however, that this 
marriage of a boy of five and a girl of nine should 
have been solemnised and duly recorded in the 
parish register. The seventeenth in lineal descent 
from the Henry de Byrom who flourished in the 
reign of Edward II., was Samuel Byrom, who was 
bom about 1685, and fluttered in the gay world of 
London for a brief space as " Bean Byrom." To 
support his reckless and riotous living his estates 
were first encumbered by mortgages and then sold. 
In 1710 he was in treaty with a pradent kinsman 
for the sale of the manor. Doubts were expressed 
as to the legality of certain re-arrangements of the 
estate nuule four years earlier. " I am surprised," 
indignantly exclaims the spendthrift^ '*that you 
should make so many objections without any colour 
or pretence, /or / have sold ten times what you pre- 
tend to buy,** Then, with the impertinent good, 
humour of his race, he declares that he has no 
occasion for money except to put in the lottery, and 
concludes, "If I sell Byrom I'll have it for that 
purpose." Be sold the ancestral estate to his 
opulent trader kinsman. The sharpers and 
gamesters who live by the plunder of men of the 
Beau Byrom type found him an easy prey. The 
fashionable fop, reduced to penury and want^ was 
more than once relieved in a debtor's prison by his 
old schoolfellow, the Duke of Dorset. The Beau, 
like others in straits, adventured upon the thorny 
field of literature, and printed " for the benefit of 
the author " in 1729 a. whimsical pamphlet con- 
taining <<an irrefragable argument fully proving 
that to discharge great debts is less injury and more 
reasonable than to discharge small debts." In this 
paradoxical performance he asks : "Must I be 
starved to death and kept in prison for no other 
reason but because I am a gentleman and had once 
an estate, when an insignificant fellow shall have 
his liberty who has done more real injury by his 
small debts than I have done by my great debts ? 
For what he owes is to poor families that he has

rained, bat what I owe is to the rich, who, per- 
chance, have defrauded me and drawn me into 
inconveniences " He conclades by saggesting that 
the Act of Insolvency should compel creditors to 
allow debtors a weekly maintenance suitable to 
their rank and quality. Whether the Beau obtained 
many eleemosynary shillings by the aid of his 
pamphlet is not clear, but it is certain that he sank 
deeper and deeper into poverty, nntU he would 
have died of hunger in the streets of London but 
for the casoal charity of his kinsman, John Byrom, 
He reached that stage when rescae becomes almost 
an impossibility. He inherited wealth and social 
position, and died a beggar in the Great Babylon. 

At an early date a branch of the B^proms settled 
at Salford, where, in the reign of Henry VIL, they 
are found engaged in commerce. Adam Byrom 
was the richest merchant, with one exeeption, in 
the Hundred of Salford, and was assessed at iS220 
in goods for the subsidy of 1540 ; whilst his knightly 
neighbour, Sir Alexander Ratclyffe, of Ordsal, was 
only estimated at £100 inlands. The average assess- 
ments were about £120, Adam Byrom was not only 
a woollen merchant, but imported iron from Spain, 
and had, much against his will, to pay '*town 
dues" at Liverpool for licence to carry his wares 
away. He also endeavoured to obtain exemption 
from the tells, &c., of the fairs at Salford and 
Preston. He died in 1568, and was succeeded by 
his son Oeorge, whose third daughter was one of 
the ohief actors in a grotesque exhibition of super- 
stition and folly. She was staying at Cleworth in 
1594, which was then the house of Mr. Nicholas 
Starkie, of Huntroyd, and was one of the seven 
persons who were believed to be " possessed ** by 
demons. At the sight of Hartley, who had the 
character of being a conjuror, she fell down speech- 
less, but afterwards declared that she saw a great 
black dog, with a monstrous tail and a long chain, 
running at her open-mouthed. She was sometimes 
seized with violent tremblings, and on other occa- 
sions became as rigid as iron, these uncanny per- 
formances being varied by shrieking, howling, and 
barking. Godly ministers were, of course, called 
in, and Mr. George More and Mr. John Darrell, 
with much ceremonial in the way of fasting and 
prayer, ousted the legions of Satan. Margaret 
Byrom felt the spirit come up her throat ; it gave 
her a " sore lug,*' and then flew through the window 
with a flash of fire. The spirit and the flash of 



fire were only visible to the poor demented crea- 
ture. The entire affiur was, like many other oases 
of "possession,'* a mixture of hysteria and 
imposition fostered by designing persons. The 
Cleworth case of '* demoniacal possession** attracted 
some notice, and its real character was detected. 
The conjuror Hartley was hung, and the Rev. John 
Darrell was condemned as an imposter, turned out 
of the ministry, and imprisoned. Margaret Byrom 
is described as a poor kinswoman of Mrs. Starlue's, 
a statement not easily reconciled with the position 
of her father. Of her after fate no information 
appears to have been preserved. Oeorge Byrom 
was succeeded by his son Ralph, his grandsons, 
Balph and Adam, and his great-grandson, John 
Byrom, the Cavalier, who compounded for his 
estates in 1646 for £201. There was a burial ques- 
tion in 1651, as now. The Book of Common 
Prayer was then proscribed, and the " directory 
for public worship ** carried the Puritan dislike of 
ceremonial to the degree of forbidding praying, 
singing, and reading at funerals. The dead body 
was to be interred without any ceremony. " Major 
Byrom,** says Henry Newcome, *' had his brother 
to be buried, and because I was with Mr. Heyricke, 
the warden, when they came to ask leave for the 
pulpit, and he only cautioned them from speaking 
at the grave, they, in a pet» buried the body at 
Salford, and cast the odium of it upon me.*' 
Whether the choleric major, as part of the Church 
militant, wished to preach himself or desired the 
pulpit for some sympathetic divine does not appear. 
Ralpfi Byrom, B.D., in oonsequenoe of this dispute, 
was buried at Trinity Church, Salford. When the 
King enjoyed his own again, the major led the rejoic- 
ings for the "restoration of Charles II. and marched 
at the head of 120 freeholders to the Old Church, 
where they heard a sermon as loyal as it was 
orthodox from Warden Heyricke.** The ensign of 
these auxiliaries, we are told, was blue and white, 
with a very rich crown of gold in the middle, with 
the motto " VincU qui patitur.*' It was carried by 
Mr. WilUam Byrom, at whose expense this gorgeous 
flag had been made* Heyricke's text, characteristic 
of the man who had maintained his monarchial 
sentiments during the interregnum, was—" Aud he 
brought forth the King's son, and put the crown 
upon him, and gave him the testimony ; and they 
made him King, and anointed him, and they 
clapped their hands and said, God save the King '

(n. Kings, 11, 12). la this discoarse Heyricke 
brings in support of monarchy some very curious 
argnmeniB. " Kings," he says, ** have their descent 
from God. King of king is written upon his thigh, 
and Melchizedek, his first king and his type, is 
brought in without father or mother to show that 
kings are the generation of God." After the ser- 
mon there was a grand procession, headed by the 
town music, halting at B>roms house for the 
officers to drink sack, then shouting and firing all 
about Salford and back to Byrom s, where the men 
were drawn up in files in the street and freely 
entertained with sack and cUret. John Byrom 
married a sister of Sir William EadcUffe, of Fox- 
denton, and, having been placed on the commission 
of the peaoe as tk reward for his zeal in the royal 
cause, died in 1677-S, and was succeeded by his son 
Adcm^ at whose death, in 1683-4, the male line of 
the Byroms of Salford became extinct.

[No. f45.]-A LEIGH PHILOSOPfllOAL INSTRU- 
MENT MAKER.— (See No. 236.) 

I have much pleasure in replying to the enquiry 
of <* X. Y. Z." The barometer to which he refers 
is the property of Mr. Mason, Vicarage-square, 
who kindly lent it to me. It is the oblique variety 
wluoh waa invented by Sir Samuel Morland« The 
wood«i back on which the tube is mounted is 
mahogany five and a half inches wide with a small 
moulding round the edge. Twenty-three inches 
from the top the tube and also the back-plate are 
bent over to the right and brought into a position 
not very far from the horizontal in order to make 
any change of reading more evident. The slope 
being about one in fonr, of o urse a vertical rise of 
one inch will cause the mercury to advAuce aliout 
four inches along the inclined part of the tube, aud 
in this way every change is magnified about four 
times. The vertical part of the tube i« twenty-nine 
inches long, and the cistern (which I have not seen) 
has a hemispherical wooden oover. On the in* 
dined part is a brass-plate containing a gradiation 
in inches and I think tenths, but the " inches " are 
each four inches long. The plate has engraved 
upon it " Made by James Smetham, of Leigh, 1765. " 
There is at Westleigh Hall another barometer 
precisely similar to the one described above, except 
tiiat in this latter the vertical part of the tube ia 



protected by a fluted pillar of mahogany " planted 
on " so as to cover the tube. The base of this 
pillar is removeable and covers the loose cistern 
into which the lower end of the tube dips. The 
cistern is cylindrical about two and a half inches 
high and one and a half inches diameter. Here 
also the inscription is "Made by Jas. Smetham, of 
Leigh, 1765." The two instruments were evidently 
made not only at the same place, but by the same 
workman or workmen. Both the instruments are 
in capital preservation. There is hardly a scratch 
on either of them. There is said to be a third one 
in the neighbourhood, but I have not met with it.

The founder of the Manchester braooh was Henry 
Byrom^ of Salford, who died in 1558, and was suc- 
ceeded first by his son Robert and then by his 
second son Laurence^ who appears to have been 
engaged in more litigation than could have been 
conducive to his peace of mind. He had evidently 
conceived the idea that he, together with his elder 
brother (who died youuj?) aud sister, had been 
wronged by the relatives in whose care the young 
orphans had been placed. He died in 1598. His 
son, Edward, was a considerable merchant, and took 
an active part in the defence of Manchester when 
it was besieged by the Royalists. Rosewarm, the 
valiant and choleric Gterman mercenary, who was 
the captain of the town forces, was " in physic " 
when Byrom discovered a plot concocted by some 
disaffected Royalists. The dozen ringleaders were 
considerably astonished to be sent for into one 
room at one time and examined as to their com-, 
plicity. These men being secured the '* conspiracy 
vanished into smoke." The secondson of this Byrom, 
John, was a skilful and active soldier and was 
accidentally killed at the entry into the town of a 
supply of gunpowder for the besieged. The eldest 
son, WilUam, who succeeded to the estate, was 
also an active Parliamentarian and an elder of the 
Presbyterian Classis which then regulated the 
religious affairs of the district. He was borough- 
reeve of the town in 1657, and an intimate friend 
of good Henry Newcome. There are some interest' 
ing items in his will. Thus he desires that his sons 
should be educated ** in the way of learning accord- 
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iog to the promptness of my said sons." An idle 
apprentice is left to the consideration and discre* 
tion of his executors, and there are legacies to 
Heyrioke, Moseley, and others. His wife was a 
member of the old family of Beswick, which had 
been settled in Manchester sinoe the reign of 
Edward IIL Wmiam Byrom desired that Heyricke 
or Moseley shoold preach his f oneral sermon. His 
sons all died unmarried. Edward Byrorn^ of 
Kersal Cell, was the youngest son of Edward 
Byrom, of Salford, and the grandfather of " Doctor *' 
Byrom, He was one of those who incited New- 
come to Manchester. That sturdy Nonconformist 
was one of the witnesses to Byrom*s will. On the 
death of the eldest son Edward, Joseph the second 
son succeeded to the estate, and bought from Beau 
Byrom some of the ancient possessions of the 
family. In 1722 he purchased the manor and hall 
of Smithills for £4,688. Before 1800 it was re-soH 
for £21,000. He helped in building a church at 
Lowton, near Leigh, and in providing an endow- 
ment for the chapel at Ainsworth. He died, at 
the age of seventy* three, in 1733. His brother 
Edward married Dorothy Allen, whose father was a 
retainer of the martyr Earl of Derby. The off- 
spring of this marriage were six girls and three 
boys. The second son, afterwards known to fame, 
was John Byrom, F.R.S., who played an active and 
useful part in the literary world of the last century. 
His native wit, his philosophical acquirements, his 
talents as a versifier, and the unblemished purity 
of a long and honourable career reflect lustre upon 
the old Manchester family of which he was a scion. 

Of the thousands, and hundreds of thousands 
who at Christmas time hear the carol of "Chris- 
tians Awake," but few probably think of the 
author of those high-wrought strains. John Byrom 
was bom February 29, 1691, and was educated 
first at Chester and afterwards at Merchant Taylors* 
School, whence he proceeded to Cambridge in the 
year 1709. He became a favourite with Dr. Bent- 
ley, and is even said to have had a boyish regard 
for the Master's daughter "Jug,'' who became the 
wife of a bishop and the mother of a dramatist. 
She is considered to be the heroine of a pastoral 
that was printed in the " Spectator,*' and attracted 
the notice alike of Addison and Pope. To be a con- 
tributor to the " Spectator, "was a distinction that 
can hardly be realised in the present age of universal 
authorship, and Byrom's "Colin and Phcebe" and 



disquisitions on Dreams, no doubt, helped him to 
the Fellowship of Trinity, which by the goodwill 
of Bentley he obtained in 1714. Then intervened 
a somewhat mysterious passage in his life which 
necessitated a temporary removal to France. It 
has been conjectured that his well-known leaning 
towards Jaoobitism had involved him in some 
movement of disaffection against the Government. 
At Montpelier he attended medical lectures, and on 
his return home practised physio, but, it would 
appear, with but slender knowledge and indifferent 
success. He had lost his fellowship by not enter- 
ing into holy orders. In 1721 he married his 
cousin, and the young couple had but a poor pro- 
spect before them. 

At College his attention had been attracted 
to shorthand, and his ingenious mind not only 
detected the arbitrary confusion of the existing 
systems, but enabled him to introduce a philoso* 
phical harmony and order into the tangled muddle. 
In modern times England has been the birthplace 
and home of stenography. Dr. Timothy Bright, 
the first native writer on the art, dedicated his book 
to Queen Elizabeth, and John Byrom, who intro- 
duced, at least partially, the phonetic element, had 
abundant patronage and a large number of aristo* 
cratic pupils. Shorthand has at the present time 
an importance greater than it had in Byrom s day, 
but it may be doubted if its acquisition is now as 
general amongst students as in the last century, 
when it was largely used for correspondence (more 
perhaps for secrecy than for speed), for diaries, 
sermons, extracts, and general purposes. Byrom 
began to teach shorthand, and amongst those who 
learned it were the Earl of Morton, the Lord 
Chancellor Pratt, the Bev. Charles Wesley, Lord 
Stanhope, Isaac Hawkins Browne, Martin Folkes 
(President of the Royal Society), David Hartley, 
Sir Darcy Lever, Sir Joseph Yates, and other 
notabilities. In consequence Byrom passed a good 
deal of his time in London, and was a welcome 
guest in the literary and scientific circles of the 
metropolis. He always retained a strong liking 
for the place of his birth and for the congenial 
spirits he found at the Cottonian Library, as he 
humorously styled the Chetbam collection. From 
London he sent most affectionate letters to his wife 
and her little flock. These are full of quaint 
humour and homely affection, the record of his 
intercourse with the great folk around him alter- 
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Dating with inqairies as to the heaHh of his little 
••wenches.** There is perhaps no more vivid 
picture of certain aspects of London life in the 
early part of the last centiiTy than the brief Jottings 
made in his shorthand journal. They have evidenly 
been set down withont the faintest notion of ever 
being snbmitted to the eyes of strangers, and hence 
there is an entire absence of that posing and self • 
oonscions air which detracts so greatly from the 
valae and enjoyment of some so-called '• diaries.' 
We find him dining with tiie Dake of Bichmond, 
who was •' very merry and good company/' attend- 
ing with regularity the meetings of the Royal 
Society, going to see the qnarter-staff fight between 
Figg and Sutton, and the hanging of Jonathan 
Wild, who had on a nightgown and a periwig, and 
cried very much ; the performance of the ** Recruit- 
ing Officer," where he sat behind the scenes ; atid 
the opera, then a novel form of entertainment, 
which he did not much care for. The town was 
full 3f the dispute as to the rival merits of Handel 
and Bononcini, and on this grotesque dispute 
Byrom wrote this epigram : — 

Some nay to Bononoini 

That Mynheer Haadel's but a ninny | 

Others aver that he to Handel 

Is Boarcely fit to hold a candle. 

Strange all this difference should be 

Twixt tweedle-dum and tweedle-dee I 

The witty Dr. Byrom became a personage at the 
oofiee-houses, where most of the lovers of literature 
used to congregate in little coteries. These were 
the rudimentary forms from which the modem 
dubs have developed. Many of Byrom's pupils 
were enthusiastic disciples, and formed themselves 
into the Shorthand Society, of which he was elected 
Grand Master, his sister Phosbe becoming Grand 
Mistress. There was great desire to communicate 
the art to the public so far as could be done without 
injuring Byrom*s pecuniary interests. He not only 
received high feea for teaching, but subscriptions 
for a book descriptive of his system, which, how- 
ever, did not come out till after his own death. 
Sometimes these anticipatory purchasers became 
impatient at the delay — a delay for which no very 
satisfactory reason can be assigned. It was also a 
favourite theme with a rival teacher of shorthand, 
James Weston, who was, however, very unequally 
matched when he entered upon a dispute with one 
so learned and so witty as Byrom. Byrom was 



a very facile verse writer ; indeed, the ease with 
which he wrote has been the greatest enemy of his 
fame, for it led htm to discuss questions of theology 
and archasology, and other onpoetical subjects, in 
easy flowiag rhymes. Amidst the mass of matter, 
which would have been better in prose, there are 
some verses which have enjoyed at least a oentnry 
of appreciation said fame. The ••Three Black 
Crows " is a story that has pointed a moral for 
centuries, but anyone who will compare Byrom's 
lively and vigorous version with its ooarse original 
in the •• Gesta Romanorua " will see at onee the 
superiority of the modem writer. Byrom was the 
first to use the Lancashire dialect as a vehicle for 
poetry, and there are many evidences that he 
relished the Doric of his native county. His poem 
of •• Careless Content " is one of the most singular 
and successful examples of the employment of 
alliterative ornament to be found in the language. 
Of the other i^ecea which at one time enjoyed a 
large share of popularity we need only name 
•• Contentment ; or, the Happy Workman's Song." 
About this PhoAe Byrom writes to her brother in 
1760 : *• Oar man says that there was no coals to be 
had at the coalpit, and he was coming away with- 
out, and the bankman said to the men that get 
them, • It's for him that gave yon the workman's 
song ; ' upon which they said : • Then they shall 
have some ; ' and so they went down into the pit 
and got to fill him his oart." Byrom, although he 
mixed so much in the busy world of London, 
which is not usually thought favourablo to the 
devotional spirit, had a large element of mystidsm 
in his composition. He was a student of Jacob 
Behmen, and a constant friend and correspondent 
of William Law. He had a certain interost and 
liking for heresiarchs, some of whom were but 
badly treated by rulers who had not yet learned to 
distinguish between offences against the oommon 
weal and protests against received opinions. The 
death of Edward Byrom in 1740 brought the family 
estates to the witty stenogri^her. He was thus 
relieved from the further porsuit of a course of life 
which, with some pleasures and advantages, must 
have had in it much that was unpleasant to one so 
sensitive and affectionate as Byrom. From this 
date until his death, in 1763, his life was that of a 
man of lettered ease. The most serious disturb- 
ance of its even tenour was the Stuart rebellion in 
1745. The wisdom that should come with riper 
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yews preTented Byrom from taking any active part 
in that ill-starred uurarrection, i^hoagh his 
Jacobite proclivities were well known. The rebel- 
lion was onnhed with merciless severity, and left 
behind it in Manchester a legacy of controversy in 
which Byrom's practised pen had a large share. 
He died on the 26th September, 1768, at the ripe 
age of seventy-two, leaving a widow, who survived 
until 1778, and a son and danghter. Several 
ehildreii had died in childhood. -*-IRjitor.

To Dr. Byrom's Elizabeth, or " Beppy " Byrom, 
we owe an exceedingly graphic picture of the doings 
of the Toang Pretender and his Highlanders in 
Manchester, in the form of a shorthand diary that 
remained undeci^hered for a century. "Beppy" 
was, in truth, a fervid Jacobite, and confesses to 
becoming almost " fuddled" by much drinking of 
the Prince's health. With other damsels like- 
minded she sat up all night making St. Andrew's 
crosses. She saw the white rose of the Stnarts 
dyed red in the blood of her friends. She died in 
1801, and so lived long enough to know that every 
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hope of Jaoobitism was baried in the baailioa of St. 
Peter's, at Rome, where rest the ashes of James 
in. Charles III. ard Henry IX. the three last 
Princes of the Stuart race. The inscription which 
claims the titular grandeur of the English throne 
for the son and grandsons of James II,— <the Old 
Pretender, the Young Chevalier, and Cardinal 
Tork-^is not the least impressive reminder that 

The glories of this earthly state 
Are shadows, not substantiid tilings. 

Edward Byrom, the son of Dr. Byrom, was bom 
in 1724. There are many references to him in his 
father's diary, as also dutiful letters in which the 
family news is conveyed to the head of the house- 
hold during his absence in London and elsewhere. 
He married in 1750 Eleanora BdUiecul, whom a 
aewspaper of the period, after the impertinent 
fashion then in vogue, styles " a lady of great merit 
and a handsome fortune." The marriage was happy, 
but brief, for after bringing her husband four 
daughters she died in 1758, at the early age of 31. 
The eldest and the youngest each lived to a green 
old age, whilst the second and third died in infancy. 
Mr. Byrom is best remembered as the founder of 
St. John's Church, Manchester. The foundation 
stone was laid April 28, 1768, and, as new churches 
were then by no means everyday aflOstirs, the cere- 
mony attracted some thousands of spectators, who 
duly cheered the proceedings. The church was 
consecrated in the following year. The Bishop of 
Chester and attendant clergy from the Old Church 
and elsewhere were offered plentiful refreshments of 
wine and fruit in the founder's house in Quay- 
street, and at the close were entertained at a grand 
dinner at the fiuU's Head Inn. Byrom was not 
only a zealous Churchman but a lover of old forms 
and customs, and so gave a silver mace to be carried 
before the clergyman. He took some interest in 
local affairs, and was boroughreeve in 1761. He 
died at the age of 49, in 1773. His younger 
daughter, Eleanor, remained unmarried, and was 
not less remarkable for her large fortune than for 
the charitable use she made of it. Her death oc- 
curred in October, 1838, when she had attained the 
ripe age of 82. She u buried in the Byrom chapel. 
Her testamentary benefactions exceeded £4,000. 

The eldest daughter, Ann, married Henry 
Atherton, of Preston, who was a notable man 
amongst the lawyers of his day. If he had not any 
large share of forensic ability, he had great powers 



of judgment and discrimination. It was to him 
primarily that John Scott owed that rise in the 
profession which ultimately gained him the peera(<e 
and made him famous as Lord Sldon. Mr. 
Atherton's Loudon house was the centre of a oirdo 
of learned and accomplished men, and his two 
young daughters would thns breathe an unusually 
intellectual atmosphere. Mr. Atherton died in 
1816, and his wife in 1826. In 1819, Luey, the 
younger of the two sisters, married Mr. Richard 
Willis } but the elder, JVKeanoro, remained un- 
married, and was the last of her race. If we were 
to chronicle the many acts of public spirited 
benevolence performed by Miss Atherton the record 
would indeed be lengthy. Her seal in church 
building was tempered by no selUsh considerations 
of patronage, and there was scarcely an institution in 
Manchester th»t had any claim upon a gentle heart 
and liljeral hand that did not in some degree share 
her bounty. She erected almshouses at Presoot to 
the memory of her sister, Mrs. Willis, at a cost of 
£ 1 0, 000. The church of the Holy Trinity in Stret- 
ford Koad, Manchester, cost her an even larger 
sum. Her numberless other charities have had no 
parallel since the death of Humphrey Chetham. 
From her great grandfather she inherited if not the 
power of literary expression at least a keen interest 
in literature. For the memory of John Byrom she 
had a profound reverence, which was manifested in 
various ways. His library was preserved intact at 
Kersal Cell, and was at her death bequeathed to 
the Chetham Library, where it now stands, in the 
room where Byrom wiU many times have held con. 
verse with Thyer and his learned cronies. The 
Chetham Scociety had the warm sympathies of 
Miss Atherton, and some of the earlier members of 
its Council will remember delightful visits to her 
quaint old mansion at Kersal Cell. There, and at 
her town house in Quay-straet, were many 
memorials of John Byrom. The most precious of 
these, his stenographic diaries, were transcribed by 
Miss C. Bolger and published by the Chetham 
Society. The cost of printing, which amounted to 
£600^ was d- frayed by Miss Atherton. It was one 
of her characteristics to live among her people, and 
sickness alone kept her from spending some part of 
each year in the "house at the Quay." The 
pleasant fields around it had long since dis- 
appeared, and were replaced by busy streets. She 
died September 12, 1870, at the age of 89. It ha* 
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been SAid that a lady writer has sketched the 
portrait of Miss Atherton, as Madame Arlington, 
in the novel of **Longleat." If so, she has taken 
the artist's liberty of altering and adding. Miss 
Atherten, naturally enough, preserved much of the 
style and manners of a bygone generation, but was 
neither soured nor cynical. When the hatchment 
was placed over the doorway of the old house in 
Quay-street, there were no sincerer mourners than 
the poor inhabitants of that district, for almost 
each had some cherished memory of the kindly 
nature of " Madame Byrom." In the churchyard 
of Kersal sleeps this venerable woman— the last 
representative of a race that was distingaished by 
honourable wealth, by learning and ability, by 
generous public spirit, and by wide-reaching 
charity.

There has recently been printed for the first 
time from the original M.S. in the British Museum 
—"The Particular Description of England, 1588. 
With Views of some of the Chief Towns and 
Armorial Bearings of Nobles and Bishops. By 
WiLLiAu Smith, Rouge Dragon," fto. In this 
work, which occupied twenty years' labour* of a 
learned herald, each county is separately described, 
and the sketch of Lancashire as it then was is 
worth quoting. The following is the herald*8 sur- 
vey of the county in 1588 : — 

Lanoashire. 
Lancashire lyeiAk along the Irish Sea, reaching 
from Cheshyre to Cumberland. On the est it hath 
Yorkshyre, on the south Cheshyre, on the west 
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the said Irish Sea, on the north it toucheth nppon 
CumberUnd and Westmorland. The length there- 
of is from the north to the south 55 myles, the 
breadth at the south end is 36 myles ; but the 
more northward it goeth, the narrower it is, so 
that toward the farther [sic] a tittle beyont Lan- 
caster (at Kent Sand, where the rivtar of Ken 
falleth into the sea), the sea hath eaten through 
Lancashyre, and at a full sea toucheth upon West- 
merland. In this countrey [oounty] I ffynd to be 
16 market townes, and 98 parish churches, and 36 
chapells which may pass for churches, besydes 
Tillages, castells, and gentlemen's bowses, where- 
withall it is very well furnished. 

Lanecuter is an old towne & castell, standing 
uppon the south side of the river Lan, which 
springeth in Mallerstang Forrest, in Westmerland, 
& kepeth his course south to Kirkby Lausdale, & 
not far of entreth into Lancashire by Thurland 
Casttell, Aughton, Caton, Halton, and Lancaster, 
and about 5 myles from ijancaster it falleth into 
the sea. 

OarsUtng is 9 myles south from Lancaster, & 
ataadeth by Pillin-Moss, uppon a small river named 
Wyre, which springeth in Wiresdale Forrest, not 
farr from Wiresdale towne [? towre], runneth from 
thence to Shyreshead, Garstang, & at Michaell 
Church taketh in dyvres other small rivers, and 
lastly falleth into Bergrode, & so into the sea hard 
by. 

Kirkham standeth not farr from Marton Moss, 7 
myles south from Garstang, & not farr from the 
mouth of the Ribbell. 

Preston (commonly called Preston in Aundemes) 
is 6 myles est from Kirkham, and standeth uppon 
the river of Ribbell, which springeth in Yorkshyre, 
and crosseth ^through the middst of Lancashire, 
into the sea. 

Blackburn is 7 myles est from Preston. 

Colne is 12 myles northest [north* east] from 
Blackburn, & within 3 myles of Yorkshyre. 

RocMale (commonly called BatchdcUe) is 12 
myles south from Colne, and standeth on a small 
river named Koch, which 6 myles thence falleth 
into the Irwell. 

Bury is 4 myles south-west from Rochdale, & 
standeth uppon the river of Irwell. 

BoUon is 4 myles south-west from Bury, and 
standeth on a small brook, which 4 myles thence 
falleth into the Irwell. 



Wigan is 7 myles southwest from Bolton & 
standeth uppon the head of the river Dowles, which 
fttlleth into the mouth of the Ribbell. 

Ormeskirk is 8 myles from Wigan, & within 4 
myles of the sea. Three little myles northest from 
Ormeskirk is the goodly manor place of Lathom, 
belonging to the Erie of Darby. 

Lirpoole standeth within 3 myles of the sea, up- 
pon the river of Marsey, about 9 myles south from 
Ormeskirk. 

Warrington standeth also uppon the Marsey, 
which parteth Lancashyre from Cheshyre, 12 myles 
southest from Wigan. 

Manchester is 6 myles south from Bury, 7 ffirom 
Roohdale, 7 from Bolton, & 5 from Stopford, in 
Cheshyre. It is the cheffest towne in Lanoashiro, 
next to Lancaster, and in many rospects passeth 
•the same, and standeth on the southeet corner of 
the countroy, uppon the river Irwell, which 6 
myles from thence ffidleth into the Iklarsey at 
Flezton. 

Ulverston standeth in the furthest end of Lanca- 
shyre, nero Foumes Fella, within 2 myles of Leven 
Sands. 

Daulton towne and oastell is 4 myles southwest 
from Ulverston, and within 3 myles of Cumber- 
land. 

Forregts. 

Bowland Forrest, part of it lyeth in Yoriuhiro.

HINDLEY. 

Some time ago an enquiry was made for informa- 
tion respecting Bandal CoUyer of Hindley. Having 
met amongst the Blundell Papers, with the follow- 
ing letters I have thought that their insertion might 
interest your correspondent. They give, it is true, 
but little information about him. We can only 
gather that he was a tenant of the Blundells of 
Crosby, and was desirous of purchasing his holding 
at Hindley but oould not effect it. The whole estate, 
which was of no great extent, was subsequently sold 
by the family. It will be seen that Mr. Blundell 
notices incidentally the sale in 1637 of the Cuerden 
estate to Henry Banister of the Bank: Lady 
Hapgerston, whose inheritance it was, was herself a 
Banister, 

WiUiam Blundell, of Crosby, 1620*98, the writer 
of these letters, was a very remarkable man, and in 
the early part of the Civil War accepted a com. 
mission as captain of dragoons in the regiment of 
Major-General Sir Thomas Tildesley, Knt. He 
never led his troop into the field, as before he could 
gather up his quota he volunteered to accompany 
the Earl of Derby in his march on Lancaster, and 
was so severely wounded in the gallant assault on 
that town that he was completely disabled from 
actiye service. '*A Cavalier's Note Book," now 
ready for publication by Longmans, contains his 
notes, anecdotes, and observations, but they do not 
relate to the Civil War, as some have erroneously 
imagined. 

If it would interest your readers the writer could 
procure from the tenants' books at Crosby the 
names of the tenants at Hindley and such informa- 
tion as abstracts of leases are able to give.

I received a letter in the month of April last 
dated Feby 26 and written as I take it by your own 
hand but no name was subscribed to it. At the 
same time I received 29 shillings which I under- 
stood to be sent from you as part of the rents due 
unto me in Hindley for the year 1671. Since when 
I have not received any other rents from thence. I 
do therefore now desire you to pay unto my servant 
Biehd, Harrison the bearer of tiiis letter as well all 
such rent as you do now owe unto me for the tene- 
ment and lands of mine which you hold by lease as 
also such other rents as you have received from my 
tenants for my use ; wherein I would not have you 
to forget the chief rents. As to that small yearly 
rent which is due to Mr. Culcheth I do conceive it 
ought to be paid by yourself as long as the lease 
continues in regard it is a charge upon the land as 
well as all other taxes which you cannot deny to 
pay. When the bearer hath received from you all 
such arrears as are due unto me, he will give unto 
you by my order 2s. 6d. For the next year and so 
long as I shall think it fit I purpose to take a care 
that you may have no further trouble but to pay 
your own rents as others are to do when I send to 
demand them from you. I wish to you and to all 
yours good health and happiness and so remain &c.

I am credibly informed that you have held for 
some years and do now hold and occupy m your own 
land a certain parcel of ground in Hindley taken or 
inclosed without my consent or knowle Ige from 
part of the estate or tenement of one John Smith 
who held one moiety of the same (which was and is 
my own inheritance) in common as I take it with 
the other moiety by virtue of a le 'se from me which 
is since expired or surrendered. I cannot yet 
understand how you come to have a title unto it 
and much less can I guess by what right or law that 
parcel came to be inclosed from what I had leased 
to Smith.

Bat he bids me tell you that he holdeth 
those lands only for the term of his life and cannot 
sell the same without the consent of his heirs. 
Whereas you desire to see my young master at 
Ormschurch I cannot yet tell you when you may 
find him there. My master saith that if the lane 
which John Smith sold be part of the tenement, 
then the half of the lane is my master's own inheri- 
tance granted to you by lease and in such case you 
and he should join to cause the new ditch to be 
legally cast down. If you think fit to advise with 
my master concerning that wrong which is done he 
intends to be at home on the first Thursday in 
March and on Monday in Easter week, either of 
which days you may be welcome to lodge at his 
house.

I Lave considered the proposal which you lately 
made concerning my lands at Hindley ; and by 
reason of the trouble and damage which I find by 
the great distance of the place from this my dwel- 
ling, I shall be very willing and so I think will my 
sou to join in the sale thereof. But first I must 
let you know that I hold those lands in Hindley 
only for the term of my life and that after my 
death they are to descend to my son for his life 
likewise, the remainder in tail to his 1st, 2nd, and 
3rd son, &c. And this I must farther tell you that 
the eldest son of my son is not yet completely 4 
years old so that it will be more than 17 years 
before he be able to join in a fine to confirm the 
sale of the lands. This is the truth of the matter 
aud if the value of the land were great it seems to 
me that you could . not discreetly lay out your 
money upon it. Yet this you must know that by 
reason I will not wrong my grandchild I am re- 
solved not to spend one penny of the money which 
I shall receive for those lands if I sell them but 
will forthwith upon the first opportunity lay out 
the same (together with about £150 of my own 



money) upon the purchase of some other more con- 
venient lands which when I have bought them shall 
be so settled by me as my lands are now settled at 
Hindley, yet with this condition that my grandson 
shall be obliged when his age permits to confirm 
the sale abovesaid, otherwise that those my pur- 
chased lauds shall remain to secure the purchaser 
of my lands in Hindley. 

There was a fair estate called Cureden which was

[^7:]— THff EXKCUTION OF THE EARL OF 
DERBY AC BOLTON. 

The following interesting and succinct note from 
the ' Sketches in Local and District History," ap- 
pearing in the Bolton Chronicle, is reprinted in the 
** Scrap Book" so that it may become a permanent 
record in the reprints. The note states that the 
axe, or reputed axe, with which the Earl of Derby 
was executed at Bolton has a pretty clear and un- 
broken pedigree for more than 100 years. It is 
pretty well understood that the executioner of the 
Earl was a man named Whowell or Whewell, who 
occupied a small farm on the slopes of Edgworth 
Moor, between Turton, Eutwistle, and Darwen» 
clearly to be seen by a railway traveller looking 
north-east to a towering chimney standing alone 
in the fields caUed " Bird" or " Bird's Folly," from 
the circumstance of the chimney being erected some 
40 years since for the services of an intended 
chemical works, which, however, were never built. 
The name of ** Whowell*s Farm" is still retained, 
the same branch having been resident there prior 
to 1651, and 178 years afterwards. The Derby 
axe, tradition says, lay hidden for more than a 
century at Whowell's Farm, until a sale took place, 
more than 100 years ago, when the axe was put up 
by auction along with other old iron in a sack, 
llie old iron was put into the sack to cheat the 
byestanders of the real contents, and thereby veil 
the horror with which the blood-stained instrument 
was regarded. James Holt, clerk and sexton of 
Turton Chapel during the term of 70 years, being 
present at the sale, and knowing the precise con- 
tents of the sack, bid at the same, and it was sold 
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to him. He held possession of it until his death on 
the 4th of March, 1824, he being then 93 years old. 
His son, Nathan, succeeded to the church appoint- 
ment, and inherited the axe. Nathan was a 
bleacher, and died at the age of 86 years, on the 
18th December, 1 854. Na ban Holt had a nephew, 
James Wood Holt, who in due course became clerk 
and sexton, and also succeeded to the Derby axe 
In Nathan Holt's declining years this nephew had 
the government of the axe, and underwent divers 
temptations as to its sale. . A nobleman, Lord 
Londesborough, was a bidder, when James Wood 
Holt had a new haft put to it, out out of an old oak 
stanchion taken from the altar railing of Turton Old 
Chapel, when the latter gave way for the present 
edifice in 1840-1. James Wood Holt likewise had 
the blade rebnmished, in the vain hope that the 
whole might appear to better advantage in the eyes 
of the nobleman. Lord Londesborough did not 
buy, probably through the heavy figure put upon 
the axe, and also because of the new haft and 
reburnishing. About the year 1851 the axe entered 
on a new career. It was sold by the late James 
Wood Holt to the late Mr. William Sharpies, of 
the Star Inn, Churchgate, Bolton, premises, it is 
well-knowu, situated within a few paces from where 
the scaffold stood upon which the Earl was executed 
on the 16th October, 1651. Mr Sharpies exhibited 
the axe in the Museum attached to the Star Inn. 
On the 13th July, 1852, the Star Inn and Museum 
were burnt down, but the Derby axe, along with 
some other relics, passed through the fire un- 
scathed. The possessor of it now is Mr. James 
Pitney Weston. It has a convex blade, very wide, 
heavy, and keen. —Editor.

(See No. 255.) 
The letters addressed to Randal Collier, of 
Hindley, and published in the *' Scrap Book,'* will 
be found interesting to your readers. 

Randal, or Randle CoWer, was a man of local 
note in his day, and any further information your 
correspondent (Mr. Gibson) can supply will be 
valued both by the residents of the neighbourhood 
in which he dwelt, as well as by those who delight 
in antiquarian enquiries. 

All Saints* Church, Hindley, contains a table of 
benefact'ions, as do most churches to which bene* 
factions have been made. This table sets forth 
that Randal Collier gave "houses and land in 
Hindley to the yearly value of £10 7s. Od.," and 
that **Mary Collier, the widow, and relict, of the 
said Randal, left a legacy of £50." 

The Hindley Linen Cloth Charity was also 
founded by him. In his Will, dated September 
8th, 1682, he left £5'\ the interest on which was 
to be given in Linen Cloth to the poor every New 
Year's Day. His wife by her Will, dated Septem- 
ber 12th, 1684, left a legacy of £20 for the same 
purpose. 

The force of example is proverbial A Robert 
Cooper subsequently added £20 to the fund, and 
one Edward Green £1'\ £100 was thus realized, 
and the sum was further increased by accumula- 
tions of income to £137 2s. 9d., with which £151 
69. was ultimately purchased m the three per cents, 
by the Trustees of the Chapel. Through the 



generosity therefore of this Randle Collier, a 
charity was established which for every year in the 
last two centuries has gladdened tho hearts of 
twenty or thirty poor persons, and added to their 
bodily comforts. Memories like his — 

Built upon esteem, can ne'er decay. 
The Probate of Mary Collier^s Will is in the pos- 
session of the writer Smgularly, no copy of her 
husband's Will can be found in the Diocesan 
Registry. —j, /,. 



[;?6U] -SEIZURE OF ARMS IN THE COUNTY 
OF CHESTER IN 168i. 
Great religious and political excitement disturbed 
this country during the latter part of the reign of 
King Charles XL Intrigues and conspiracies, plots 
and counter-plots, were of constant occurrence. In 
1669 the Duke of York acknowledged his conver- 
sion to Romanism, and, in consequence, became an 
object of aversion to many persons. Some years 
afterwards a Bill even passed the House of Com- 
mons to exclude him from the throne. The King's 
illegitimate son, the Duke of Monmouth, was set 
up as his rival, and around these personages, re- 
spectively, conspiracies gathered. In 1682 the 
Duke of Monmouth made a progress through the 
country of almost royal splendour, which gave 
grave offence, and he was held to bail. In the 
following year the plot called the Rye House Plot 
was discovered, having for its alleged object the 
assassination of the King and Duke of York and 
securing the crown to the Duke of Monmouth. The 
Earl of Essex, Lord William Russell, Lord Howard 
of Escrick, Algernon Sydney, and others were 
arrested, but the Duke of Monmouth escaped and 
fled into Holland. Lord Essex died in the Tower, 
but Russell and Sydney were executed. The Duke 
of Monmouth was afterwards pardoned and re- 
turned to Couit. He made a confession of his 
offences, which having afterwards endeavoured to 
explain away he was again banished and retired 
to Holland. This left the Duke of York in the 
ascendant. In 1684 much disquietude continued 
to prevail, and the Lords Lieutenants of the several 
Counties were directed to seize the arms of persons 
disaffected to the Government. This was com- 
municated to Lord Dartmouth, Master-General of 
the Ordnance, by the Earl of Sunderland, Principal 
Secretary of State, on the 2nd June, with instruc- 
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tions that each of the arms as were needfal for 
arming the Militia shoi^d be kept for that purpose, 
and that the rest should be sent to such places as 
were mentioned in a certain list enclosed. In re- 
spect to the county of Chester, the arms were 
directed to be delivered into the charge of Peter 
Shakerley, Governor of Chester Castle. 

It is not unlikely that, to a great extent, the 
names of the persons suspected were derived from 
a document discovered amon^ the papers of the 
Earl of Shaftesbury upon their seizure in 1681. It 
contained a list of friends aud opponents in every 
shire, alphabetically arranged under the respective 
heads of ** worthy men, * and " men worthy " [of 
hanging, as was understood.] 

The schedule of the arms seized, with the excep- 
tion of the muskets and tirelocks taken from the 
Earl of Macclesfield and from Colonel and Captain 
Whitley, amounting in number to 149^ would seem 
to have been of a very unsuspicious character, con- 
sisting chiefly of ordinary fowling pieces, and old, 
useless, and obsolete weapons. Among them were 
two brass blunderbusses. The list of the arms 
kept by the Lord Lieutenant for completing the 
equipment of the militia is very remarkable. It 
includes the abovementioned blunderbusses, a 
snimiter, 9 battle axes, 2 Scotch partizans, a set of 
body armour of the period, an enamellel screwed 
gun, 2 swords with plated hiltSf and a rapier with a 
gilt MU, leading to the conclusion that the militia 
of that time must have been armed in a most 
heterogeneous and irregular manner. 

The Earl of MacclesBeid referred to was 
Charles Gerard, 1st Baron Gerard of Brandon ; 
created Viscount Brandon, co. Suffolk, and Earl of 
Macclesfield, co. Chester, 23 July, 1679. He died 
1694, and the title became extinct on the death of 
his second son, the third Earl, in 1702.

[No. «6J.J— LETTERS OF THE CULCHBTH 

FAMILY. 
The following account of the old letters, copies 
of which are subjoined, is contributed by the Rev. 
Father Gibson, of Southport. 

— Editor* 



William Blundell, of Crosby, the cavalier, the 
writer of the following letter, was cousin-german 
to his correspondent, the Rev. WilUam Culcheth, 
S J., then residing with the Haggerstone family in 
the capacity of Chaplain. In Foley's ** Records of 
the Society of Jesus" (vol. 5, p. 347), it is said 
that he died a missionary in England, 27 March, 
16S4, but no particulars of his career are given. 

Sir Tfiomas Haggerston, first Baronet of Hag- 
geraton, Northumberland, died at a good old age 
on 6 March, 1673-4, his lady having died the pre- 
vious year on 8 April. Mr. HundelVs letter written 
in the interval, alludes to the sudden death on 22 
June, 1673, in childbed, of the younger Lady 
Haggerston, Margaret, daughter of Sir Francis 
Howard, of Corby, Knt Sir Thomas did not go 
abroad as he threatened, I) is sister-in-law, Miss 
Kathanne Howard, coming to take charge of his 
household. He married shortly afterwards Jane, 
daughter of Sir WilUam Camahy^ and was much 
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at the court of King James the Second, who ap- 
pointed him Governor of Berwick. 

In "A Cavalier's Note Book" (p 251), is an 
account of a remarkable dream of Lady Clifion, 
apparently foreshadowing the death of the two 
brothers at Scarisbrick, viz., James, the Squire, 
and Rev. Thomas Scarisbrick, S.J They died at 
Scarisbrick of fever within a week of each other, 
in April, 1673, and Mr. Blundell, who records the 
droam, heard it from the lips of Sir Thomas Cli/lon 
on the day of the funeral. Jam^s Scarisbrick had 
married Frances, fifth daughter of Robert BlundeU, 
of Ince BlundeU, Esq., and it is to the birth of his 
posthumous child that Mr. BlundeU alludes. 

The newly- married friends from Haigh were Mr. 
Cukheth*s nephew, Sir Roger Bradshaigh, after- 
wards second Baronet, of Haigh, near Wigan, and 
his wife Mary, daughter and co-heir of Henry 
Murray, Esq., gentleman of the bedchamber to 
King Charles I. They were married on 7 April, 
1673. He met with a sudden death in 1687, his 
father. Sir Roger, first Baronet, having died 31 
March, 1684. 

Mr. BlundeU had married Ann, daughter of Sir 
TTiomas Haggerston, first Baronet then living, to 
whom he proposed to send his son to condole with 
him on these severe losses ; this intention he 
carried out shortly afterwards. 

WiUiam BlundeU to Mr. WUUatn Culcheth at 
Haggerston, 

1673, July 19. Crosby. 

I had a letter from Sir Thomas dated upon 
that doleful 22d June, by which I heard of the 
deaths of the good Lady of your house and of 
her only daughter, and likewise of my brother's 
resolution to leave his bouse and country with 
the utmost expedition. All this was extremely 
* sad and I looked upon the family as tending to a 
dissolution for the present, with no little danger 
for the future that things were like to go ill. 
Upon this I resolved to despatch away my son to 
wait upon Sir Thomas and to visit my sweet 
nephews, and that he might thereupon inform 
me how matters were like to stand upon so great 
a change. But since this, I am otherwise well 
assured that my brother will defer his journey 
for sundry months and that the virtuous sister 
of his late dear lady will be a mother to his 
sweet children and take a charge of his house. 



This news doth rejoice us much and if my Br. 
will so far change his mind as not to goto the wars, 
we shall have yet a greater assurance that all 
will do well. 

I have lost by death more of my dearest 
friends in 3 or 4 months last past, than in 5 or 6 
years before ; so that the image of death being 
still before my eyes, I shall love this world the 
worse by the grace of God .... 

P.S. — ^Yourgood brother sent his substitute 
on Monday last to Scarisbrick to join with my 
wife at the font in giving his own name to the 
posthumous child, while he entertained at Cul- 
cheth his new-married friends from Haigh. So 
you see there is a time to weep and a time to 
laugh. 

The following letter which is a fair sample of Mr. 
BlundeU, the cavalier's pleasant manner of writing 
is a complimentary epistle on the birth of his cor- 
respondent's first grand child, Mr. CulcJieth having 
married Ann, daughter of James Bradhhaigh, of 
Haigh, Esq., was by force of this connection cousin- 
german to Mr. BlundeU, 

The playful allusion to his sister Frances will be 
noticed. She was a woman of rare courage and 
prudence, and during the civil war was fre- 
quently left in charge of his house and family, 
when he himself was obliged to fly for fear of 
seizure. Mr. BlundeU tells us that so grievous and 
constant were the exactions of the soldiery (both 
sides being equally plundering and rapacious) that 
they were obliged to bury their bread from meal 
to meal. 

Mr. BlundelVs letters show his familiarity with 
Holy Writ ; the two Scriptural allusions in this letter 
to Christ's words to Martha and Book of Proverbs 
XX vi. 13, will be easily recognised. 

The '* Cavalier" has left abundant proofs of his 
love of literature, and from the latter part of his 
letter we may suppose that his correspondent was 
a man of similar tastes. 

WilUam BlundeU to Thomas Culcheth, Esq. 
1677, December 26. [Crosby.] 

My wife relies on the charity of your two good 
ladies having sent an inferior person with the 
compliments which she ought to have made her- 
self. We would gladly persuade our friends that 
all of ns here above stairs are too young or too 
old for these journeys, or else too infirm or busy. 
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** SolicUa erga plurimd'* in Latin for my sister 
Frances, and for her great bunch of keys. Bat 
to you I may whisper the truth. '* The slothful 
person saith there is a lion in the way," viz., the 
weathec is extremely dreadful. That young 
couple of yours [ACr. Culcheth^a daughter-in-law 
was then lying-in] I trust will be better advised 
hereafter and contrive to have a summer season 
for the dispatch of these great affairs. You see 
my cautious grave way of writing. To a grand- 
father it becomes an old grandfather to do so. I 
gained this kind of style by writing to Grand- 
father Bradshiught and he and I do gladly re- 
ceive yon now in our grand and grave society. 

I do thankfully return the French Littleton 
with a new coat on its back for this winter. It 
hath given me encouragement to venture upon 
greater matters in French which are yet above 
my strength. I have no better exercise for my 
curiosity but that Cato, the Roman Censor, who 
was 20 years older and 40 times wiser than 1, did 
even at that age begin to study Greek, which he 
had always contemned before. 

I do likewise return your translation which 
hath been publickly re:kd amongst us. The 
Latin I presume awhile to keep ; and my books 
are yours to use, if you please to call for any.

[ITo, 964.]-fi GENBRAL PARDON TO SIR 
ROBERT BREREWOOD, OF CHESTER, 1644. 

Sir Robert Brerewood — to whom the General 
Pardon given in full below was granted — was of a 
Cheshire family, and represented the county city 
in the Parliament of 15 Charles I. A reference to 
a member of the family will be found in * Local 
Gleanings*' (4to series, vol. i, p. 67). He was one 
of the Justices of the Court of Common Pleas and 
a loyal supporter of the king ; but of him very little 
is known. In Ormerod s " History of Cheshire" 
(new ed. vol. i, p- 221), the following short account 
is given from a catalogue of the Recorders of the 
City of Chester (from Sir Peter J^ycester's 
Cheshire Antiquities). 

" Robert Brierwood, a citizen bom, was 
chosen recorder of Chester, April 9, 15 Car. I., 
1639. He was son of John Brierwood, sheriff of 
this city, which John was son of Robert Brier- 
wood, wet glover, thrice mayor of Chester. John 



had a younger brother called Edward Brierwood, 
the famous schollar (sic) of Brasen-nose Colledge in 
Oxford, and afterwards professor of astronomy at 
Greaham Colledge in London, who writ many 
learned books ; scilicfet, a Treatise of the Sabbath, 
1631. The Enquiry of Languages, printed 1635. 
De Nummis, printed 1614, besides his logical notes, 
published by Sixsmith of Brasen-nose. 

•* Robert the recorder had two wives ; the first was 
Anne, daughter of Sir Randle Manwaring, of Over - 
Pever the younger; the second was Katharine, 
daughter of Sir Richard Lea, of Lea and Dernhall 
in Cheshire ; and had several children by each o^ 
them. He was sergeant at-law, judge of three 
shires in Wales, and was made judge of the com- 
mon-pleas, and knighted at Oxford 1643. He died 
the eighth of September, 1654, at Chester, aged 67 
years, and buried in St. Marie's Church at 
Chester." 

The original of the Pardon is now in the posses- 
sion of the Editor. It is a tine parchment en- 
grossed in Latin, and has evidently been written in 
blank and the name filled in subsequently. The 
seal has unfortunately been cut away. William 
Bearaout, Esq., of Orford Hall, has kindly translated 
the pardon, and his translation is printed in full as 
an interesting State document as well as one rela- 
ting to an old Cheshire worthy.

courts or elsewhere within this our realm .of Eng- 
land or within the dominion of Wales or the^ j)^- 
cipality of the same and we will and grant that they 
by no means become void although the aforesaid 
Robert Brerewood do not find good and sufficient 
security according to the form and effect of a cer 
tain Act of Parliament of our Lord Edward late 
King of England one of our progenitors passed at 
Westminster in the tenth year of his reign of his 
being of good behaviour towards us our heirs and 
successors and all our people the aforesaid statute 
notwithstanding and although there be no sugges- 
tion in this our free pardon and notwithstanding 
the statutes of the aforesaid Lord Edward III. late 
king of England one of our predecessors made in 
the second fourth fourteenth and twenty seventh 
years of his reign and notwithstanding a statute of 
Richard the second late king of England made in 
the thirteenth and sixteenth years of his reign or 
any other statute ordinance thing or matter in any 
wise notwithstanding Not willing that on the 
occasions aforesaid the aforesaid Robert Brerewood

of restitution thereupon heretofore had made 
ordered and provided or any other thing cause or 
matter and least of all these presents in any wise 
we notwithstanding. In witness whereof we have 
caused these our letters to be made patent.

Many of these fairs are now held on different dates, 
due no doubt in most instances to the change from 
the Old to New Style in 1751, when to rectify the 
errors of the current calendars eleven days were 
omitted and the 3rd September in that year was 
reckoned as the 14th. Such an old-fashioned insti- 
tution as a fair day would not fall in with the new 
order ; and thus in some instances, for example at 
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Newton, fairs are now held at a date eleven days 

later thau they were previous to the adoption of 

the Gregorian calendar.

[lio. «6ff.]-PLAN OF LEIGH ABOUT 1762. 
A plan of the town of Leigh plotted about the 
year 1762 has been kindly lent to the Editor by 
J. IC. Watkins, Esq.. solicitor, of Bolton. The plan 
has been kept among other papers relating to the 
recently-expired Bolton and St. Helens Turnpike 
Trust which was established by Act of Parliament 
in 1762, being ** An Act for repairing and widening 
the roads from a certain place near Bolton in-the- 
Moors to Leigh, and thence to Guide Post near 
Golbome Dale, and to the south of Newton Bridge, 
and from the said Guide Post to Win wick, and 
from Newton by Parr Stocks to the Guide Post in 
Parr, in the county palatine of Lancaster." The 
plan shows that the town proper rather more thau 
a hundred years since included only Market-street 
and Market-place, parts of King-st , part of the road 
to Manchester (now called Bradshawgate), Bridge- 
street, and the side streets or entries therefrom. 
An open ditch extended across the Market-place 
from about the Boards Head to the Pied Bull, and 
another open ditch — styled in the reference list 
" The Ditch" — stretched along King-street between 
the present sites of the White Horse and the Man- 
chester and Liverpool District Bank. The '* Old 
Smithy" at the corner of Bradshawgate is marked 
on the plan, and the old premises adjoining, included 
in the present Rope and Anchor, are styled 
<* Samuel Monk's House" Stretching across the 
Market-place from west to east and forming part of 
the boundary of the churchyard is shown the old 
** Penthouses" removed within the memory of many 
old residents. The limits of the manorial market 
rights are also defined on the map, which has been 
carefully photo-lithographed as an interesting record 
of old Leigh.

LEIGH, CO. LANC. 

In the Harleian Manuscripts (1535 fo. 247) it is 
stated that Ralph or Randal Starkie, a younger 
son of Starkie qf Stretton, co. Chester, married, in 
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the fortieth year of King Edward III., [1366], 
AoNES, the daughter and heiresa of Hugh 
DS Pennington, of Pennington, co. Lancaster. 
However this may be, the frequent occurrence 
of the name of Starkie, or Starkey, in the Leigh 
parish registers shows that the family was settled 
in the parish at an early date, and from the 
marriages recorded in the Heralds* Visitations, aa 
well aa from documents still in existence, it is evident 
that the Starkiea of Pennington were persons of 
consideration. • 

It is to be regretted that from the information 
now obtainable it would be extremely difficult, if 
not impossible, to draw up a continuous pedigree 
containing every generation of the Starkie family 
from its presumed settlement in Leigh parish in 
the year 1366, downwards; indeed this result 
could only be obtained by a careful examination of 
the muniments of the family and these are either 
lost or are hidden away in some unknown place of 
safe-keeping. In the absence of this kind of docu- 
mentary evidence, the following notes relating to 
the Starkies, taken chiefly from their Wills proved 
at Chester will give correct, though disconnected, 
details of the varioua generations of this family 
during the latter part of the sixteenth and the early 
part of the seventeenth century. 

From a Culcheth pedigree preserved in the Pic- 
cope MSS. in the Chetbam Library we learn that 
'* Geobob Starkie, of Penny ngton, in Lane. Esq." 
married " Helen (sister of Gilbert, and) daughter 
of Oliver Culcheth, of Culcheth, Esq. by [Douce] 
hia wife, daughter of Gilbert Langton, of Lowe, in 
Lane. Esq.'* Oliver Culcheth died in the first de- 
cade of the sixteenth century, and as hia eldest son, 
Gilbert, waa bom about 1495 we may put this 
down aa the probable period at which Oearge 
Starkie came into the world. A John Starkey, pro- 
bably hia brother, appeara in a Culcheth deed (No. 
CXXV.) 17 Nov., 1502 ; AUce Starkie, poaaibly his 
sister, was the wife of Ralph Byrom, of Salford, 
and her will dated 26 January, 1523-4, has been 
printed by the Chetham Society (" WilU and In- 
ventories," Vol. ii., p. 180). In 1550 Oeorge 
Starkie witneaaea a Culcheth deed (No. CLV). 

In the reign of Philip and Mary (1554-8) James 
Starkte and Elizabeth hia wife are plain tiffa in a 
lawsuit with Sir Thomas Boteler, of Bewsey, re- 
specting property in Burtonwood ; and in 1566-7, 
Mlizabdh, late wife of James Starhy^ with Bene- 



dict Paynter, baa a further dispute about land in 
Burtonwood with Henry Hardinge (Duchy Plead- 
ings.) 

A deed in my own possession recites that Jamss 
Starkey, of Pennington, gentleman, and John 
Starkey, his son and heir apparent, granted to 
Robert Langton, Richard Ormeston [Urmeston], 
Ralph Ashton, junior, and Robert Bolton, all in 
the county of Lancaster, Esquires, all those mes- 
suages, lands, tenements. Ac, with their appurten- 
ances in Pennington, to hold to the several uses 
apecified in a certain other indenture. The other 
indenture ia not annexed and we are therefore 
ignorant of the purpose of the deed though it waa 
probably a aettlement. From the Inquisition post 
Mortem of Robert Bolton it appeara that Jarms 
Starkie, of Pennington, married Eleanor, widow of 
Robert Bolton, of Little Bolton, Esquire, and that 
ahe was living, as a widow, at Pennington Bridge, 
in the year 1608. Mr. Starkie was buried at 
Leigh. 18 March, 1578-9, as ''James Starkie, gent.,'* 
and left a daughter, Elizabeth, and a son 

John Starkie, of Pennington, gent.i who was 
of full age in 1576, married at Leigh 27 October, 
1579. Jane^ daughter of John Ashton, of Bamfor- 
long, and sister of John Ashton, of Penketh, gent.* 
and thia lady after his death remarried to Mr. 
Asshawe, of Shawe Hall. John Starkie died in 
December, and waa buried at Leigh on the 19th of 
that month, 1597, his name appearing with the 
affix *'gent." in the register book. In his 
Will, dated 6 December, 1596, and proved at Ches- 
ter, January. 1597-8. he mentiona hia aon 

George Starkie, of Pennington, gent., then 
"underage." bavins: been baptised at Leigh, 5 Sep- 
tember, 1580. He ia most probably the same person 
as George Starkie, of Pennington, who married at 
Leigh, 11 February, 1612-13, Elizabeth, sister of 
Henry Rylands, and of Ralph Rylands, of Culcheth 
(the inventory of whose goods is printed in these 
Notes — No.208). His kinsman George Starktb, 
of Penningtom. waa bnried at Leigh 6 March, 1581-2, 
and in his will dated 10 December, 1579, and proved 
at Chester 24 April, 1582, mentions his wife EUen, 
his sons Oeorge (then married), William, Jamea^ 
and John, and his daughters Anne, wife of Simon 
Hurst (married at Leigh, 21 September, 1578), and 
Margery (then unmarried). 

There had been another George Starkie '* ci 
Leigh," buried there 6 December, 1578, who in his 
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will dated 3 December. 1578, and proved at Ches- 
ter, 8 April, 1579, mentions hfs wife ElUn, his 
dister Joan, and his brothers James and Henry, He 
probably died without issue. 

About the same period we have Jaice^^tarkib, 
of Pennington, buried at Leigh, 15 November, 
1595, whose will mentions his wife Margery , and 
his son and daughter, William and Anne, {Jam^s 
Starkte and Margaret Bradshaw were married at 
Leigh 17 December, 1562.) We have also 
Jamks Starkib, of Pennington, yeoman and 
tailor, buried at Leigh, June, 1614 ; he married 
at Leigh, 25 April, 1599, Katherine, daughter of 
Roger DarwaUj but died without issue and left a 
bequest towards the endowment of a proposed Free 
Grammar School in Leigh, He also left property to 
his brother Richard, and his nephews and niece 
WiUiam, Peter, and Anne, This will is referred to 
under No. 102, (Vol. i., page 293,) in these collec- 
tions. His widow was buried at Leigh 11 July, 
1668, as " Katherine Starkey, widdowde Bedford." 

Richard Starkib, of Pennington gent., buried 
at Leigh, 27 July, 1596, was probably an unmarried 
brother of Oeorge ; in his will dated 8 July, 1596, 
he only mentions his two sisters, Marie, and — , 
the wife of William Smith, 

In the early years of the reign of lung Charles 
the firsts before the great rebellion, it is evident 
that the Starkies had for some reason, now un- 
known, fallen into reduced circumstances and social 
position, and shortly afterwards, as will be seen, 
they sold their property in Bedford ; possibly it 
was in consequence of this sale that they obtained 
sufficient money to embark in business, for about 
half a century afterwards James Starhie, of 
Leigh, mercer, was fairly well to do in the 
world. 

To return to the family history in the beginning 
of the seventeenth century, James Starkib, of 
Bedford, husbandman, married at Leigh Church, 
22 May, 1587, Katherine Bucke, (Her will is dated 
17 October 1634 and she was buried at Leigh 12 April 
1636.) Besides an illegitimate son James Starkie,* 

* Probably the same person as James Starkib, of 
Bcdforti, weDster, bailed at Leigh 28 November 1662 ; 
he died intf state and on 13 April 1663 administration 
of hia effects was granted to Eleanor Starkte bis 
wido^. 

Another cent em porarjrStarkie was Richard Starkib, 
of Bedford, husbandma >, who made his will 21 March 
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he had legitimate issue 1. Thomas Starki* (who 
married 9 August 16 L2 Jane Smith and had 3 
daughters). 2. John, Buried at Leigh 6 Jan., 
163940 (?). 3. James (married before 1634 
aud had then a son living also named James 
Starkte), 4. Elizabetft, and 5, Catherine (married 
before 1634). James Starkie the father died 
April 1626, and his will was proved the June 
following. It may have been, and probably was, 
that his legitimate son James was the same person 
as 

Jambs Starkib, of Pennington and of Siddow 
Common in Bedford, who is indifferently styled 
gent., husbandman and badger. The last appella- 
tion is described in HalUwell's Dictionary as **A 
pedlar ; a oorn-factor. Sometimes a person who 
purchases eggs, butter &c. at the farm houses, to 
sell again at market,*' so that he probably sup- 
ported the dignity of his title of ** f^ent" by a little 
honest market-trading in farm produce as many of 
the minor gentry did in his day. Mr. Starkief 
was married at Leigh 2 August 1614 to Elizabeth 
Throppe, or Thorpe (buried at Leigh 10 Deo., 1661), 
and by her had issue a son JamxA and two 
daughters Elizabeth, Bapt. 2 August 1617, un- 
married in 166 1,' and iirar(/fr^, B:ipt 11 February 
1621-2, who waj married to Randle Wright, He 
was buried at Leigh 15 January 1627-8 and his will 
was proved at Chester a fortnight afterwards. 
His Inquisition post Mortem, in abstract, is as 

follows :—

The will was read in the presence of testator's wife 
Ellen and, his "loving neighbours** having both 
renounced, it was proved by his late wife 28 November 
1662, she being no longer his widow but the wife of 
Thomas Oreene, The inventory of his personal pro- 
perty amounted to £133 Os. Od. 

t He purchased Und in Bedford in the year 1618 
from Thomas Sergeant, geni. 
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James Starkie by the oath of Henry Byroin gen., 
Thomas Radcliffe gen., John Barnes gen., 
Alexander Radcliffe gen., Roger Reunckcrs gen., 
Roger Culcheth gen., Edward Greene gen. 
Greene gen., Richard France gen., Richard 
Grundie gen., Richard Hindlcy gen., Adam 
Aspiuall gen., Adam Leaver gen , Thomas 
Nightgall gen., Richard Corlesse gen. and Miles 
Ainscowe gen.. Jurors honest k lawful men of the 
county aforesaid who say upon their oath that the 
aforesaid Jamts Starkie late of Pennington, co. 
Lane, in his lifetime and at the time of death was 
seised in his demesne as of fee of and in one 
messuage, two acres of land, one acre of meadow 
and one acre of pasture with the appurtenances 
in Bedford, and died at Bedford 15 January 3 
Chas. (1627-8). One James Starkie is son &, heir of 
the said James Starkie deceased and is aged at 
the time of taidng this Inquisition thirteen years 
five months and eleven days. The said premises 
in Bedford are held of the Most Noble John, 
Earl of Bridgewater by knight's service, i.e. 
by fealty and part of a knight's fee and 
rent ; but by what part of a knight's fee or by 
what rent the Jurors, know not ; and they are 
worth per annum (clear) two shillings. James 
* Starkie held no other &o. In » itness &c. 

James Starkie, of Siddow Common, yeoman, 
osly son of the preceding, was baptised at Leigh 6 
November, 1614. His mother who died in 
December K'Bl (Will k Inventory at Chester), and 
a certain George Starkie, of Pennington, husband- 
man, probably his uncle, on 27 October, 1631 joined 
in a deed by which the property at Siddow 
Common was settled on her until «^a7ne« was of age. 
James Starkie seems to have married KUxabeth 
Bradshawe, at Leigh, 12 February, 1629, and his 
and his wife's initials with the date 1649, the year 
of the execution of King Charles the first, may be 
seen in painted glass in one of the quaint stone. 
muUioned windows of the house-room in the 
picturesque cottage still standing on Siddow 
Common and sometimes called Owler or Alder 
Hall. 

Jambs Stabkie, of Siddow Common, in Bedford, 
yeoman, by deed of 29 June 16U0, conveyed this 
honse and the adjoining land to Mr. James Greene 
of Brockharst, in Pennington, who had purchased 
rom Mr. Thomas MinshuU, of Manchester, the 
remainder of the Starkie property in Bedford which 



had been sold to him by James Starlcie, and Mr. 
Greene's descendant, Mrs. li^ccleston, only daughter 
of the late Dr. Green of Newton-le- Willows, is its 
present owner. James Starkie, of Leigh, Mercer, 
probably the same person as the last-named James, 
is a part^ to deeds in 1707 and 1710, acting as a 
trustee in the adjustment of property of the Lowes 
of Ix>wton, and on 21 November 1719 he purchased 
for £200 from Robert Heaton, of West Leigh, gent., 
"all the capital messuage in West Leigh reputed 
as a fourth part of an ancient house called ye Par- 
sonage, but since the partition thereof in 1661 held 
in severalty," which the said Rol)ert Heaton had 
had leased to him for three lives, on 6 September, 
1714, by 'i homas Bankes of Winstanley, and 
William Rawstorne, of Preston, Esquires. 

Mr. Worsley in his History of Leigh Church, 
page 60, says: — **In 1742, James Starkey, gent., 
gave to this church the clear yearly rent of a dwell- 
ing- house in Pennington for prayers every Satunlay 
afternoon." —V. Paul Rylands, 



[No, «65.]-THE EXECUTION OF THE EARL OF 
DERBY AT BOLTON.— (See Na 257.) 

The following letter has been published in the 
Bolton Chronicle with reference to the sketch re- 
printed in these Notes : — ** Sir, — In your report of 
' The axe used at the execution of the Earl of Derby 
at Bolton,' there are a few inaccuracies which I 
should like to correct. I am Richard, son of the 
late James Wood Holt, and I sold the axe by my 
mother's instructions to Mr. Wm. Sharpies in the 
year 1861, some months after the death of my 
father which occurred on the 9th Nov., 1859, so 
that the axe could not possibly be in the possession 
•f Mr. Sharpies at the time of the fire at the Bolton 
Museum. And the amount received from Mr. 
Sharpies was considerably more than what is 
stated. That part relating to the axe being so long 
in our family is quite correct, being originally 
bought by Mr. James Holt, sexton and clerk of 
Tuqton, ( nd was retained by four generations in 
our family, or rather five generations if I (who dis- 
posed of it) may be counted one. I trust this in- 
formation may be of use in assisting to trace a 
correct history of the axe. — I am. Sir, faithfully

The following letters written by Mr. John Cul- 
ehelA, Lawyer, of Gray's Inn, have reference to the 
difficsltieB in the way of a settlement of Lady 
Anderton's Lydiate estate. The fall history of 
these transactions will be foand in "Lydiate HbU 
and its Associations" (p. 71). When Laurenct 
Jrflaiid, of Lydiate, the last squire of his race left 
the world in 1G64 to become a Jesuit and a priest, 
he settled his estates on his elder daughter, Jltar- 
gartt, afterwards married to Sir Charles Aaderlon, 
second Baronet of Lostocli. Her son, Sir Francis 
Anderton, engaged in the rebellion of 1715 and bis 
estates were forfeited, he himself barely escaping 
death. He had already taken possession of the 
Loatocic property which on his attainder was seized 
by the Crown. An elder brother now stepped in, 
who claimed both title and estates. This was Sir 
Laurence, who though not a priest, had taken re- 
ligious vows abroad, and was thns excluded by the 
existing laws from all capacity to inherit. As the 
only passible means of preserving the family 
estate, he made an-Act of Conformity on 21 May, 
1724, and was immediately put into possession. He 
died within siji mouths of this event and hia will, in 
which he Uft his estates to his nnphew, Robert 
BhiniUll, after the death of Sir FrancU withoat 
issue, was npheld by the Lord Chancellor. Lostock 
is now held in moieties by his descendants, Sir 
Charles H. Tempesl, Baronet, of Heaton, and 
Charles J, Stormr, Esq , of Anderton Hall, near 
Cborley. 

In the meantime Lady Anderton held her own 
estate of Lydiate till her death in 1720. Wishing 
to secure it for her son. Sir Francis Anderton, 
she adopted the plan of leaving it absolutely to a 
Protestant lawyer in whom she had great confi- 
dence, with secret instructions as to its disposal. 
There wai much delay in carrying out hia inten- 
tions, and it is clear from Mr. Culchelh's letters 
that he did not think that Lady AndeHon had been 
honorably dealt with. At the same time it is evi- 
dent that Mrs. BlundelCs somewhat unreasonable 
obstinacy prevented a satisfactory settlement at an 
early period when the lawyer was disposed to make 
ona On the death of Sir Francis Anderton, in 
1760, the lawyer's eldest son and heir claimed the 
estate, the remainder being ipven io him, and only 
yieliled it to the Blundells fur a considerable sum 
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•f money though no mention is made of the exact 
sum paid for its release. The present owner of 
Lydiate is Thomas Weld Blundellf Esq., to whom 
it was bequeated with other estates by the late 
Charles BlundeU, of Ince Blundell, Esq., in his 
will dated 28th November, 1834.

I beg therefore both 
in consideration of Sr IVancis's suffering and 
your own [paper worn away] may not be inter- 
upted and 1 will assure once more that nothing 
shall be concluded wherein yt Deed yon gave me 
shall be made use of wtout Mr. BlundeWs con- 
sent, to whom I beg my humble services.

IN-FUitNESS.-(See No. 214.) 

In reply to the Rev. Kirkby Trimmer, vicar of 
St. George's, Tombland, Norwich, I have no doubt 
be will find that the last descendant of the Kirby 
family, and lord of the manor of Kirby Irelyth, 
built Ash lack Hall, and resided there until the 
manor of Kirkby Irelyth came into possession of 
the Duchess of Buckingham, who left it to Lord 
Mulgrave, who sold it afterwards to Lord John 
Cavendish. The present Duke of Devonshire is the 
lord of the manor of Kirkby Irelyth. The hall 
and estate of Ashlack was in the possession of the 
late George Mason, Esq., a kind friend of mine, for 
nearly the last fifty years. The present proprietor 
and occupier, Thomas Mason, Esq., I am sure will 
give your correspondent all the information he may 
be able to search out.

Some of the above entries belong to the Starkies 
or- HuNTBOTD who became possessed of Cle worth 
Hall in Leigh parish by the marriage (at Leigh, 
5th August, 1578) of Nicholas Starkie, son of 
Edmund Starkies of Huntroyd, co. Lane, with 
Anne, daughter and heiress of John Parr, of 
Cleworth Hall, and widow of Thurstan Barton, of 
Smithills, co. Lane. In the Lancashire Visitation 
of 1664-5, printed by the Chetham Society, Thurstan 
Barton is incorrectly stated to have been the second 
husband of Anne Parr Other entries relate to the 
Starkies of Astlbt, who seemed to have branched 
off from the Pennington family. Jane, wife of 
William Starkie, of Astley, yeoman, was buried at 
Leigh, 17th October, 1723.

[m, f75.]-OLD STORIES OF LEIGH. 
Passing through the Leigh Parish Churchyard a 
few days ago I noticed that some speculative per- 
son had attacked the ancient cluster of cottages on 
the north-west of the tower and had completely 
demolished the House of Correction Inn and the 
adjoining buildings — not, I hope, with a view to 
erecting modern jerry built residences to yield 
larger returns. However that may be, I should 
like to hear something about a nook which I am 
given to understand is connected with some almost 
forgotten parish customs. Report tells that up to 
the beginning of the present century, a mimic 
Lord Mayor's Show was held in the space behind 
these cottages ; that a townsman was annually 
chosen to be — for the day of election only— Lord 
Mayor, and that the unaccustomed Chief Magis- 
trate was carried through the town accompanied 
by a nois}' crowd. In those free- trade-in-drink 
days the occupant of the house with its gable abut- 
ting on the Church-yard was a certain Adam 
Brobbin, who is also connected with an amusing 
Ciiurch-yard story. He was the possessor of a 
large painted board (probably an heirloom of the 
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family or bouae) on which board was depicted a 
likeness of Master Reynard. This was brought 
out on the annual show day to be suspended at the 
entrance of a tent erected near, and thereby con- 
stituted it for the day, **The Fox Inn." Can any 
of your correspondents attest or supplement the 
above story ? Whilst writing about this neigh- 
bourhood, I may mention that the laud to the 
north of Slacky Field was called ** The Temple 
Field." I have heard of some connection between 
this and a former resident of Westleigh Hall, who 
put up some sort of summer arbour which was 
ridiculed and styled ''The Temple," the tale 
being afterwards embodied in verse with a chorus 
about ** The Temple of Air."

[J?76.]-LANOASHIRE PARLIAMENTARY 
REPRESENTATION.— Continued (See Noa. 250, 
251, 256, 261, and previous articles.) 

BOROUGH (NOW CITY) OF LIVERPOOL, 
The Borouoh of Liverpool exereised the 
privilege of sending two members to Parliament in 
1295 and 1307, but thence for 240 years the 
right continued wholly suspended. To the various 
writs issued to the sheriffs of Lancashire in the 
reigns of Edward II. and Edward III. the return 
was : "There are no cities and Burghs in my Baily- 
wick except the Burgh of Lancaster." From the 
reign of Edward III. to that of Henry VI. the 
return invariably reads: ** There is not any City 
or any Burgh from which any citizens or Burgesses 
can or were wont to come by reason of their low 
condition or poverty.'* In the reign of Edward IV. 
it reads: "And because there is not any City 
within the said County or Burgh which in former 
times sent any Citizens or Burgesses to Parliament 
before the King and his Counsel by reason of their 
poverty and inability, therefore no mention is made 
of Citizens and Burgesses." 

In the first Parliament of Edward VI. which met 
4th November, 1547, the Elective Franchise was 
restored to the two Lancashire Boroughs of Liver- 
pool and Wigau, and has since continued without 
further intermission. Liverpool was represented 
by two members until the passing of the "Kepre- 
sentation of the People Act, 1867,** when this con. 
Btituency — become one of the largest in the king- 
dom — was empowered to return three members, 
the present number cf representatives. 



Before 1832 the right of election from time im- 
memorial seems to have been vested in the Freemen 
at large. The only occasion when the que:ition of 
the franchise was brought to any legal determina- 
tion was at the contested election of 1729 between 
Thomas Brereton, Es|., and Sir Thomas Aston, 
Bart. The former petitioning against the return of 
his opponent it was agreed, 5 March, J 729, by 
the counsel on both sides " that the right of election 
is in the Mayor, Bailiffs, and Freemen of the said 
Borough not receiving alms." This decision 
governed all future elections to the time of the 
Reform Bill. The number of Freemen entitled to 
vote in the year 1729 was found to be 1166 ( Willis) • 
in 1824 it had increased to about 2600 {OUlfieUl), 

The members for Liverpool have invariably been 
selected from among the merchants and other 
trading classes resident in the town; hence the 
• identity of many of the earlier representatives is 
very difficult to establish. It is a somewhat 
singular circumstance, and one which fully shows 
the small value placed in early times upon the 
exercise of the Parliamentary privilegci that in 
most of the elections of the sixteenth century, 
while the town returned one member the other was 
left open to the nomination of the Chancellor of 
the Duchy for the time being. In this way several 
strangers to the Borough were occasionally intro- 
duced as members, the nominees of the Chancellor 
being taken mostly from among the families of the 
surrounding county gentry or in some instances 
from those at a greater distance. The Earls of 
Derby also exercised considerable influence — both 
Parliamentary and municipal —in the affairs of the 
Borough prior to the sale of Lathom House 
towards the middle of the last century. 
Thenceforth the most important influence in the 
elections was that of the Corporation which could 
always command the return of one member, the 
other being the choice of the Freemen, the result 
being that for a long time the representation Of 
Liverpool was divided between the two political 
parties. 

Liverpool was first incorporated about the year 
1208 in the reign of King John. It was created a 
City by Letters Patent dated 11 May, 1880. 
The population in 180L was 77,653 ; in 1811, 
94,376; in 1821, 118,972; in 1831, 205.572; in 
1841. 294,956 ; in 1851, 375,955 ; in 1861, 443,938 ; 
in 1871, 488,845.

Richard de la More. The family of More is of 
great antiquity in Lancashire having settled at 
More Hall, near Liverpool, about the year 
1200. Towards the close of the century they 
removed to Bank Hall, which was built about 
1280, and which for several centuries after- 
wards continued their chief seat. The earlier 
generations of the family are somewhat un- 
certain, but from Sir William de la More 
(temp. Edward III.) — who was probably a son 
or grandson of one of the members lor Liver- 
pool in this Parliament — a regular descent is 
traced until the extinction of the male line 
early in the present century. Several mem- 
bers of the family sat for the Borough at 
various after periods.

The following particulars of this family are from 
" A History of Blackburn," 4»., by Mr. W. A 
Abram, printed in 1877, a work containing much 
valuable information : — 

Hector Culcheth, yeoman, occurs as a freeholder 
in S&mlesbury between 1695 and 1710. An in<1enture 
dated July 16th, 1693. witnesses that in consideration 
of £350 paid to Christopher Moiro of H ithbushe^, co : 
Durham, gent., and his brother John Moire of Pres- 
ton, gent., by Hector CuXcheih of Samlesbur/, yeoman, 
the first parties sell to Hector Culcheth a tenement 
upon Sarbrose Green, in Samlesbury, containing 32 
acres customary measure. 

Hector Culcheth had two daughters, Imhel and 
Mary. Mary Culcheth married Robert ffufjbertteyy 
yooman. A deed dated Jan. 7th, 1709, witnesses that 
Hector Culcheth, in performance of articles of Agree- 
ment dated the 23rd June lant past, between Htclor 
CulcJieth and Robert HuJbberstey and Ma^'y his wife and 
Isabel CiOcheth, for secuiing the payment of a re..t 
charge of £8: 10: 0. yearly to Hector Culcheth for his 
life, releases, &c., to Robei-t and Mary Hubbergtey, 
Isabel Culcheth, Roger Eastham and Thomas Lauren- 
son, the messuage on Saibrose Green; Isabel Cul- 
cheth to receive a moiety of the rents thereof, and her 
sister Mary's husband to receive the other moiety. 

Hector Cukhcth was dead before 1727. His daughter, 
Isabel Culcheth, died in 1730 ; and by her Will dated 



Jan. 2nd, 1729-30, Isabel Culcheth, of Samlesbury, 
spinster, gives her estate called Haydock tenement to 
her nephew William Hvbberstey ; with bequests to her 
nephews John and James Hubberstey, and nieces 
Dorothy, Anne, and Elizabeth; sister Mary Hub' 
herstey and nephew William executors. 

Mr. Abram gives an account of the Hubberstey 
family bringing down their family history to the 
present time. Robert Hubberstey died 10 October, 
1727, and was buried at Brindle Catholic Chapel. 
Mary, his widow, survived him many years and 
died in extreme old age 22 November, 1766.

The following is the description of Liverpool 
given in "An Entire and Complete History » 
political and personal, of the Boroughs of Great 
Britain, &c.** Second Edition. London, 1794. 

"Within these fifty years, this town hath in- 
creased BO prodigiously in trade, that it is now said 
to be the greatest sea-port in England, except Lon- 
don, it being thought to exceed even Bristol. The 
merchants here trade to all parts, except Turkey 
and the East Indies ; but their most beneficial 
trade is to Guinea and the West Indies, by which 
many have raised great fortunes. The incr ase of 
its trade for near a century past cannot be better 
ascertained than by a view of the great number of 
ships belonging to the town, or which have been 
cleared ont at the port, for any two years, at some 
considerable distance of time. In 1565, the trade 
of the place seems to have been carried on solely 
by their own ships and boats, of which they had 
twelve, that in the whole amounted to no more 
than two hundred and twenty-three tons, and em- 
ployed but eeventy-five seamen. 

" The Exchange, which cost £30,000 is erected 
on the spot where the town-house stood, at the top 
of Water-street, and is a grand edifice of white 



stone, built in the form of a square, round which 
are piazzas lor the merchanta to walk in. Above 
stairs are the mayor's offices, the sessions-hall, the 
council chamber, and two elegant ball-rooms. 

"The custom-house is a neat building of brick 
and stone, situated at the head of one of the docks. 
There are three large and commodious docks, 
secured by iron gates, through which ships sail on 
their coming to the town. In these docks they lie 
close to the shore, and land their goods with the 
greatest facility ; and the gates being shut, they 
are secured from winter storms. There is also a 
new playhouse in Drury-lane, where players per- 
form in the summer season."

A correspondent of the Mancfieater Guardian 
writes : — The early allusions to the staple trade of 
Manchester are few aovl scanty. A passage from 
Roberts's "Treasure of Tralfiike," printed in 1641, 
has frequently been quoted, but local writers have 
not hitherto noticed a few lines in a rare tract 
issued in 1580, written by Richard Hitchcocke, 
and entitled — 

A politique platt for the honor of the Prince, the 
greate proHte of the publique state, relief of the poore, 
preservation of the riche, reformation of roges and idle 
persons, and the wealthe of thouttands that knowes no^ 
how to live. 

The tract is an earnest plea for the encouragement 
of fisheries, and in the course of it he observes : — 
*' At Rone in France, which is the chefest vent, be 
solde our English wares, as Welche and Mancfiester 
coUonSf Northerne corseis, whites, leade,and tinne, 
which money is commonly employed in Normandie 
and Brittaine, in all sorts of canvasses with other 
small wares, and in Lockromes, Yiterie, and Dow- 
lasse, Pouldavis, Olgramsce, and Myndernex ; parte 
for readie money, parte for commoditie. . . . 
These[8orts of wares bought in Fraunce, besides the 
wiu6S, amounts (by estimacion) to six tymes so 
much as all the Englishe wares be solde in Fraunce

BIKTH OF A PRINCE IN 1688. 

The Editor of the Preston Guardian "Notes and 
Queries" prints two loyal and congratulatory Ad- 
dresses presented to James the Second, shortly 
after the birth of the Prince, in 1688, known in after 
history as the ' ' Pretender." The addresses are in- 
cluded in a tract entitled : "A Collection of the 
several Addresses in the late King James's time ; 
concerning the Conccpt'on and Birth of the pre- 
tended Prince of Wales.'* Two only of thes Ad- 
dresses were from Lancashire, the first from the 
Lord Lieutenant, High Sheriff, County Justices, 
Grand Jury, and Gentlemen of the Shire ; the 
second from the Corporation of Garstang. These 
very bombastic addresses are as follows : — 

To the King and Queen's most Excellent 
Majesties, — The Humble Congratulation of the 
Lord Lieutenant, the Deputy Lieutenant, the 
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High Sheriff, and the Grand Inquest, with the 
rest of the Justices of the Peace, and Gentle- 
men of your Majesties County Palatinate of 
Lancaster, holden at the General Assizes tills 
29th day of August, 1CS8. 

—Dread Sovereign, — Nothing but the want of a 
more early opportunity of representiug tlie Body 
of this County, could have withheld your 
Majesties moat Loyal and joyful Subjects, from 
a more speedy Congratulation of your Majesty, 
and your Royal Consort, upon the Birth of the 
Prince Wales ; Succession in the Right Line has 
been the Care, and now immediately from your 
Majesty is the Joy, not only of us, but of all 
your Dominions ; the transports of Foreign 
Courts, upon this illustrious Birth, is an early 
presage that his Fame shall be more extended, 
and his Virtues more shining, than their illn mi- 
nation.

names in Notes and Queries, and among the gene- 
rous contributions to my collection from all pai'ts 
of the country, 1 cannob pick out a much more 
valuable one than the small list given in Note No. 
284. Let me illustrate its value by one example — 
the "Mate fold. ' there ought to be a mote or 
a thin^-tijld in every township of Eagland, for it 
represents the primitive mietiug place of the 
village assembly or Parliauieat. And therefore 
my collection, not a rich one at present, of mote- 
fields is greatly assisted by this new example from 
Leigh. But let me notice a speci^il value arising 
from the name ** mote-fold." The Kaffir tribes and 
some Hindoo villages held their village councils 
within the cattle-folds of the village, and it would 
be curious indeed to find that a Lancashire town 
has preserved in its field name a relic of the same 
primitive custom. May I ask, in order to eluci- 
date this fact, if the present position of this *' mote- 
fold" is known ? What is its measurement ? What 
is its shape ? How is it situated with reference to 
the town itself ? Is the name an old one, and is 
there any means of testing its correct spelling? I 
trust the Editor^a valuable remarks at the end of 
the note may be replied to voluminously.

20p. ; yearly value, £2 " The land is included in 
the old Pesforlong Demesne, ^hich was situated 
between the villages of Croft and Newchurch, and 
a distance of about five miles from the town, 
although in the parish of Leigh. It is probable 
that the name "mote-fold" refers to the mote or 
ditch which surrounded the old hall. As in the im. 
mediate neighbourhood there are many instances of 
moted houses it might be interesting to know if 
the "mote-fold" as applied to land immediately 
adjacent to a mote occurs in other cases. As Mr. 
Gomme suggests, if readers of these notes will 
kindly contribute lists of Field Names much in- 
teresuing local b ''story may be gleaned.

It may be worth noting in a column where it will 
be preserved in a form convenient for reference

drawing, by Mr. J. W. Wallace, of Haulgh, of an 
old pU'stur ceiling in the Old Woolpack Inn, 
Bolton The inn, which is now pulled down, was 
built in the year 1672 by the Kev. Richard Good- 
win, formerly vicar of Bolton, ejected on account 
of his Nouconformity in 1662. The front apart- 
ment, in which is the plaster ceiling, is said to 
have been his town dwelling ; his country residence 
being in the township of H^rwood, near Bolton. 
The rest of the premises were used as a Noncon- 
formist chapel. The ilev. Oliver Heywooi, the 
celebrated None )nf ormist, often preached herd 
In June, 1696, when the congregation were about 
to remove to the new chapel which they had built 
in Bauk-street, he preached here for the last tine, 
and administered the Lord's Supper, at noon, ta 
about 50J people. Since that time the premises 
have had a varied history, and have for many years 
past been used as a public-house, under the name 
of the "Old Woolpack Inn." Excepting the 
plaster ceiling, there are no details of 
interest to an architectural student. The inside 
has been entirely remodelled to suit its different 
requirements, and the outside walls replaced with 
stuccoed fronts of ngly and commonplace design. 
Some of the back wall still stands, however, and is 
of a light red sandstone, much decayed, with 
mullioned square-headed windows, indicating the 
character of the original design. — Editor.

It is suspected that the William HarrUon, whose 
son's baptism is registerea at Kirkham, and who 
was living in 1573 (see firat pedigree above given) 
was the William Harrison, of AUldiffe, mentioned 
in the herald's visitation and to whom arms were 
confirmed, and a crest granted in 1616. The as- 
sumption is that the family originated either in 
Kirkham or Aldcliffe. If the former there was a 
migration in the case of William Harrison or his 
father, and one of his sons (Richard Harrison, of 
Frecklington), returned to Kirkham, while another 
(John) went to London to seek his fortune. If the 
latter there was a migration of one son (Williami 
to Kirkham. Col. Harrison writes that he has 
heard that William Harrison had several sons, but 
it is sufficient for the purpose m view to pi-ove that 
he had two sons, and that they were the Richard, 
of Freckleton— (referred to in first pedigree), and 
John, of London.— whose existence is noted in the 
second peciigree. Some confiimatory evidence of 
this point is asked for. C(d. Harrison notes that 
from records he is led to think that Kirkham was 
the idace where the family originated, and that 
Thtmas Harritson (or perhaps his son \\illiam) 
migiattd to Alflcliffe, but Iroiight his son William, 
as was frequently done in those days, to Kirkliam 
to be laptifctd. Pusfiildy some of our readers may 
be able to produce some satisfactory evidence upcn 
this question of identity. ^Editor,

The Editor of Preston Ouardian ** Notes and 
Queries'* gives the following obituary, printed In 
June, 1817. She died in May, 1817. ''Died, at 
the advanced age of 108, Catherine Prescott, of 
Manchester. She retained her faculties in a 
wonderful degree, having learned to read the Bible» 
without the aid of spectacle, partly in the Lan- 
casterian School, and partly in the St. Clement's 
Sunday School in that town, since she toas one hun- 
dred years qf age ! She formerly lived with the 
late Rev. Mr. Farington, Vicar of Leigh ; and also 
a considerable time in the family of the late Rev. 
Dr. Master, Rector of Croston. At the age of 105 
or 106, she was a regular communicant at the Col- 
legiate Church, and at that period read her Prayer- 
book without using spectacles. Daring the last 
two years or upwards she has been chiefly confined 
to her room, and supported by the children belong- 
ing to St. Clement's Sunday Sick Society, from 
which she received 4s. a week, and altogether 
about £24. Several ineffectual attempts wpre made 
to obtain her registered age from her native parish, 
Denbigh, in Wales, but it appeared to have been 
lost. She knew, however, that she was 41 years 
old when she was married, and that it was either 
three or four years after that before her daughter,

at that time alienated the aforesaid tenements, &c.

Note. 
" Tenure in frank almoign (or free alms) was 
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that tenure by which a religious corpora- 
tion aggregate or sole (as the parson 
of a church) held lands of the donor by 
the service of praying for the soul of 
the donor and his heirs alive or dead- It 
differed from tenure by divine service inasmuch 
as by that the tenant was obliged to do special 
divine services, as to sing so many masses, dis. 
tribute a sum of money in alms and the like '* 
For this definition I am indebted to Mr. Bea- 
mont^ who also writes: "The object of the 
above writs was probably nothing more than to 
confirm the title of the parson of Leigh to the 
several properties mentioned and this seems to 
have been established by the non-appearance of 
the persons sued.'* As regards the operation of 
such suits, the following from Brown*s "Law 
Dictionary and Institute of the Whole Law " will 
be of interest. " A common recovery was one 
of the modes of transferring property from one 
party to another and is said to have been intro- 
duced by the ecclesiastics in order to avoid the 
Statutes of Mortmain, by which they were pro- 
hibited from purchasing or receiving under pre. 
tence of a free gift any lands or tenements what- 
ever. To efTect this purpose the religions houses 
used to set up a fictitious title to the lands in- 
tended to be given or sold, and brought an 
action against the tenant to recover them ; the 
tenant by collusion made no defence, whereby 
judgment was given for the religious house, 
which then recovered the lands by sentence of 
law upon a supposed prior title. . . . The 
first thing necessary to be done in suffering a 
recovery was, that the person who was to be the 
demandant, and to whom the lands were to be 
adjudged, should sue out a writ of precipe 
against the tenant of the freehold ; whence such 
tenant was usually called the tenant to the 
pro&cipe. In obedience to this writ the tenant 
appeared in court, either in person or by his 
attorney ; but instead of defending the title hiui- 
Belf he called upon some other person who, upon 
the original purchase, was supposed to have 
warranted ; or otherwise to give the tenant lands 
of equal value to those which he should lose by 
defect of his warranty ; and this was called the 
toucking {yocatio) or calling to warranty. The 
person who was then called to warrant (and who 
was nsoally called the yonohee) appeared in 



Court, was sued and entered into the warranty, 
by which means he took upon himself the de- 
fence of the title to the land. The demandant 
then desired leave of the Court to imparl, or 
confer with the vouchee in private, which was 
granted as a matter of course Soon after the 
demandant retuuied into Court, but the vouchee 
disapp<jared or made default ; in consequence of 
which it was presumed by the Court that he 
had no tit'e to the lands demanded in the writ, 
and therefore could not defend them, where- 
upon judgment was given for the demandant 
(who was then called the recoveror) to recover 
the lands in question against the tenant, and for 
the tenant to recover against the vouchee lands 
of equal value, in recom pence for those so war- 
ranted by him, and which had been lest by his 
default."

[No. Sll] -EXTRACTS FROM A LANCASHIRE 
LAY SUBSIDY ROLL. A.D. 1332. 

Among the documentary treasures preserved in 
the Public Record OflSoe are a number of vellum 
rolls, which record the names of persons taxed, at 
various periods, with the sums of money paid by 
them, and the townships in which they lived. 
These records are generally known by the name of 
Subsidy Rolls or Aids, being grants made to the 
King, by the Parliament, to aid him in his wars and 
other undertakings. The roll from which the 
extracts given below have been taken was made 
pursuant to the following Order of Parliament, 
here given in the original Norman French with 
translation by Mr.'Beamont: —

** This is the form to be observed of the assessors 
and taxers of the fifteenth granted to our Lord the 
King in his Parliament, holden at Westminster on 
the morrow of the Nativity of our Lady, in the 
sixth year of his reign, by the earls, barons, free- 
men, and commons of all the counties of the realm, 
also of the tenth granted to our said Lord the king 
from that time in all the cities, boroughs, and 
ancient demesnes of the king of the same realm, of 
all their goods which they had on the day of St. 
Michaelia the year aforesaid, in the assessing, 
taxing, collecting, and levying of tho same fifteenth 
and tenth that is to say, that the chief taxers with- 
out delay cause to come before them out of every 
city, borough, and other town of the connty as 
well within franchises as without some of the most 
loyal and best esteemed men of the same places in 
such number as the chief taxers may think 
sufficient to elect, four or six out of every vill or 
more if the business require it, at their discretion, 
by whom the said taxation and whatever belongs 
thereto may be best made and accomplished, and 
when they have elected such then that they cause 
them to swear upon the Holy Evangelists, that is 
to say those of each vill, that the men so to be 
sworn without showing favour and under a grave 
penalty shall loyally and fully enquire what goods 
each of the same vills had on the day of St. 
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Michael aforesaid in the house or ont of it wherever 
they were, And all such goods wherever they be 
which shall have since come until now either by sale 
or in any other manner they do tax according to their 
true value, except those things hereafter in this form 
excepted, and do them reduce into writing and fully 
put them into an indented roll and with all the 
ha^te they can deliver the same to the chief taxers, 
and when the said chief taxers shall in this manner 
have received the indentures of those who have 
been sworn to tax in the cities, boroaghs and other 
yills, the same chiil taxers are loyally and care- 
fully to examine the same indentures, and if they 
find there is in them any fault, that they forth- 
with correct it, so that nothing be concealed either 
by favour or respect of persons, but all be taxed as 
reason demands. And the king willeth that the 
chief taxers should go from hundred to hundred 
and from vill to vill where their business shall be 
to make sure and enquire whether the sub- taxers 
of the same vills have fully taxed and presented 
the goods of each. And if they find anything con- 
cealed that they forthwith take notice of it and 
make known to the Treasurer and Barons of the 
Exchequer the names of those who have so trans- 
gressed and the nature of their offence. And let 
the taxation of the goods of the sub-taxers of the 
Tills be made by the chief taxers and for others by 
the men whom they shall choose to make it, so 
that their goods be fully and loyally taxed in the 
same manner as those of the othera. Let the tax- 
ation of the goods of the chief taxers and of their 
clerks be reserved for the Treasurer and Barons of 
the Exchequer, and let the chief taxers as soon as 
they have received the presentments of the sub- 
taxers cause the fifteenth and the tenth to be levied 
to the use of the king without delay and without 
any favour shown to any one in the form which is 
annexed to this commission ; and let them make 
two rolls of the said taxation agreeing one with the 
other in all points, and let them retam one in their 
own hands whereby to levy the taxation and the 
other let them have in the Exchequer on the 
Morrow of the.. close of Pasch next coming, on 
which day they will make their first payment. 
And be it known that in this taxation of the goods 
of the commons of all the counties, the armour, 
riding horses, jewels, and robes of the knights and 
gentlemen and of their wives, and also their vessels 
of gold* ailver and braaa are to be excepted. And 



in cities and boroughs one dress* for the man and 
another for his wife and one bed for them both, 
one ring and a chain of gold or silver, and a girdle of 
silk for every day*B nse, andalso a silver hanap || ora 
mazer to drink from, let these be excepted. And let 
not the goods of lepers wherever they are governed 
by a superior be taxed or rained, but if the lepers 
be governed by their own masterf let their goods 
be taxed as others are. And be it remembered 
that of the goods of the gentry of the counties out- 
side the cities, boroaghs. and the king's demesnes 
which are not in the whole of the value of ten 
shillings nothing is to be demanded or levied, nor 
of the goods of the gentry of cities, boroughs, or 
the king*s demesnes which are not above the value 
of six shillings in the whole is any thing to be 
demanded or levied." 

The subsidy was, apparently, at once collected 
in Lancashire by Robert de Sherborne and John de 
Radcliffe, the Chief Taxera, and their neatly 
written vellum roll of nineteen membranes is 
almost, in regard to the names of the laity, a 
county directory of householders living in lisnca- 
shire five centuries and a half ago. The roll is 
arranged in townships and it must be remembered 
that as all kinds of goods were taxed on this occa- 
sion (except the few named in the Parliamentary 
Rol!) the names of persons having goods in two 
townships would appear twice over. 

Only the townships in and near the parish of 
Leigh have been selected in these extracts because, 
as will be seen from the Annual Report of the 
Record Society, it is the intention of the Council 
of that Society to issue to its Members volumes 
consisting of Lancashire and Cheshire Subsidy 
Rolls, printed in extenw, at no very distant date. 
For the same reason it is not necessary here to 
occupy space by describing any further this class 
of Records. The extracts themselves show the 
great interest which attaches to so accurate a list 
of names of the ancient inhabitants of the district, 
in the remote period to which this roll belongs, and 
it is not difficult to obtain an idea of the pecuniary 
positions of the various persons named, by the 
sums which they paid. J

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Blessed Viiy^n Mary Id the eleventh year of the 
reigQ of Edward the King son of Edward tho 
King." But the morrow of the Purification, 
February, 3, in that year (1318) was not Saturday 
but Friday, (b) In the "Valuation of the land 
and of the advowson of the Church of Legh " 
the advowson of the Church is said to be worth 
one hundred marks per annum. This seems to 
be a mistake ; it ought, apparently, to be one 
hundred thUUngs, — /• H, S. 



[Ko. 5/e.] -LANCASHIRE FOLK LORE. 
Mr. C. W. Montague, under the head ** Recol- 
lections of an Equestrian Manager," tells the story 
reported below in Chambers'i Journal of an adven- 
ture he had between Warrington and Lymm. It 
is worth recording in the '* Scrap Book *' as a con- 
tribution to Lancashire Folk Lore.

Driving ifith my man along a rather unfre* 
quented road from Warrington to Lymm in Lan- 
cashire, I observed at a little distance ahead a 
group of women collected in the road, up and down 
which they appeared to be casting anxious glances. 
Presently, they appeared to have espied us, and 
were pointing in an excited manner towards us. 
Then they beckoned wildly with their naked arms 
>-and such arms !— to other groups of women 
standing about, who immediately rushed to the 
•pot. It may appear that I am a coward, if I con- 
fess that I was somewhat alarmed. I knew what 
Lancaehire women 'were ; that if they got a notion 
in their head, nothing but superior force would 
turn them from their purpose ; that if — ^to suppose 
a case — ^these women had imagined, through mis* 
taken identity or false information, that I had in 
some way injured them, they would have horse- 
whipped or duck-ponded or killed me first, and en- 
quired into the merits of the case afterwards. But 
coward or not, I drove on towards them, slackening 
my pace as I approached the group, but showing 
no signs of an intention to stop. The women put 
up their hands beckoning me to pull up ; two of 
them rushed to the horse's head and seized the 
reins ; and then we found ourselves surrounded by 
a gesticulating and jabbering mob of bare-headed, 
bare-armed, wooden-shod Amazons, their faces be- 



tokening an immense amount of excitement, but 
nothing worse. 

** Well, my good woman,** I exclaimed as calmly 
as I could, ** what do you want f what can I do 
for you V 

They all answered together, as I should judge 
from the clamour of tongues ; but they all replied 
to the same effect, in their broad Lancashire dia- 
lect : " We want you to give us something that*s 
good for whooping-cough.'* 

What a strange request t I replied that I sup- 
posed they mistook me for the doctor. I was very 
sorry, but I could not help them, or I would. 

" Oh, but you must 1" they all sang out, with 
an emphasis that quite unnerved me. 

•* Well, but I can't !*' I repHed with equal 
vigour. 

This parleying went on, until my man quietly 
said to me: ''Write *em something down; it*ll 
most likely satisfy them ; anything will do." 

I adopted this suggestion, determined to be a 
doctor for once in my life, even if only a quack. 
Alighting from my trap, I repaired with the entire 
army to a little roadside inn a few yards away, and 
called for pen, ink, and paper. I then wrote down 
a kind of prescription, directing that eighteen 
grains of rhubarb were to be made into four pills 
and administered to the sufterer. 

The poor ignorant creatures were as delighted at 
my action as I was perplexed at theirs. They 
thanked me, invited me to *'have a drink,'* and 
were in every way as pressingly hospitable, as 
they had before been apparently hostile. They 
accompanied me back to my trap and wished me 
God-speed as I drove away. Still wondering at 
this strange adventure, I arrived at the hotel at 
Lymm, and narrated the whole affair to the land- 
lord, who at once furnished me with an expla- 
nation. He had seen me drive up to the door with 
my piebald or skewbald horse, and through that 
was ready with the interpretation. There was in 
those parts, he informed me. a superstition that if 
a traveller were met driving with a piebald or 
skewbald horse, and were asked to give or recom* 
mend something that was good for the whooping- 
cough, whatever he gave or recommended would be 
an unfailing remedy for all the children round 
about that were suffering from that complaint. 
Such is the belief indeed of these simple folks up 
I to the present day. 
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[No, 5i7.]-THE LEOH CHAPEL IxV WIGAN 
PARISH CHURCH. 
It is often thou^rht that there are only two 
chapels in Wigan Parish Church, the Bradshaij^h 
and Gerard Chapels, or, as they are now commonly 
called, the Crawford and Walmesley Chapels, the 
Bradshaigh estates, after three times passing 
through the female line, being now the property 
of the Lindsays, "whilst the Gerards of Ince are 
represented by the Walmesley s of West wood. 
But the north aisle of the Chancel answering to 
the Crawford Chapel, used to be called the Legh 
Chapel or Chancel, and was only made over to the 
Bector and churchwardens in 1682 to be used by 
them as a vestry : where the Bector had robed 
before that date does not appear. The Leghs, 
after whom the chdpel was c died, are the well- 
known Cheshire family, the Leghs of LymA, co. 
Chester, and of Golborne Park, co. Lancaster. Sir 
Peter Legh of Lyme, who was wounded at Agin- 
court in 1415, married the heiress of Sir Gilbert 
Haydock of Haydock. But the Leghs had been con- 
nected with the Wigan neic^hbourhood even before 
tliis ; three generations earlier a Robert Legh had 
married the heiress of Norley in the township of 
Femberton, and they owned the chapel as ''Lords 
of the Lordship and Manor of Norley or North 
Legh, within the parish of Wigan," a manor the 
name of which is well known to this generation as 
belonging to the Norley Coal and Cannel Company. 
They were further connected with the old parish 
of Wigan by marriage with the Gerards of Ince 
and Bankea' of Winstauley. Frances Legh * (a 
grand-daughter of Sir Peter Legh, Sheriff of 
Cheshire in 150.5, and his wife Margaret Gerard, 
and a cousin of the Bichard Legh who gave up bis 
chapel to the Bector and churchwardens) married 
William Bankes and two of their children married 
their cousins, Bichard and Letticc, the children of 
Bichard Legh. No descendants remain of either of 
these two marriages, but Thomas, another son of 
William and Frances Bankes, was the father of 
Anne, the eventual heiress of Winstanley, who in 
1731 married Hulgh Holme of Holland ; of their 
d«;&ccndauts the elder branch has taken the name 
and arms of Bankes only, whilst the younger has

become merged in the Woodcocks of this town 
through themarrias^e in 1799 of Thomas Woodcock 
and Elisabeth Holme. 

The grant of the Legh Chapel to the Bector and 
churchwardens of Wigan is dated October 10, 
1682. The Rector at f hat time was John Pearson, 
D.D , Bishop of Chester, the author of the Ex- 
position of the Creed, and one of the most learned of 
English theologians ; the churchwardens were John 
Keeling, of Wigan. gentleman, and William Black- 
burn, of Blackley hurst, within the parish of 
Wigan, gentleman. The grant is sealed, signed, 
and delivered in the presence of Roger Bradsh.nigh, 
William Gerard, R. Bradshaigh, junior, William 
Bankes, Thos. Gerard, Hugh Molineuz, E. Ilerle, 
and James Baakes — these witnesses will be identi- 
fied in a future paper. The signature of Bishop Pear, 
son has been cu^ away by some barbarous collector 
of autographs, traces of whose scissors are still dis- 
tinctly visible. The indenture sets forth that ltd* 
Le;{h *' in consideration that the Parish Church of 
Wi^an is destitute and at want of a vestry " gives 
the ancient chapel belonging to the Lordship and 
Manor of Norley "with its rights, members, and 
appurtenances** (except the "barial-plates** and 
"free use of the stairs in the said chapel erected") 
"for ever for a vestry for the use, benefit, and ad- 
vantage of the said church '* on condition that he 
may be allowed to " erect, set up, and repair, one 
decent and convenient gallery or loft for him, hia 
heirs and assigns to sit, stand and kneel in to hear 
Divine service and sermons." 

The chapel was *' made up " in 1655 for the sum 
of lOd., and we find that in 1660 the large sum of 
Is. was ''spent in going twice to Mr. Legh abont 
bis chancel." 

The organ was for many years in the western 
half of this chapel, whilst the eastern was used for 
a choir vestry ; about 1867 it was moved to the 
space under the tower, whence in 1878 it was once 
more removed to the eastern half of the Legh Chapel, 
the western being occupied by the lady-helpers of 
the choir. The two monuments in the chapel are 
now hidden by the organ ; they commemorate 
Bishop Hall. Rector of Wigan, who died 1668, and 
Richard and Ellen Welles, of Wigan ; they are in- 
teresting tablets, and may possibly form the sub- 
ject of another communication.

OF ASTLEY CHIPKL, NEAR LEIGH. 

All who are interested ia the family of .Cromp- 
ton, of Lancashire, should consult a pappr in 
Ormerod's ParentaUay 1851, eat* tied ***Crompton 
of Hacking, with preliminary notice of Crompton 
of Crompton and its collateral branches," which 
was bafled apon a folio MS. containing much addi- 
tional information about this family. Mr. Orme- 
rod, whe alludes to the assistance the Rev. Joseph 
Hunter gave him in his enquiries, distinguishes 
two branches — one seemingly from the borders of 
Yorkshire ; and a second, to which Randle Holme 
assigned the arms of Crompton of Crompton, of 
Breightmet, in Bolton Parish. *'They occur at 
Uarwood and Breightmet in 1528 and 1552 in the 
person of Elys Crompton, and specify many rami- 
fications extending thence in their wills made in 
and about 1594. Succeeding generations were pro- 
minent in the annals of Lancashire Puritanism and 
Nonconformity, and occur conspicuously in the 
pages of Calamy and Henry, and the Life of Hey- 
wood. They were of two lines. Those of Breight- 
met Fold were rigid Puritans from the time of 
Elizabeth ; those styled simply of Breightmet were 
Nonconformists in the later and more limited 
sense." (Pp. 25-6.) To this branch belonged 
Thomas Crompton, M.A., of Toxteth, born 1635^ at 
Great Lever, e<lucated at Manchester School and 
Oxford; described aa a man of excellent ready 
parts and good elocution ; and who continued to 
preach at Toxteth after the date of the Ejection. 
Another branch of the family was settled in the 
neighbourhood of Leigh, and was of some literary 
repute. 

To it Thomas Crompton of Astley belonged. The 
earliest mention of the name in the existing Leigh 
Parish Register is on the 26th of October, 1561, 
when one William Crompton was baptised. That 
his forefathers weie of the same parish can be 
shown by other documents. Richard Crompton of 
the Leigh branch was one of the earliest men of 
note. The writer of the present article possesses a 
copy of L^Avthoriile et Ivrlsdiction des Covrts de la 
Maientie de la Boygne, London, 4to, 1594, written 
in Law French, which is said to have been newly 
collected and composed by *'R. Crompton, del 
milieu Temple Esquire, Apprentice del Ley." It 
was printed in Fleet-street by Charles Yetsweirt, 
Esq., and was sold at his house within Temple 



Barre, near the Middle Temple Gate. (A 1637 
edition is in the Chetham Library, No. 2,162). 
This distinguished barrister and councillor-at-Iaw, 
who wrote other legal books, and of whom it is 
said that he might have been called to the coif had 
he not preferred his private studies and repose 
before public employment and riches, belonged to 
"The Grange'' in Bedford, in the parish of Leigh, 
and received his education at Brasenose College, 
Oxford, and the Middle Temple {Athen. Oxon. i. 
634). One of this lawyer*8 younger sons, William, 
educated in the Grammar School of Le^gh, and at 
Oxford, was afterwards minister at Barnstaple, 
Devonshire. To him we shall allude in a subse- 
quent note. 

Thomas Crompton, of Astley, was one of the re- 
latives of the above-named authors. It would 
appear that he was born about they year 1607. He 
belonged to the University of Oxford, where he 
graduated M.A. ; and, as his tombstone says, he 
commenced his ministry at Astley, lObh October, 
1632, being presented to the Chapel by Mr. Adam 
Mort. As '* Preacher att Asley Chappell " he took 
the national Protestation, 20 Feb., 1641-2, with 113 
of the inhabitants of his township. In the pari&h 
of Leigh at that time the only members of the 
Crompton family, above twenty-one years of age, 
were Peter Crompton, John Crompton, William 
and Edward Crompton, all of Bedford ; and Thomas 
Crompton of West Leigh. The minister of Astley 
entered into the proceedings of the Lancashire 
Presbyterians ; and he took part in the local ad- 
ministration of his Classis, being appointed by the 
Ordinance of Parliament, 1646, to that intent. In 
the Harmonious Consent of the Lancashire Minis- 
ters, 1648, he is called ** Minister of the Gospel at 
Astley ;" and in the strictures upon the Paper 
called the Agreement oj the People, 1648-9, he is 
styled "Minister at Astley." It does not appear 
whether he took part in the civil war ; but one of 
his name was chaplain to Col. Morgan's regiment, 
and in 1648 petitioned the Lords and Commons for 
arrears of pay. He next comes into notice in the 
Ecclesiastical Survey of 1650. The surveyors re- 
ported that the Chapel of Astley was 3^ miles 
from Leigh Church and three from Atherton 
Chapel ; that M r. Thomas Crompton supplied the 
Cure, *' and is a very honest ancl painefuU godly 
preaching minister, but kept not the last fast day 
appojnted by Act of Parliament j" and that he had

for salary JB16 per arm., and £40 more from Beqaes> 
trated property. {Survey t p. 58.) 

Crompton was still at Astley in 1660, when his 
name is found attached to an address to the King* 
It is rather odd to 6nd Calamy {Acct. p. 414) in- 
cluding him amongst the Ejected Mioisters of 
1662, and yet making this statement; "Yet 7 or 
8 Years after, he preach'd in AMy [^Astley^ 
Chapel, reading some few Prayers without sub- 
scribing,*' Ac. About the same time he was as- 
sisting Henry Newcome in his weekly ministra- 
tions at Stockport ; and, being a man of books, he 
Was one of the first readers at the Chetham Library. 
Roger Lowe heard him preach, at Leigh on Sunday 
26 March, 1665, and was "glad of it" (Mr. Rose's 
Edition, page 23). There were at that time a few 
ministers in Lancashire whose character and per- 
sonal connections were such as to permit of their 
occupying the pulpits of the church without a 
rigid subscription; and .Crompton was one of them. 
He is described as being a very self-denying 
mortified Man, with respect to worldly Pleasures, 
Profits, or Honours. There were elements in this 
" mortifiedness " which were not always in unison 
with the more lightsome dispositi >n of his friend 
Newcome, the "genial current*' of whose eouI was 
en one occasion "frozen" by Crompton's humour. 
Newcome has put the folio wiog entry on record 
(AtUob. p. 157) under date of let June, 1666:-— 
" Mr. Crompton was angry at something I said to 
him, wherein I did not bear with his melancholy 
temper as I might have done. And when I talked 
to him seriously about his being so averse from 
preaching when now he had liberty, which we had 
not, he said I was serious now, and at other times 
as light as a chip." Calamy relates that Crompton 
was " a great Scholar, well acquainted with the 
ancient Fiitherf, and especially St, Austhi, of most 
of whose Works he could give a very exact Ac- 
count." I thought at first that, unless St. Austin's 
works were studied by the family, Calamy was 
here confounding him with his relative, William 
Crompton, above named, who wrote on St. Aus- 
tin's Religion, in answer to John Brierley, 1625 
Bat as Calamy is not given to errors of that des- 
cription, doubt ought not to be thrown upon his 
statement. . Thomas, who was about 16 years of 
age when William's St, Austin appeared, and to 
whom the latter may have been made uncle, might 
prize such a production. His sermons, too, might 



contain many quotations out of that learned 
Father's works ; for the period was not then at an 
end during which the Spanish proverb applied, 
"No Sermon without St. Augustine." And thoa 
Thomas might be regarded as well acquainted with 
St Austin's works. Crompton's epitaph does not 
run counter to the supposition that he remained 
minister of A«»tley till his death, •2 Feb., 1691.'' 
So Calamy gives the date, adding that he was aged 
about 82 ; but the entry fron the register ought to 
be consulted for the ecact date of this event, which 
the tombstone states was "Jan. 17. 1690." He 
" left behind him a considerable Library, a good 
Name, and a rare . Example of Mortification "—a 
sentence which worth putting on his tomb. He u 
further described as one of universal Charity, a 
true Catholic Christian, of an exact harmless Con- 
versation. One may hope that the memory of such 
a character hua not altogether been lost at Astley.

19th September, 1669— Collected for ye inhabit- 
ants of Tiberton in ye ooantie of Salop & like- 
wise ye inhabitants of Brockton in ye coantye 
of Stafford who suffred by fite the sum of thirteen 
shillings & threepence. 

14 November. — Collected for William Heapy of 
Newton at ye request of Dr. Shirlocke Mr. Potter 
and Mr. Atkinson. 

19 December, 1669 — Collected the sam of six* 
teen shillings for ye relief e of ye poor captives in 
ye Turkes Dominions whereof we have Richard 
Tootells receit dated January 15th. 

26 June, 1670 — Collected for Isleham in ye 
County of Cambridge the sum of five shillings and 
sixpence. 5s. 6d. 

28. — For Meolebraoe in ye County of Salop.

17 July, 1670.— Collected the sum of eight shil- 
lings and a penny for ye relief of Cotton End in ye 
parish of Harding^ton in ye countie of Northampton 
for wch we have Thomas Nailor*s receipt 8s.

COUNTY OF CHESTER, A.D. 1542. 

The Subsidy Rolls for the County of Chester 
now preserved in the Public Record Office do not 
extend farther back than the reign of Henry VIII. 
I have, therefore, selected a short specimen of 
this class of record, which furnishes us with the 
names of the principal families in the County at 
this period. The heading of the document suf- 
ficiently eiplains its object, but from another roll 
of a slightly earlier date we obtain further par- 
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ticulars as to the method of collection, which may 
perhaps be worthy of notice. In other respects the 
earlier roll is a duplicate of the one now printed, 
and furnishes a curious illustration of the uncer- 
tainty of the spelling of the period. Scarcely a 
single name is spelt the same in the two rolls, 
though the names run in the same sequence. The 
earlier record is de8cril)ed as : — 

"This bill indented tripartite made the xzvijth 
day of June in the xxxiiijth yere of the reigne of 
or most drade sooverayne lord Henry the Eighth 

conteyneth as well alle and every the names and 
surnames of them which by theire dede sul)scribed 
\%t theire owne hauden have bond themselves to 
lend the King*s Majestic any sum of money, as 
also the sum and summes by them promised. For 
due accomplishment, fultilling, and accompt 
whereof, to thone parte remayning wt Sir Pers 
Dutton, Knight, receavor of the saide lone, the 
reverend father in God Jhon, bishop of Chester, 
cheef commissioner hath subscribed his name ; and 
[ to thother parte, remayning wt the said bishop the 
said Sir Pers hath subscribed his name ; and to 
the thirde part, to be sent and delivered to the 
King's most honorable counsaile, the said bishop, 
cheef commissioner, the said Sir Pers. Sir Jhon 
Holford, Kuight, and Sir Will'm Stonley, Knight, 
assistents, have subscribed theire names the day 
and yere aboove written." 

The total of this collection amounted to £1,098, 
and is attested by the original signatures of the 
bishop and his *' assistants."

BOROUGH OF WIOAN. 

The Borough of Wigan was the last of the four 
principal Lancashire towns to which writs were 
issued, and from which returns were mad e in the 
early Plantagenet era. To the Parliaments of 
1295 and 1306 7 it sent two members, but after the 
latter date we meet with no further returns for the 
space of 240 years, and it is likely that the exer- 
cise of the right of representation ceased during 
the whole of that period. In the first Parliament 
of Edward VI., 4th November, 1547. the elective 
privilege was renewed, and thenceforth with the 
exception of a temporary interruption under the 
Commonwealth, similar to that which affected 
most of the ancient boroughs in the kingdom at 
that epoch, it has cou tinned to return two members 
to Parliament until the present time. 

The elective franchise under the old unreformed 
system was in this borough of a very limited 
character. No determination of the House is upon 
record respecting the right of election, but it was 
understood to rest prescriptively in the members of 
the Corporation and in an indetinite number of 
free burgesses, the latter being created by and 
varying in number at the option of the former. 
The Corporation, consisting of a mayor, recorder, 
twelve aldermen, and two bailiffs, thus practically 
for a long period returned the members for the 
borough. In 1750 tlie voters numbered nominally 
2 0, but had been still further deminished by the 
year 1825 — six years before the passing of the firs^ 
Reform Act— to some 100 persons. (Oldfield, vol. 
iv., 117.) In common with every other boroui^h 
in the kiDgdom this number was of course largely 
increased by the Reform Bill. 
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The borough is said to have been first incorpor- 
ated as early as the reign of Henry III. The 
existing charters, however, under which the Cor- 
poration is elected are those of 27 Elizabeth (15>5) 
and 18 Charles II. (1667). The population in 
1801 was 10,989; in 1811, 14,060; in 1821, 
17,716 ; in 1S31. 20,774 ; in 1841, 25,382 ; in 1851, 
31,941 ; in 1861, 37,658 ; in 1871, 39,110.

Given at 
York the 28th February in the year of our Lord 
mcccxxvii. But th*) said Archdeacon and his 
Official have altogether neglected to execute this 
our command or to certify us of the same. Not 
willing therefore tliat our command aforesaid should 
by reason of the neglect of the said Archdeacon 
and his O.iicial lack effect in this behalf we com- 
mand and charge you on account of their neglect 
and failure in virtue of your obadience and under 
penalty of excommunication that you without 
delay diligently execute our aforesaid command in 
all its parts according to the force form and opera- 
tion of the same certifying us clearly and 
fully by your letters patent setting forth these 
before the feast of St. Petronilla the Virginf what 
you shall have done in the premises.

About the year 1300 Robert de Holland^ Lord 
Holland, built Upholland Church for a Dean aud 
Canons, and dedicated it to St. Thomas-ii-Becket. 
Very soon afterw irds, however, with the consent 

* t e., the fourth Sunday in Lent, 
t Ue., May 3L 
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of his diocesan, the Bishop of Lichfield, he changed 
the constitution of his foundation into a Bene- 
dictine Priory. T\ro of the present owners of 
land in Upholland, Afeyrick Bankea, Edq., of Win- 
Stanley, and H, 8. Woodcock^ Bsq., of Wigau> 
are descended from this Lord Holland, and 
have a right to quarter the Holland arms. This 
will be made clear by the following statement. 

Lord Holland's second son, Sir Thomas Holland, 
K.G., married Joan Plantagenet, the "Fair Maid of 
Kent,*' and liecanie Eirl of Kent. His eldest son 
married a daughter of Richard Fitzalan, Earl of 
Arundel. The sous of this marriage were child- 
less, and consequently this branch of the Hoilunds 
ended in Aliaiiore and Ellinor, sisters and co- 
heiresses of Edmund Holland, K.Q., fourth Earl of 
Kent. Of these sisters Alianore married Roger 
Mortimer, fourth Earl of March, and was the^reat. 
grandmother of Edward IV., Richard III., and 
George, Duke of Clarence. The other sister Kllinor 
married Thomas Montacute, K.G , Earl of Salisbury, 
and left one daughter, whose husband, Richard 
Nevill, became in right of his wife Earl of Salis- 
bury. Richard Nevill belonged to the Nevills of 
Brancepetb and Raby, the i:raudest and most 
historic name in the north ; he was one of the sous 
of Ralph, fir«it Earl of Westmoreland, and his 
mother was a Beaufort, his grandmother a Percy. 
The sou of Lord Salisbury, another Richard 
Nevill, became, in right of his wife Anne Beau- 
champ, Earl of Warwick, and is well known to all 
readers of history as the ** King-maker." He left 
two daughters, co-heiresses, one of whom married 
George Plantagenet, the Duke of Clarence already 
mentioned ; their daughter Margaret, Countess of 
Salisbury, the last of the Piantagenets, married Sir 
Richard Pole, and had two sons, Reginald the 
Cardinal Archbishop of Canterbury, and Henry, 
Lord Montacute. The latter left no sons. One of 
his daughters, however, Katharine Pole, married 
Sir Francis Hastings, KG , Earl of Huntingdon, a 
descendant of the Lord Hastings beheaded by 
Richard III., and an ancestor of the present Lord 
Huntingdon. Edward Hastings, a younger son of 
Katharine and her husband, allied himself to a 
family as nobly born as his own, for Barbara 
Devertuz, his wife, could trace her pedigree not 
only to Sir Walter Devereux, who fell at Bosworth, 
but to ThoxDM Greyi K.G., Marqui« of Dorset^ 



and to William Bonrchier, Exrl of Ewe and Essex, 
who could boast of a double descent from Edward 
III. Walter, the great-grandson of Edward and 
Barbara Histin^s, left hi;i daughters co- heiresses, 
and one of them married E I ward Holme, of 
Holland House, near Wigan. Their son Hugh, in 
1731, married Anne Bankes, and thus became coa- 
nected with families which hold as ((reat a position 
in the histories of Lanatshire and Cheshire as the 
Piantagenets and Mortimers, Nevills, and Poles, 
do in the history of England, for the mother of 
Anne Ba'ikes was a Cholmondeley of Vale R ^yal, 
with ToUemache blood in her veins, whilst her 
g andinother, a Legh of Lyme, claimed descent 
from names so well known M Stanley of Hooton, 
Molyneux of Sefton, Gerard of Bryo, Gerard of 
Ince, Asdheton of Ashtou, Trafford of Tratford, and 
Standish of Staudish. The Holmes had been settled 
in UphoUand since 1605 (they were thedescendant" 
of an honoured companion-in-arms of the Black 
Prince), whilst the Bankes' had purchased Win- 
stanley fro:n the Winst iuleys a^iout 1535. Anne 
Bank s, who married Hagh Holme, was eventually 
the heiress of Winstanley Hall, and the son of her 
eldest son dropped the name of Holme and took 
that of Bankes, whilst the children of her second 
pon, Edward Holme, were childless, with the ex- 
ception of Elizabeth, who in 1799 married Thomas 
Woodcock, banker, of Newburgh and Wigan. 

It is not necessary to bring the pedigree down 
later. What has been said will show that the 
landowners in Upholland already mentioned are 
not only descended from the ancient family of 
Holland of Holland, but are also entitled to 
quarter the arms.

In the proceedings of the Manchester Literary 
Club reference is made to a Leigh mathematician. 
The writer of the paper read December 17, 1877, 
refers to the mathematical diaries published during 
the last century and early in this, especially to one 
called " The Ladies* Diary " to which the Rev. T. 
P. Kirkman, of Croft Rectory, had alluded in a 
previous paper at being the oldest and most 
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yalaable. The writer continaes : — " The first 
LaDcaahire contributor to 'The Ladies* Diary' was 
Mr. John Hampton, of Leigh. He first appears 
with an answer to the prize question in 1728, and 
his last coutribation is in 1761 in an answer to a 
qnestion in spherical trigonometry. In these 36 
years he proposes five questions, four of which are 
diophantine and one geometrical. He answers 
seven questions — four diophantine and three geo- 
metrical. This gentleman was of more than 
average ability and shows a considerable mastery 
over figures for his time." Is anything more 
known of this Mr. Hampaob ? — -/i. W, J,

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[Yo. 327]— BEDFORD HOUSE AND PLATT FOLD, 
IN THE TOWNSHIP OF ATHERTON. 

Mr. Richard Guest, of Etherstone Hall, has 
kindly aeut a letter, written by his father, the late 
Mr. Richard Guest, author of Tfie Compfudioiis 
History of tlie Cotton- Manufacture^ and addressed 
to Mr. Edward Baines, the county historian. The 
letter is dated December 10th, 1834, and the writer 
says : — 

*' I believe that one part of the old honse which 
stood upon the site of my present house was built 
about the year 1600, and the other part about the 
year 1700. The most ancient part was built by Sir 
Alex. Ratcliflfe, Bart., or by some of his ancestors, 
and the other partly by a Mr. Sale and partly by 
Thomas Guest, my grandfather's grandfather, who 
left Shakerley in this parish, and came to reside 
here about the year 170i. Sir Alexander Ratcliffe 
sold this estate to one of Mr. Sale's ancestor, and 
Mr. Sale sold it to Thomas (^uest. My farm is in 
the township of Bedford. The next farm to it, as 
you walk towards the west, is Platfold. PJatfold I 
is in Atherton. A century ago Platfold formed 
three leasehold farms (leaseholders for three lives) 
under the Atherton family, viz. : Bridecake's, 
Gillibrand's, and Wright's. Upon the house be- 
longing to Bridecake's there was inscribed V"^}- 
upon the house belonging to Gillibrand's there is 
inscribed ^yX^^^noi * ^^^ ^V^^ * cowhouse or stable 
belonging to Wright's there is inscribed - 

The Atherton family have for many centuries 
been the owners of Platfold. 'I he Hgures in pencil 
on the other side of this half-sheet were copied by 
me this morning from a piece of ancient stained or 
painted glass now in the window of the house once 
called Gillibrand's.'* 

Accompanying this letter is one from Mr. T. R, 
Wetton, of Leigh, addressed to Mr. Guest giving 
the writer's "explanation " of the drawing referred 
to. ^J r. Wetton wisely took the letters to mean 
"A. T. X." slightly varied by the taste of the 
" monkish painter" who drew them. He thought 
they might be "fairly considered as the initials of 
Ad 7'e Christum f and were placed to remind the 
fami]y{and domestics of their duty to pray and 
give glory to their Saviour when passing by in per- 
formance of their family duties." Unfortunately, 
the old glass was either placed in the window the 



wrong way up and was thus drawn reversed, or the 
top side of the pencil sketch was not noted. The 
letters are plainly those forminir the Labarutn 
joined with a compend. It would be interesting 
to know who is the present possessor of this ancient 
piece of stained glass — possibly a relic of the old 
Parish Church.

On the upper end of it was picturetl a 
Held gate, and underneath there were painted the 
following lines : — 

This gate is high, yet hinders none, 
From staying or from Koing on ;

Stay, traveller*, yourselves regale 
With spirits, or with nnppy ale, 
"When you wiil go much better on.

IVo. S29.]-A RELIC OF THE FIRST SPINNING 

JENNY. 

Readers of Mr. Gaest*s Compendious History of 
the Cotton- manufacture will remember that a 
Statement by Thomas Leather, an old Leigh 
weaver, is given in the appendix. This witness, 
after describing the early attempts made by Thomas 
Highs, of Leigh, to invent a new spinning 
machine, confirms the story of the trials which 
Highs had to l)ear owing to his wife not appreci- 
ating the work in which he was engaged, ending in 
the machine he had made being broken up and 
thrown from the window into the house yard. The 
wheel of the Jenny thus destroyed was picked up 
and came into the possession of Mary Bretherton, 
a next door neighbour, at the sale of whose effects 
by Mr. Joseph Boardman, auctioneer, of Wigan 
(a brother of Mr. Thomas Boardman, fatherin-law 
to Mr. Richard Greenough, of Leigh), it was 
bought by Hecry Lowtou, of King-street. The 
shaft attached to the wheel, and which had a tooth- 
wheel at one end, was taken out and used as a 
poker. The wheel itself, of mahogany with turned 
spindles, was used by Wilkinson, blacksmith, of 
Bradslmwgate, Leigh, in the construction of a ball- 
ing machine — the first introduced into this neigh- 
V)onrhood. This machine, to which is attached the 
interesting relic of possibly the first Spinning 
Jenny, is still in the possession of Mr. Richard 
Greenough, theChairmanof the Leigh Local Hoard.

Dr. Kendrick has lately sent m3 some numbisra 
of a scarce local migazine, of which a short notice 
may be acceptable for your columns. It is en. 
titled : The Iris, or Literary and Scientific Mis- 
cellany. The first numbar is dated Wigan, Fri- 
day, March 12t;i, 1839. Price 3id. The size is 
large quarto, and each weekly number consi^t^ of 
eight pages. No. 1 opens with an "Address" by 
the Editor, who appears to be the same as the pub- 
lisher, J. Young, bookseller and statiouer. Ma ket- 
place, Wigan. Then follow an account of Lord 
Byron, a letter on a Coal Mine Explosion at Petn- 
berton, the first of a series of Fireside St tries of an 
Old Sailor, poetry, anecdotes, extracts, notices to 
readers, &c. Such is the type of the succeeding 
numbers. I will only mention a few of the articles 
as I turn over the leaves. There is a scries of 
letters discussing the evils or advantages of rail- 
ways, aud very curious reading they prove at this 
day. The most voluminous contributor to The 
Iris was a Mr. William Byrom, of Liverpool. A 
considerable part of the ** Poet's Corner" is taken 
up by him, but of more interest than his poem<3 is 
a tale which runs through several numbers and is 
entitled, *' The Legend of the Bloo ly Stone, a Tale 
of the Red Bank Fight," Mr. Byrom was pro- 
bably a native of Wigan or its neighbourhood. 
There are still several well-known burgesses of 
that name in the good old town. In several places 
we come across *' Original Lines" by J. B>oth. a 
weaver. Bottling Wood, near Wigan. These are 
rather extravagantly praised by the e<litor. In 
Nos. 4, 5, and 8 are some remarks cimdemning the 
employment of females in coal mines. No. 6 con- 
tains a report of a meeting of the Wigan Sunday 
School Society. Articles on scientific subjects on 
gaming, edncation, trades unionsj the theory of 
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language, and other sober subjects, interspersed 
with " points of humour,*' tales by the old sailor, 
and miscellaneous matter make up the contents of 
these specimens of the Wigan periodical press of 
fifty years ago. The last number which I have is 
No. 19, for July 16th. 1830. I should be glad if 
any of your readers could say how long The Iris 
lasted. —O. W. S.

On the 7th of May, 1700, letters of administra- 
tion of the estate of Catherine Legh, late of High 
Leigh, CO. Chester, were granted by the Prerogative 
Court of Canterbury to her husband Thomas Legh. 
This was evidently the Thomas Legh named in the 
pedigree of Legh of East Hall (Ormerod's Cheshire, 
HeUby's edition, I. 462) as son of Henry Legh, of 
6igh Legb, by Dorothy Turner his wife, and who 
is there said to have married " .... relict 
of Colonel Harrison." 

The object of this note is to suggest a probable 
identification of the lady in question, and of her 
first husband " Colonel Harrison." 

During tlie years 1649-1653 there were buried at 
St. Anne*s, Blackfriars, London, several children, 
described at first as children of "Colonel Thomas 
Harrison and Ratherine his wife," and later as 
children of ** Major General Thomas Harrison and

Ratherine his wife." Ono of these, a son, buried 
in 1652, was named Ralph. la 1647, a daughter, 
and in 1653 the wife, of Ralph Harrison, were also 
buried at St. Anne's, Blackfriars, after which the 
name disappears from the registers. General 
Fleetwood was also a resident of this parish at this 
period. There can be little hesitation in determin- 
ing that this Colonel, af er wards Mijor General 
Harrison, was the well known regicide, and these 
entries prove that his wife's name was GcUherine. 

On the 13th day of May, 1656, Ralph Harrison, 
then of Highgate, in the county of Middlesex, 
Esquire, made a nuncupative will, simply bequeath- 
ing an annuity of £200 to his then wife for her life, 
and making his sonin-law Thomas Harrison sole 
executor. One of the witnesses to this will was 
KaZherine Harrison, The will was proved 18 July, 
1656, in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, by 
'* Thomas Harrison, the son- in-law aud sole 
executor." On the lObh of December, 1660, letters 
to administer the goods of testator still unad- 
ministered were granted to ** Catherine Harrison, 
daughter of the testator, for that Thomas Harrison 
the executor was now also deceased." Further 
letters were granted as late as 7 May, 1700, to 
Thomas Legh, the husband and administrator of 
Catlierine Legh alias Harrison^ while she lived the 
daughter and administratrix of said Ralph Har- 
rison. 

It is perfectly clear that the wife of Thomas 
Legh was Catherine, daughter of this Ralph 
Harrison The question remaining is, was she the 
widow of the regicide Major General, o;% as he 
s«^ems better known. Colonel Thomas Harrison ? 
The weak point in the e\<idence above furnished is 
that in the record of administration she is only 
described as the daughter of Ralph Harrison. But, 
being actually so, it was sufficient to establish her 
right to administer, and there was no necessity for 
recording also the fact she was the widow of the 
man who was executed at Charing Cross less than 
two months before. Thi^ weak point, however, 
appears to vanish under the testimony of the Legh 
pedigreee, which distinctly declares that she was 
the relict of a Colonel Harrison. If, then, her 
former husband was not the regicide, who was he? 
Will some Lancashire or Cheshire antiquary reply ?

The docameaU given below may fill ap a corner 
in the Chronicle ** Scrap Book " The original is in 
the possession of Mr. Thomas Leyland, of Bag- 
lane, Chowbent. Before most of the names are the 
initials of one of the collectors, James Collier and 
James Mort,beth of whom subscribed to the paving of 
the Market- place. A cross after the names signifies 
those who paid, the names of J. Mort and Thomas 
Ridgway being the only two not thus distinguished. 
Before some of the names are the initials, ** VV. C," 
which do not correspond to any name in the list. 
Richard Hampson's subscription appears to have 
been altered from 5s. to 2s. 6d. or the reverse 
The " Withing " is, I think, an abreviation for 
Withington. A family of the name of Fildes onue 
kept the King's Head, Chowbent, and there was a 
Fildes who lived the " Two Porches." There was 
ft family, named liichardson, kept the "Bear's 
Paw Inn."

[No. ^J5.]-LO0AL MATHEMATICIANS. 
The '* Scrap Book" recently [No. 325.] contained 
an account (from the Manchester Literary Club 
Papers) of a Leigh mathematician. At the end of 
the paper referred to the writer, Mr. Morgan 
Brierley, appends a list of Lancashire mathe- 
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maticianB collected from the oontribntora to the 
Mathematical Diaries. Amongst them occur the 
followiDg : — 

James Canliffe, sen., Bolton and Westhoughton, 
contributed to LadM Diary 1795, Oentlemen*8 
Diary 1788-1803, every year inclusive. Mathe- 
matical Companion 1806 9-10 and every year to 
1827. 

Jonathan Haslam, Westhonghton, Otntlemen'a 
Diary 1820. Born 1800; died 1820. A young 
man of great promise. 

Joseph Hine, Tyldesley, Oentlemen'a Diary 1808-9 
to 1817, Mathematical Companion 1810-1M2. 
The Enquirer 1811-12-13, Leeds Correspondent 
1814-15-16. Author of a book entitled "The 
Schoolmaster " and another " Hine's Selection of 
Wordsworth *B Poems." Though not so fertile a 
contributor to the mathematical periodicals of his 
time.as some of his cotemporaries, Mr. Hine was a 
remarkable man. His father, a native of Cumber- 
land, came to Lancashire in the early years of his 
married life, and was employed as a bookkeeper 
and cashier to a firm at Tyldesley. His children 
went into the mill when very young, and in conse- 
queuce of tlie hours there received no instruction 
except only what he gave them at nights and on 
Sundays. As Joseph grew into a young man he 
became discontented with the drudgery of the mill 
and ran away from home. Ultimately he enlisted in 
the 2nd Royal Lancashire Militia, which was sent 
to Hull and from there to Plymouth. From Hull 
be sent his first contribution to the Oentlemen'a 
Diary in 1808, and in 1809 he and Jesse Winward, 
a fifer in the same regiment, addressed their oom- 
munieations from Plymouth to the editor of the 
Diary (Dr. Gregory), who complimented them 
highly on the exoeUenoe of their work. Whilst in 
the regiment he and Winward gave private instruc- 
tion to the ofllcers* children. When the war was 
over and they got their discharge Hine married 
and started a school at Plymouth, in which he was 
yery successful. Afterwards he bought a large 
house at Brixton and oommenced a boardintc-school 
there, by which he acquired (a veiy unusual thing 
in those days) a good fortune. On one occasion he 
had the misfortune to have his house burnt down, 
and what perhaps he valued more with it were 
burnt 2,000 volumes of books. Li his declining 
years he retired to a little quiet nook in Derby- 
shire where be married a third time, and died in 



1865 in the 80th year of his age. In 1809 he was 
one of three private soldiers whose names were at- 
tached to the solution of a question in the Diary, 
He and Jessie Winward got the prize in 1813 for 
answering the most difficult problem of that year — 
a problem for tlie rectification of a curve* 
Homer, it is said, sometimes nods, and as a remark- 
able instance of how men who never err when en- 
gaged in a process of purely abstract mathematical 
reasoning, can err through the misapplication of 
data when they come to apply correct theories to 
actual phenomena, it may be mentioned that in 
1815 Mr. Hine proposes the following question in 
the Oentlemens Diary : " If a uniform bar of iron, 
Oft. in length, be placed, one end upon the horizon 
and the other against a vertical wall, the angle of 
inclination is required when the pressure upon the 
horizontal plane is equal to twice the weight of the 
bai-.'* In 1816 John Butterworth and W. G« 
Homer, two of the cleverest mathematicians of 
their time, gave geometrical solutions of the ques- 
tion as If it involved no error, whereas it is utterly 
absurd. It is like saying that if two men of un - 
equal height were carrying a plank on their 
shoulders, the shorter man would have to bear 
more weight than that of the plank itself. It is 
alike astonishing that the keen intellect of Wolfen- 
den should make a similar mistake in his solution 
of question 67» Mathematical Companion, 1810, in 
respect to the angular position of greatest strength 
in a pair of canal lock-gates. 

J. Wright, of Westhonghton.— Jesse Winward, 
Westhonghton, bom 1786, died 1861. Like Hine 
Winward was a private soldier for many years. 
He was entirely self-taught and a man of great 
capacity. After leaving the army in 1816 he es- 
tablished a school in his native village of West- 
honghton and subsequently became master of the 
Grammar School at West Derby, in both of which 
places he is still remembered as a good teacher 
and an upright man. — L, W. J.

John Byrom, The Byroms were an ancient 
Lancashire family, dating from the fourteenth 
century. In this century there were three 
branches located respectively at Byrom, near 
Leigh — the original seat of the family from 
whence the name was derived — at Salford, and 
at Kersall, in Manchester. The first failed in 
the early part of the eighteenth century, the 
Salford line became extinct in 1684, while 
that of Manchester existed down to recent 
times. It is difficult to say to which branch 
the member f«r Wigan belonged, but he was 
probably connected with the eldest at Byrom 
who held considerable property in the 
vicinity of Wigan. The last of this line, 
Samuel Byrom, disposed of his estate in 1710, 
and afterwards died in poverty. Arms of 
Byrom : Argent, a chevron between three por- 
cupines sable.

THE Motion of Henry. 

The Otiicial of the Court of Canterbury by the 
prior and Chapter of Christchurch Canterbury (the 
see being vacant) to the discreet Miiatcr Walter de 
Askehy greeting in the Author of iSalvation. The 
petition of Sir Henry de Rixton Rector of the 
Church of Legh in the diocese of Coventry and 
Lichfield exhibited to us contained that whereas 
he had and has canonically obtained the said Church 
with all its rights and appurtenances and possessed 
the same so obtained for a lon^; time peaceably and 
quietly and it was to be conjectured on the part of 
the said Ilenry^ being in possession of this and 
fearing from certain causes probable and likely that 
grievious prejudice might hereafter arise to him

[No. 5^i.]— HOLAND PRIORY. 
In Dugdale^s AngUcanum Monasticon are a few 
notes on the Priory of Holand, which may be of 
interest in connection with the old Leigh docu- 
ments appearing in the '* Scrap Book," many of 
which bear the seal and signature of the Prior of 
Holand. At Holand, previous to the priory, was 
a college or chantry, consisting of a dean and 
twelve secular priests in the Church of St Thomas, 
the martyr. In 1319, this college was changed into 
a priory, consisting of a prior and ten monks. This 
was done by Walter, Bishop of Coventry and 
Lichfield (whose name also occurs in relation to the 
institution of William de Urmeston as Rector of 
Leigh), on the petition of Robert de Holand, the 
reason assigned being disagreements among the 
the canons and neglect of worship. The appoint- 
ment of priors was arranged by the monks and 



patron jointly, the monks choosing three from their 
own body, and from these three the patron elected 
the prior. At the time of the dissolution, the 
house consisted of five religious and 26 servants* 
The lands were sold to Sir John Holcroft, of Hoi- 
croft, for £344 12s. lOd. (the estimated value — 
yearly income being £18 lis. 2d., less tithes £L 
178. 3i«l.,— at twenty years' purchase, £331 Os. 
lOi.), to which was added £10 for woods. In the 
transcript of particulars of grant to Sir John Hol- 
croft occurs the following : — 

" Memord that the churche of the seyd late 
monasty wt the steple and bells and a chamber at 
the west ende of the seyd churche wt a garden to 
the same adloynyng and also the churche yarde 
there, remayne and contyune in th' use easement 
and comodytie of the tefiuts and inhflitaunts of 
Hollande and other places and hamletts there- 
abowtts adioynyng being dystaunt from theyr 
pyshe churches too, thre, or foure myles and 
some more which do use there to bery corpses of 
the seyd hamletts and townes whiche in the winter 
season and other tempestyus tymes of the yere, by 
reason of greate aboundance of waters can not con- 
venyently convey nor carry the seyd corpses to 
theyr pyshe churches to be buryed, as was de- 
clared by the seyd inhabitants before the ryght 
honorables Edwarde Erie of Derby and Robert Erie 

of Sussex, the kyngs late levetenaunts in thes

[No, ^^.]-ROMAN REMAINS NEAR A3TLEY. 
The following entry is from the unpublished 
diary of Nicholas Blundell, of Croaby, Esq. , grand- 
son of the Cavalier, 1703—1728 :— 

•«172l, Augt 28. My wife & I went to 
lodge at Astley ; we called at Fran : Farers He 
showed me a place in his ground were 'tis sup- 
posed there formerly stood a small castle, & in 
taking up the foundation (for that was all as was 
left of it) he found a large Mugg Bottle which I 
suppose held about three gallons. The mouth 
was large enough for a girl to put her hand into 
it. It had two large bows as came from the 
mouth of it to the belly, to carry it by. It was 
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of a coarse brown clay & seemed not to be 
nicely made nor well barned T*was so broke in 
digging it up that I could only judge at the sixe 
of it. He also showed me a piece of a Mugg 
which seemed to be the bottom of a Quart Jugg 
and had stamped upon it in the inside of the 
bottom these words in the character OF BASSI. 
It was made of extraordinary good mug metal 
& was, where it was broke, as red as the best 
sealing wax. The outside was not so clear a red. 
The bottom was about the thickness of half a 
crown ; the sides considerably thinner. The 
bottle was about an inch thick. He also showed 
me some pieces of tile which were of a very red 
colour A of a much better metal than any of our 
brick tiles are now made of & rery well burned. 
Some were five inches & some almost fonr inches 
as I guess, were broken into such small pieces 
(that^ one could not tell how many inches square 
they were." 
The diarist and his wife had left Crosby that 
morning, no doubt on horseback, to make a visit to 
Astley. for the purpose of celebrating, on the 29th, 
the anniversary of the wedding day of their kins- 
man John Gelibroiul, Esq. John Gelibrond 
(GiUibrand), of Astley, was an able and upright 
man and very much in the confidence of his 
relatives. Perhaps some of your local correspon- 
dents can say something of the connection of the 
family with Astley. Where was Frank Farers, the 
site of the discovery of Koman remains? There 
was a Frank Farer at that time at Lydiate, but there 
is no tradition of anything Roman having been dis- 
covered in that locality. Perhaps the author of an 
interesting paper, in the Lancashire Historic 
Society^s new issue, on "Minor Roman Stations,*' 
may be able to throw some light upon it. I sup- 
pose the letters inside the mag to be intended for 
Offidna BoMJ— "the workshop of Bassus." One 
of the following entries records : — 

*< 1721, Septr ist. Coz Gelibrond &. I went to 
look at Mr. Crumptons new house ; thence we 
went to Chorley where we met Coz Thos Gele- 
brond, Mr. Goo. Clifton, Ac." 
Abraham Crompton had been the purchaser of 
estates of Mr. Chorley forfeited for the rebellion of 
1715 Where was his new house ? There was also 
a Rev. Wm. Gelibrond, S.J., brother to Thomas 
and John, and apparently the confidential family 
friend at Crosby Hall. — T. E, Gibson.

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PREEACE. 



. With this volume — the third — the Reprints of 
the Lancashire and Cheshire historical and Genea- 
logical ^otes published in The L§igh Chronicle are 
completed. The Editor having ceased to be con- 
nected with the paper in the autumn of 1881 , the 
" Scrap Book " — ^the somewhat infelicitous title of 
the Antiquarian columns, which, till then, were 
regularly given in each week's issue — was practically 
discontinued, and the articles subsequently printed 
were so done by arrangement in order to complete 
certain articles and to make the third volume pre- 
sentable. For this delay the Editor owes many 
apologies, and desires to recognise the kind for- 
bearance of his friends. 

Antiquarian Notes were first regularly printed 
in The Leigh Chronicle in 1875. For the first two 
vears the Notes were not re-published in book form ; 
out in 1877, at the suggestiom of Mr. J. Paul 
Bylands, F.8.A., a new series was commenced, the 
Notes being reprinted for subscribers. The three 
volumes issued contain original notes equal in quan- 
tity to several hundred columns of newspaper type, 
contributed by friends both in the Old and the 
New World, and the Editor. A mere index 
of the articles printed in these volumes suggests 
how much of interest and value in connection with 
Local, County and Family History has been made 
available for the student of the past by the exist- 
ence of the ''Scrap Book" and the re-printed 
volumes. 

To all his friendly contributors the Editor 
desires to express his honest thanks Though very 
conscious of many imperfections, he can end 
the work, to him a labour of love^ with satisfaction 
mingled with regrets, believing that of his initiation 
of and six years* connection with The L^h 
Chronicle ''Scrap Book" he has, at least, no 
reason to be ashamed.

34&) 

jEFERENCE having been briefly made 
to my recent paper on the '* Minor 
Roman Stations of Lancashire'* in 
connection with the curions extract 
from the diary of Nicholas Biandell, 
of Crosby, Esq., I take this opportunity of 
explaining that both the discovery and the 
fact of the neighbourhood producing Roman 
remains are new to me. As, however, a 
Frank Farer was at that time living at Lydiat 
I see no reason why the discovery should 
not have been made at that place. True it was 
slightly out of the way of a direct journey from 
Crosby to Astley, but only some four or five miles. 
It is noticeable in the extract that the writer does 
not say that the call was made "on the way." 
There is nothing I think to contradict the assump- 
tion that Mr. Blundell and his wife first visited 
Lydiat, and then went on to Astley. The building 
of which the foundations were taken up had evi- 
dently been a* small Roman autellum, probably as 
in other examples octagonal in shape. The pottery 
descried can be clearly identified as Roman, es- 
pecially the *' Samian ware," by its resemblance to 



red sealing wax. Instead of " jugs*' these were 
'* Samian*' pattella, Bas8u$ was a well known 
potter. The stamp OF. BASSI has frequently 
been found ; four examples of it found in London 
are now in the British Museum, and another has 
been found at Eieter In London also have been 
found three examples of the potter's ware stamped 
"BASSI** simply. Mr. Gibson correctly reads 
the former as Officina Bassi The titles also seem 
unistakeably Roman. 

This discovery adds another link to the remark- 
ably scanty chain of evidence as to the Roman occu- 
pation of western Lancashire. Previously, in the 
tract of country bounded on the east by Warrington, 
Newton, Wigan, and Standish, on the north-east 
by a line drawn from Standish to the mouth of the 
Douglas, north and west by the Ribble and sea, 
and on the south by the Mersey, the only Roman 
remains found have been a hoard of silver coins at 
Tarbock, two Roman coins (one silver) at Formby, 
and a small figure, called by Dr. Leigh " Victory," 
at Upholland. Certainly a great part of the dis- 
trict was oocnpied by sand hills, bogs, and Martin 
Mere. But there was a lan^e margin left outside 
of this, and that the countiy was fairly populated 
the number of British canoes found in draining 
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Martin Mere is a proof. Some representatives of 
Roman authority if not Roman colonists, were cer- 
tain to have resided within the area named, and it U 
therefore most probable that some small Roman 
building stood formerly at Lydiate (or Lidiat). It 
is much to be wished that if any residents in this 
locality have found traces of human remains there, 
such as coins, &c., within the last few years, that 
they would put them on record. 

Of course I am aware of discoveries at Wigan 
and Standish, but it is of the tract of country west 
ef them that I have treated.

This once celebrated Spa was situated in the 
Parish of Ormskirk, but the ordnance map of to. 
day shows no such place as now existing. We 
find, however, traces of it in the nomenclature of 
the district, there being a '* Spa Farm" and " Spa 
Roughs." A full description of the Spa is con- 
tained in a very scarce duodecimo of which the 
following is the title — *' Latham Spaw in Lanca- 
shire with some remarkable cases and cures effected 
by it. London : Printed for Robert Clavel, Anno 
Dom 1670." (Title,Epistle Dedicatory xix. 72). After 
the titlo page comes the Epistle Dedicatory to the 
Rt. Honourable Charles Earl of Derby, Lord-Lieu- 
tenant of the Counties Palatines of Cheshire and 
Lancashire, &c. 

The Dedication is not deficient in the fulsome 
eulogy so common at a time when the author was 
more dependent on patronage than merit for the 
success of his literary undertaking. It begins : 
** Springs tend not more naturally to the ocean 
than this Treatise to your Lordship — the rise and 
original of it, — what" I have collected— the faults 
excepted (adds the modest author) hath been much 
out of your own observations, writ in a Stile your 
Lordship must pardon that it may live." After a 
learned dissertation on Waters in general, tho 
Epistle concludes, *' Long may you (that is His 
Lordship) live the Glory of your family ! your 
country's preservation ! and your Sovereign's re- 
pose and confidence, that at length though late you 
may be crowned with martyrs and tiie immarcible* 
reward of Loyalty and a good conscience." 

Turning to the subject matter of the work we 
find that Latham Spaw was within a mile of 
Latham House, and that it was also called Maud- 
lent Well; it was walled in with **a good free 
stone wall and defended from the violence of the 
weather with a well-ordered and decent covering 
set on necessary though no curious Fabrick of 
Wood ;" it was also " set about with trees which 
yielded a pleasant shade and there were two com- 
fortable seats about it for the patient^s repose." 

The Well was not quite a fathom in depth, and 
in it was placetl a Millstone through a round hole 
in which the Spring forced its passage, bringing 

* An ancient form of immareesaibk, 
t Probable from its being dfdicA*ed to Mary 
Magdalen. 
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Urith it clear silver sand mixed with *• such variety 
of little thin cockle shells and Periwinkles cur- 
iously filed by the penetrable quality of the Vitriol 
as the finest glass is not mofe perspicuous '* These 
shells seem rather to hare bothered our author for 
he expounds two theories, but gives no opinion of 
his own. "Some,*' he writes, "conjecture that 
the Spaw may be fed by subterraneous veins from 
the Sea, whose shore is commonly stored with such 
shells ;*' on the other hand, ** The earth may have 
such a plastick virtue as it may produce such 
shells.*' 

The water itself is described as impregnated 
with vitriol and ** some alum out of iron " (what- 
ever that may be), and not in the least saturated 
with any ill quality." 

Then follow examples of cures, amongst these 
were: The Countess of Derby. Major Henry 
No well, Deputy Governor of the Isle of Man ; Mr. 
William Blackbourn, of Billing ; Thomas Holme, 
of Slade (in Ormskirk), Monsieur Pelate, Gentle 
man of the House of the Countess of Derby ; John 
Thorp, of Chester, and John Stephen, of Newgate, 
in London. 

From the Dedif^-atory Epistle, it appears that for 
at least 20 years previous to the publication of 
this book (in 1670) this Spa was known to the 
writer, who ventures (rashly as it proved) to fore- 
tell that '* Time, the Mother of Experience, will 
commend it to Posterity." 

Cox, writing in 1720 (Magna Britannica) men- 
tions the *' Mandlen Well,'* but says that " want 
of conveniences for reception make it less fre- 
quented than it would be, for it is certain the 
drinking of the waters has done some notable 
cures.** 

The Author of the work was Edmund Porlase, 
who practised as a physician in Chester, where he 
died in 1B72. He was the son of Sir John Borlase, 
of that city, who I have little doubt was one of the 
Borlases of Cornwall. On this point I shall be 
glad of information. 

The book is one of the scarcest of Lancashire 
Books, and one not likely to be reprinted. The 
Chetham Library has a copy of the second edition 
(there were only two editions). Of the fir^t 
edition. I only know of two copies, one in my own 
library, and the other in the library of G. W. 
Napier, Esq., Alderley Edge ; but I think I may add 
that James Crossley, Esq., The President of the 



Chetham Society, has probably copies of both 
editions. 

My copy of the work has the bookplate of " E. 
W. Sergeant,'* with crest **a dolphin embowed.'^ 
which is borne by the Serge &nts of Dynton, Co. 
Bucks, and which may have been assumed by one 
of the Sergeant family of Walton-le-Dale.

and also the sanction of Master llichard de Ciaver- 
ing.

Church of Lichfield,** &c "In 1 364. Rager de 

Bradshawe was seized of the manor of West Leigh 

and presented to the Chantry o* Blackrod 

After family partition H aigh was vested in the line 
of Bradshaigh represented by the Earl of Crawford 
and Balcarres, and the other estates in Hugh 
Bradshaw, who married Margaret, daughter and 
heir of John Venlon, and had issue Sir William de 
Bradshaw, knight, whose daughter and heiress 
married Sir Riohard Harrington, knight, son of Sip 
James Harrington, brother of the Lord Harring- 
ton, K.G., of Hornby Castlo. Sir Richard was 
much employed in public affairs during the reign of 
Henry IV , whilst the white rose was in the ascen* 
dant, and principally resided at his manor house 
of Westlegh.** —L. W, J.

In the "Cavalier's Note Book," lately published, 
will be found some notes by William Blundell, of 
Crosby, compiled in 1693 for some London book- 
sellers, one of which has reference to Latham Spa 
In this note, which is probably the source of the 
pas3a(;e quoted from Cox by Colonel Fish wick. 
Mr. Blundell speaks of a notable cure '* to my cer- 
tain knowledge the greatest and the quickest that 
ever I knew to be done by any suc'i water." 

Mr. Blundell was acquainted with Dr. Borlase 
and recf^ived from him presentation copies of his 
two treatises on Latiiam Spa, though they do not 
appear to be now at Crosby. The letter of Dr- 
Borlase accompanying the first has, however, been 
preserved, and a printed copy may be seen in the 
Chester Courant "Cheshire Sheaf" (No 1244), to 
which publication it was sent at the request of the 
editor. Mr. Blnndell*s later acknowledgment o^ 
the secon'i treatise is also given, and the following 
extract seems to show that the notable cnre he was 
personally cognisant of had reference to himself. 
He says : — 

"To these waters, next unto God and my 
parents, I do certainly owe my life. *Tis now 
about four or five weeks since I gave them 
another visit by reason of our old acquaintance. 
I was pretty well when I went ; I drank them 
eleven or twelve day, and returned perfectly 
well home. Yet I find them somewhat costly, 
for my stomach is so good that I eat all before 



me. 
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It must be acknowledged that there is nothing 
very wonderful in the effect produced by this later 
visit. 

From this passage it would appear that the 
merits of Latham Spa had been discovered long 

B 



before the period named by Dr. Borlase, who 
speaks of 20 years, whereas the Spa must have 
been known at least 40 years before the publica- 
tion of his book. At all events the Cavalier's 
father died in 1631, aud from other sources we find 
that ho was very young when he experienced the 
benefit of these waters. 

Dr. Borlase published a work on the " Reduction 
of Ireland," which Mr. Blundell brought under the 
notice of Sir Richard Billings, a noted writer on 
Irish affairs. In 1675 he sent to the Doctor an ex- 
tract of a letter from Sir Richard speaking favour- 
ably of this work. The date of 1672 assigned by 
Colonel Fi-hwick for the death of Dr. Borlase must 
therefore be too early. 

One effect produced by the Latham Spa water is 
not unknown to modern frequenters of mineral 
waters. Dr. Borlase says in the treatise from« 
which Colonel Fishwick has quoted several 
passages : — 

" The old Spaw drinkers of which I met some 

of this Spaw told me cheerfully that a less 

quantity effected their business than at Tun- 

bridge, Epsom, Barnet and other Spaws." 
He goes on to say that the scent is not loath- 
some, but as he compares it to "ink" and the 
"sea shore when the tide is out" we may be per- 
mitted to doubt if it was more agreeable than we 
find similar waters at Harrogate and other places. 

The site of Latham Spa is oppposite the entrance 
of what is now called " Spaw Farm," on the other 
si'^e of the road where some cottages at present 
stand. This the writer ventures to say on the 
authority of a member of the Wilbraham family. 

The sinking of coal-shafts in the vicinity of the 
Spa was the cause of its Hisappearance early in th^ 
present century, otherwise the prophechy of Dr. 
Borlase as to its future celebrity had every chance 
! of taking effect. An inland place of resort with 
me'licinal waters would have been a great boon to 
Lanca-shire. —T, E. Oibaon.

but so it please 1 the Lord, that an old woman, the 
wife of one Ralph Heine, of the same town, aged 
about seventy years, who had not given suck for 
above twenty yea' s before, seeing and hearing the 
child, compassionated and took it up ; and having 
neither food for herself, nor for the infant, in that 
common calamity, to still the child, she laid it to 
her breast ; and behold the goodness of God, who 
pi-ovides for the young ravens that cry ! the child 
sucking, milk came into her breast, wherewith she 
nourished it, to the admiration of a]l beholders *' 



[Ko. 358 1-WINWICK OHTJBOH RHYMR 
The old rhyme which possibly for centuries has, 
in some form or the other, been repeated respect- 
ing Winwick Church Tower is fairly well known. 
The church at little Winwick, 

It stands upon a sod ; 
And when a maid is married there, 
The steeple gives a nod. 

Alas I how many ages 
There rapid flight have flown, 

Since on that high and lofty spire 
There's moved a single stone I 
The stones forming the steeple of Chesterfield 
Church have however moved, and a recent writer 
in Society, referring to the conjectures as to the 
cause of this ecclesiastical crookedness, says that 
there is a local tradition somewhat in the same 
strain as the Winwick Church Rhyme. But once 
upon a time a good and virtuous woman was 
married in Chesterlield Church, and " the steeple 
was so astonished and gratified that it bowed in 
the real Chesterfieldian fashion to the bride. This 
was so unusual a thing to do that it was not a 
matter of surprise that it failed to regain its 
equilibrium ; and the story goes on to say that it 
will not do so until another good and virtuous 
woman enters the sacred edifice !*' The other ex- 
planation is that '* Satan was once flying over 
Scarsdale and rested on the spire of Cbesterfield 
Church. Just then the incense was burning, and 
a whiff came up, which so perturbed his sable 



Majesty, that he gave a violent kick, and the blow 
knocked the steeple out of shape " Possibly the 
Winwick Rhyme suggested the first explanation, 
but certainly their is a common ''sentiment** in 
the local tradititions of both churches.

[No. 3C2.]^TRADlTlOiiS OF CHaRCHES BEING 

REMOSTED. 

The following legend of Over Church is from an 
old tract in my possession, and seeing the traditions 
of Winwick and Chesterfield, I thought it might 
add to the stock of legendary lore, much of which, 
however superstitious, is being forgotten as old 
people die out from among us. 

The church of Over in Cheshire stands about a 
mile from the more populous part of the village. 
Tradition ascribes its present position to his Satanic 
majesty. Alarmed at the pious zeal of villagers in 
attending their church so well, and fearful of losing 
his worshippers by its convenience he sought to 
avert such loss to himself by robbing them of the 
building and carrying it away bodily ; but the 
prayers of the monks prevailed against him so far 
in the act that he was glad to drop his burden as 
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quickly as possible when it fell where it now 
itands. The people of Over seem to have been 
much addicted to saperstition. ** Drunken 
Bamaby," in his **Four Jonmies to the North of 
England," states : — 

I came to Over, O profane one, 
And there I saw a Paritane one ; 
A hanging of his cat on Monday, 
For killing of a mouse on Sunday. 

The legend of the church, however, is interesting 
as a remnant of the past, and the following version 
■et in rhyme I send you. I believe the original 
copy was in possession of the late Major Egerton 
Leef(h, of High Legh, Cheshire.

I believe the old 
registers are in a good state of preservation, and 
they commence in 1558

Mr. Worsley affixes no date to this extract from 
the Manchester Mercury^ and it Would be inferred 
from the date immediately preceding it that the 
performance was either in that year or the follow- 
ing one, and that it was the first of the kind with 
the new organ (erected in 1777). The fact is, how- 
ever, that the date of this particular performance 
was in Easter Week, 1781 (the advertisement ap- 
peared in the Manchester Mercury of April 6th, 
178i), and that it was really the second time the 
'* Messiah" had been produced with the new 
organ. In the Manchester Mercury of April 10th, 
1781, the following appears : —

tram in Longendale, and other places. 

It will thus be 100 years at Easter week this

Now that centenary 
celebrations are become fashionable, why not let 
the organist and an angmented choir prepare the 
oratorio for Easter week in 1881 ?

\No. W.]-MR. E. A. SOTHERN AND HIS 
LANOASHIKE FAMILY. 

A correspondent of the Afanehester Guardian 
writes:— "It is quite true that Mr Sothern*s 
grandfather was bnried in Ecdes Old Charchyard 
The tomb in which he lies is a boied one, with 
iron palisades, and stands on the south side of the 
church, about midway between the end of the 
chancel and steeple, and only a few feet removed 
from the church walls The following is a copy of 
the inscription on the tomb : — 

' Here are interred) the bodieii of Benjamin Rothem, 
of Worsley, who died on the 2nd January, 1827, aged 
82 yean. Also of Eleanor, his wife, who died on the 
19th August, 1822, aged 72 years. Ellen, their 
daughter, who died on the 2nd of July, 1786, aged 3 
yean. William, their son, who died on the dlst 
March, 1802, aged 9 years.' 

Benjamin Sothern, the grandfather, was in the 
service of the Duke of Bridgewater, and was en- 
gaged on his Grace's canal and colliery works. He 
was the successor of the famous Brindley, and had 
the charge of the construction of the canal from 
Worsley to Leigh John Sothern, father of * Dun- 
dreary,* was a merchant in Liverpool. I am un- 
able to say at present whence the Sothern family 
came to Worsley, butthe following from the Eccles 
Church registers may be worth repeating : — * U 
July, 1636. Two children of flrancis Sutheme, of 
Maxfeilde, conerlet seller.*'* —Editor. 



llTo, 565.]— THE PIERPOINTS OP OOLBORNB 
IN THE PARISH OF WINWIOK. 

The pages of the Chronicle ** Scrap Book" afford 
numerous instances of surnames still existing in 
South Lancashire which can be traced as gentle or 
yeoman families in tlie same parishes to a very re- 
mote period, some of them even so far back as the 
thirteenth century. Among our old local families 
we may class the Pierpoints, one of whom JohnJUz 



Richard le Perponnt of Newton sealed a document 
with a seal, beariu'^ the then common device of a 
squirrel*, in the forty-thirl year of King Edward 
IIL [A.D. 1369.] This seal is engraved on Plate 
xvii. of Mr. Reamout's Seals in the Warrington 
\fu8fum and at the Museum a plaster cast of the 
seal may be seen. 

Mr. Mark Autony Lower in his "Patronymica 
Britannica ** states that the name, which is always 
Latinized by De Petro Ponte, is equivalent to onr 
indignnous Stanhridge or Stonehridge, Stone bridge* 
not being uncommon, it is evident that various 
families might take the same name in different 
parts of the country from the same circumstancet 
though we know from Domesday Book that Robert 
and Godfrey de PierrepoTii, who probably came over 

with the Conquerorf held lands in Sussex and 
Suffolk ( Colli na's Peerage), and that after the Re- 
vocation of the Edict of Nantes John and Henry 
Pierrepont arrived in London from Normandy, in 
1687, aged respectively 20 and 19, and joined the 
English army as troopers (Lower ) To return to 
the Lancashire Pierpoints, the subject of the 
present paper, John Peirpount, chaplain, was ou^ 
of the two feoffees appointed by Henry de Rinley, 
of his messuages in Culcheth, Kenyon, Croft War- 
rington, and Penketh in 1326. and apparently the 
same John de Pierpount, chaplain, witnesses deeds 
of Henry de RisUy in 1389 and again in 1397 when 
he is styled John Pierpoint, cliaplain, and John 
Perpount, chaplain. In 1397 William Pierpoint 
witnesses the same deeds. (Risley deeds ) These 
persons were probably the sons or grandsons of 
Richard Pierpoinie, who in the list of tenants of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, area 1311, appears in the 
Barony of Makerfield as holding half a carucate of 
land of ancient feoffment. (Gregson's ** Lancashire 
Fraa^ents," new edition, page 334*.) Whether

t Mr. Lower, in the work referred to, points out 
that the Pierreponts took their name not from Pierre- 
pont in the arroudiaement of Ooutance in Normandy, 
but from a caatle of tha name on the southern borden 
of Picardy and diocese of Laon, which continued in the 
family down to the time of Richard I. Evelyn Pierre- 
poiit, Becond Duke of Kingston, who died without 
issue in 1773, was descended from Sir Henry de Pierre* 
pent, who was living in the reign ot Edward L 
(Bnrke's *' Extinct Peerage.") 
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this land was called PierpoiDt or was situated near 
to a stone bridge does not appear, but it is men. 
tioned along with lande held by persons who bore 
the local names of Oof home, Winwick, I nee. Hay- 
dock, Burnhull, Hindkij, &c., and was hehi from 
Langton, tlie Baron of Newton. Documentary 
evidence is not at hand at the present time to cou- 
nect the Pterpoints above*na:ned with those whose 
names are mentioned below, but it seems more than 
probable that they are of the same family, &«nd 
possibly held parts of the lauds of the Richard 
Pierpoint of 1311. The paper, of which the follow- 
ing is a copy, is in the possession of Mr. J. P. Ear* 
waker, M.A , F.S.A., and has been lent by him fur 
publication here.

The name appears not unfrequently in the Leigh 
parish registers, its earliest occurrence being 
the baptism of Robert Pierpoint on 10 l^ebruary, 
1562-3. Probably the Winwick registers, if 
examined, would be found to contain the prin- 
cipal records of the marriages, births and burials 
of the Golbome Pierpointa. 

The most prominent member of the Golbome 
family, and probably the one who was the most widely 
respected was the late Benjamin Pierpoint, Esquire, 
of St. Austin's, Warrington, an active magistrate 
for the County of Lancaster, and Mayor of War* 
rington in 1849-50, who is said to have held a 
greater number of local public offices of trust than 
any other gentleman in the neighbourhood. Mr. 
Pierpoint, who removed from Golborne to War- 
rington early in life, died 15 March, 1877, leaving, 
by his wife Frances, daughter of Thomas Oreen, 
Esq., of Warrington, one son and two daughters.

Whitehead means by quoting the legend of Over 
Church from *' an old tract'* in his possession, and 
stating that the "original copy " of *'the legend o^ 
the church " in rhyme '*was in the possession of 
Major Egerton Leigh, of High Legh, Cheshire." 
The truth is that the verses were composed by 
Major Egerton Leigh, and are to be found in his 
well-known collection of " Ballads and Legends of 
Cheshire," pubUshed in 1867. —E, 



[No, 5ff7.] — OVBB CHURCH AND DRUNKEN 

BARNABT. 

A communication in the "Scrap Book*' (No. 
362) contains the following statement: — '*The 
people of Over appear to have been much addicted 
to superstition. ' Drunken Bamaby,' in his ' Four 
Journies to the North of England,' states : — 

' I came to Over, O profane one. 
And there I saw a Puritane one ; 
A hanging of his cat on Monday, 
For killing of a mouse on Sunday.' " 

Not having any recollection of Over being men- 
I tioned in *' Barnabee's Journal," and feeling quite 
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Bare that Banbury was the town named as the 
scene of the cat-hanj^og episode, I referred and 
found that on both points my impression was 
correct. The town of Over is not once mentioned 
in any of the four journeys. The quotation is from 
the fourth stanza of the first part. Here is the 
stanza : - 

" In my progrease travelling North nrard, 
Taking^ my farewell oth' Southward, 
To Banbery came I, O prophane one ! 
Wliere I saw a Puritane one, 
Hanging of his Cat on Monday, 
For killing of a Mouse on Sonday.** 

Over may have been given over to supersbitution, 
but Banbury was noted for its "Puritane ones," 
and figured in Bishop Corbet's and Cleveland's 
satirical poems as well as in Bruthwait. 

I should be glad if some of your correspondents 
were to point out the origin of the legeud of the 
"Puritan and his Cat." There is a song relating 
the story, but I think it is of later date than 
"Barnabee's Journal." The earliest allusion to it is 
in Bruthwait's ''Strappado for the Devil," 1615.

The extracts given below include the whole of 
the entries in Auhmole's diary which relate to 
Freemasonry. The local interest which attaches 
to the entry of 16 October, 1646, will cause the 
later ones to be interesting to many of the readers 
of these Notes, who are not Freemasons, more par. 
ticularly as the facts recorded have not before ap- 
peared in print in a collected form. The present 
extracts have recently been copied from the 
original manuscript which is preserved in the Bod- 
leian Library at Oxford, and are here printed with 
all the abbreviations, &c., exactly as in the diary 
itself. 

•'1646. Oct : 16. 4H. 30' p.m. I was made a 
Free Mason at Warrington in Lancashire with 
Coll: Henry Mainwaring of Karincham in 
Cheshire.

(1547), and 
along with the Will there are inventories of the 
goods of Thurstan Tyldesley. then deceased, taken 
the 4th of July, 1st Mary (1553). As an illustra- 
tion (says the Editor) of the numbers and value of 
the live stock, and the nature of the household 
goods of a Lancashire esquire in the middle of the 
16th century, we print the items of the in- 
ventory of '* all the goodes and cattells " remain- 
ing at Myrescough after the death of this member 
of the old local family of Tyldesley.

[rro, 37f,] A MAXCHE3TBR HBROINE. 
The London Pilot, of December 8th, 1814. quotes 
from the Manchester Herald the following account 
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of a heroine in humble life, whose story has been 
overlooked by the compilers of similar narratives : — 
** On Friday last, a middle-aged woman applied 
for relief at the Churchwarden's office, in this 
town, and on being questioned as to her present 
situation, and her former life, she proved to be of 
that description of heroines, of which Hannah 
Snell and Christiana Davies, have cut so con- 
spicuous A figure in English biography, and which 
Joan of Arc, and several others, particularly in the 
vevolationary war, have done in that of France. 
It appears, that when a girl, she was in the habit 
of wearing boy*s clothes, in which dress she served 
her father, William Roberts (who is a bricklayer), 
as a labourer ; and, being tall of her age, when 
about 14 years old, she enlisted as a soldier into 
the 15th light dragoons. Probably her extreme 
youth and healthy appearance might occasion a 
laxity of attention, for she passed muster without 
her sex being discovered. In the course of two 
months, she learned her exercise sufficiently for 
aU the purposes of parade ; the rough riding 
master declaring her the best rider in the squad of 
recruits with whom she was taught; which she 
imputes to the circa mstaace of having been used 
to mount, undaunted, to the top of high buildings, 
when attending on her father She remained with 
the 15th light dragoons, in which she progressively 
attained the ranks of corporal and serjeant, for 21 
years ; her sex all the time remaining a secret to 
every one. Perhaps the care she was under of 
guarding it had the good effect of producing that 
regularity and orderly condact which recom- 
mended the pretended ' William Roberts ' to the 
favonr and protection of the officers, and procured 
her promotion. When she had been a soldier 21 
years, the Colonel of the regiment tendered her 
discharge, which she demurred the acceptance of ; 
bnt being under size, by her own consent, she was 
transferred to the 37th regiment of foot» which 
regiment she joined in 1800, at the island of St. 
Yincent^s^ in the West Indies, where, soon after, 
■he was taken seriously ill (for the first time in 
her military career), of the yellow fever, when 
wanting some of those attentions which would in. 
evitably lead to a discovery of her sex, she was 
obliged to intrust the secret she had so well kept, 
to the wife of a sergeant, at a time she expected 
nothing but death. She, however, recovered, and 
having no longer even a nominal claim to man- 



hood, she was obliged to resume feminine habili- 
ments ; but, still enamoured of a military life, as 
she could no longer be a soldier herself, she be- 
came, in May, 1801. the wife of one, a private in 
the 37th foot, of the name of Taylor, by whom the 
Amazon has since had three children ; still follow, 
ing the fortune of war through various climates, 
during which she was, with her husband, two 
years in a prison in France, from which they were 
released in July last, in consequence of tbe peace. 
On the day she landed from the cartel, her 
husband died, and this martial heroine is now a 
widow, still anxious, as she says, to follow a 
camp, as the most pleasant life of which she can 
conceive In the course of her military career she 
has visited many distant parts of the globe, and 
has been in many actions, and received several 
wounds, which, however, were not severe, and 
in parts of the body which did not betray her sex. 
A scar from a sabre, which* graces her head, and 
the mark where a musket ball was extracted from 
her leg are honourable testimonials of her service ; 
but sher says that the two years she spent in a 
French prison were far mare difficult to support, 
and did her constitution more injury than her 
voyage to the East and West Indies, h» r march 
from the R d Sea through Egypt, or her campaigns 
in Flanders, in Spain, and in Italy. She is, how- 
ever, in eicellent spirits, and * fights her battles 
o'er again.* with all the ardour of Goldsmith's old 
veteran, who 'shouldered his crutch, and shew'd 
how fields were won.' Having been informed, by 
a gentleman in office, of th<* circumstance of such a 
woman having been relieved at the overseers 
board, the writer of this article could not resist the 
curiosity with which he was excited, which 
prompted him to see and converse with a woman 
who had passed throngh life in so uncommon a 
manner. His curiosity was gratified ; he found her 
an inmate in the house of her father, Leestreetf 
Newton - lane ; she and her aged mothei* 
were employed in washing linen in a room up one 
pair of stairs. He did not see the father (who, it 
appears, had attended with the heroin«) at the 
weekly board), but the mother fully corroborated 
all the circumstances of the daughter's story ; 
which was repeated in the intervals of the wash ■ 
ing operation. She is in fall hope of obtaining the 
pensions allowed to soldiers for long and faithful 
Services ; to which, we think, she is fully and

fairly entitled. The proper testimoniala, we 
nnderstand. are sent up, to be laid before the 
Commander-ia-Chief, in order to attain it, as well 
as to procure the arrears of her husband's pay* 
which had accumulated whilst ho was in the 
French prison. We are aware that we have ex.

Mr. W. Dobson gives in the Preston Ouardian 
'* Notes'* the following instances of a curious ren- 
tal. He says : — *' A few days ago I had the oppor- 
tunity of inspecting a deed relating to some pro- 
perty on the south side of Church-street, Preston. 



It was ' a lease for three lives, and for the term of 
eleven years after the death of the survivor of such 
lives.* This deed was made in 1760, in the reign 
of George the Second, but the lease had originally 
begun in the reign of George the First. The lease 
was for the rent of ' ten shillings and two Oood fa^ 
boon heru yearly, or one shilling iu lieu thereof 
during the remainder of the said term,' and a 
wordy clause follows to the effect 'and the cove, 
nants and agreements therein contained, and all 
Edifices, Buildings, Yards, Backsides, Ways, 
Waters, Watercourses, Libertys, Easements, 
Profits, Privileges, Comoditys, and Advantages 
whatsoever to the said Messuage or D veiling- house. 
Tenements, Hereditaments, and Premises as afore, 
said described, or any part thereof belonging or in 
any wise appertaining or Accepted, Reputed, 
taken, or known to be as part, parcel, or member 
thereof, or of any part thereof. To have and to 
hold,' &c. . . . and there is a further clause 
that the purchase is subject to the payment to the 
previous owners of the annual rent of a pepper

No, 376.]- A MANUSCRIPT VOLUME OF TBB 
ARMS AND QUARTERINGS OF THE HOL- 
OROFT FAMILY PAINTKD IN GOLD AND 
COLOURS IN THE YEAR 1600. 

It is worth while calling attention to Harleiaa 
MS. No. 1,947, which is a small quarto of tea 
leaves of vellum beautifully illuminated with 
shields of arms by Mercury Patten, Bluemantle 
Pursuivant of Arms in the year 1600. To the 
vellum pages is prefixed a paper title page in* 
scribed : — 

"Nomina, Insignia, Etymologiie, Insigniumqc 
Descriptiones, Gallioe, Latine & Anglice, vnius- 
cuiusqz Scuti, pertine'tis ad Digniss* : vimm 
Thomam Holcrof t de Holoroft, in Oomitatn Lan- 
castrensi, Armigerum.'* 

Mercury Patten was created Bluemantle Pursui- 
vant 22 October, 1597, but his patent was not dated 
until 8 May, 1604. He sold his office to Henry St. 
George, whose patent is dated 23 December, 1611. 
His arms were Lozongy sable and ermine. Noble, 
in his History qftlie CoUege of Arms, states that 
Patten had been patronized by Lord Burleigh, who 
marked him down as a proper person for the office 
of Rouge Croix or Blue Idantle, and adds that it is 
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not possible to judge of hisreMon for declining the 
hopes of preferment in the College of Arms. Mr. 
Beamont supposes him to have been a member of 
the family now represented by Lord Winmarleigh, 
whose arms he bore. 

The first page in this interesting manuscript is 
occupied by a shield, mantled gules and doubled 
argent, containing the following eight quarterings : 
1. — Argent, a cross engrailed sable, within a bor- 
dure engrailed of the ^ame charged with twelve 
fleurs-de-lys or. [Holcroft]. 2. — Argent, an eagle 
with wings elevated sable, preying upon an infant 
proper, swaddled gules, banded or, [Gulcheth]. 
3. — Argent a squirrel sejant gules, eating a nut or. 
[Horbon]. 4. — Quarterly argent and gules, in the 
first quarter a mullet sable. [Mascy of Rixton] 
5. — Argent, on a bend sable three covered cups of 
the field, purfled or. [Riiton]. 6 — Gules, a fesse 
argent between three falcons of the same, mem. 
bered and belled or. [Penington]. 7. — Argent, on 
a fesse gules three bezants [Jennings]. 8.— Gules, 
a bnll*s head cabossed argent, attired or. [Dunston]. 
On an esquire*s helm a wreath argent and sable, 
thereon a raven with wings expanded sable 
ducally gorged or, holding in the dexter claw a 
sword erect, blade proper, hilt and pomel gold. 

On the next page is a shield of the arms of Hol- 
croft alone, the border being charged with only 
eleven fleurs-de-lys. The shield is accompanied by 
blazons of the arms in French, Latin and English, 
and this supposed derivation of the name : — 

"Etymologia — Saxonic* Holcroft, ab Hol, 
id est Cavum & Kruft, id est Campus, Arbori- 
bus circundatus, vel septus. A lowe and hollow 
feeld, or seat, sett rounde with Trees.'* 

On the next page are the arms of Gulcheth || with 
blazons in French, Latin and English, and this in- 
correct derivation* : — "Gallicum, Mens precipuus 
vel princeps. The chefe or hed hyll." 

Then follow on each of the remaining leaves of 
vellum the shields of Horton, Mascy, Ryxton, 
Pynnington, Jenninges, and Duston, with the 
blazons in three languages, and the derivations of

the surnames as before. These eight separate 
shields of arms are without crests or other orna- 
ment of any kind, but are beautifully depicted in 
gold, silver, and colours. 

The volume, which has been recently very hand- 
somely bound in morocco, is signed on the last 
vellum leaf: "Mercury Patten, Bluemantel, saln- 
tis 1600." 

There is one very evident and curious error in 
this manuscript, which is that Thomas Holcroft 
should be styled on the title page, " of Holcroft, in 
the county of Lancaster,** when he was in reality 
"of Vale Royal, in the county of Ghester f. 
Esquire, "being afterwards knighted by King James 
at York, 17th April, 1603.»* He was the son of 
the more celebrated Sir Thomas Holcroft, by 
Juliani, daughter and heiress of Nicholas Jennings, 
Alderman of London, who brought the Jennings 
and Duston quarterings into the Holcroft achieve- 
ment> 

Sir Thomas Holcroft (son of Sir Thomas and 
Juliana) was twice married, and at his death § left 
an only child, Thomas Holcroft, Esquire, who 
married but died without issue when this branch 
of the Holcroft family became extinct. 

Alderman Jennings, the father of Juliana, the 
wife of Sir Thomas Holcroft, senior, according to 
Harleian MS. 2017 bore for arms : — Quarterly 1 
and 4 Argent, on a fesse gules three bezants ; in 
chief a mullet sable. 2 and 3. Gules a bull's head 
cabossed [argent] attired or. The crest being on a 
wreath a demi-lion erased at the loins azure hold- 
ing a mace erect [untinctured]. This crest seems 
to have been occasionally used by the Holcrofts, 
for a slight modification of it appears in some MSS* 
as ** Holcrott's new crest." 

It will have been observed by the reader who is 
conversant with the Holcroft armorial bearings 
that the golden flenrs<le lys in the border of the

REPRESENTATION.— CtoNTiNUEt) (See Not. 330, 
335, 338, 340, 313, 353« and previous articles.) 

BOROUGH OP OLITHEROB. 
Clithbroe was not represented in Parliament till 
I. Elizabeth, 1559. Thence till the year 1832 it 
returned two members, but from the period of the 
first Reform Bill until the present has sent one 
only. 

Before the passing of the great Act of Reform, 
this was one of the numerous close family Boroughs 
in which the Parliamentary franchise was prac- 
tically in the hands of one or more of the leading 
families of the district. In the seventeenth cen- 
tury the representation was shared between the 
Asshetons and the Listers (since Lords Ribblesdale), 
who were then the proprietors of the Borough. The 
Assheton interest passed by marriage early in the 
eighteenth century to the Ourzons (afterwards Vis- 
counts Curzon and since Earls Howe), while later 
on Lord Ribblesdale sold his moiety of the estate 
to Cust Lord Brownlow. At the first the elections 
for the Borough were disputed between the nomi- 
nees of the rival proprietors ; but towards the 
middle of the last century a compromise was agreed 
to by which each party was to return a member. 
This arrangement lasted until the Reform Bill 
practically put an end to the close Borough 
system. 

The right of election in this Borough has several 
times been disputed and determined upon by the 
House of Commons. In 1660, upon a contested re 
turn between Colonel William White and William 
Hulton, Esq., the committee reported : — July 16, 
1660, "That the right of election is in the free 
burghers and not in the freemen at large," and 
Mr. Hulton, who it seems was returned by the 
former only, was declared duly elected. At the 
general election the following year the contest was 
renewed, the committee declaring : — Feb. 4, 
1661*2, ''That the right of election was in such 



freeholders only who held estates for life or in fee." 
Sir Ralph Assheton was unseated, and his rival, 
Colonel Ambrose Pudsoy, pronounced duly elected. 
At a bye-election, which took place in 1693, the 
question was again raised, the Hon. Fitton Gerard 
and John Weddell, Esq., being candi- 
dates. Petitions being presented, eventu- 
ally an agreement was come to on both sides, and 
sanctioned by the House :— Feb. 2, 1693-4, ''That 
the right of election was in the Bailiffs, Bur- 
gesses, and Freemen of the said Borough. That 
the burgesses were such as had in any lands or 
houses in the borough, an estate of freehold or 
inheritance, and they were of two sorts — out-bur- 
gesses, who lived out of the borough, and in- bur- 
gesses, who lived in the borough, and had such 
estate in houses or land there ; and both these had 
the right of electing. The freemen were such as 
lived in the houses within the borough as tenants ; 
and they had the right of electing when the land- 
lords did not vote for the^e houses, but when they 
did, the tenants had no right of electing." The 
election of Mr. Gerard was declared void, and a 
new writ ordered to issue. This agreement governed 
all after elections until 1832, when the franchise of 
Clitheroe was assimilated to that of all other 
boroughs in the kingdom. 

The freemen entitled to vote under the old 
system numbered, towards the close of the last 
century, 42. In 1826, however, they are said to 
have stood at 90. 

The Act of 1832, which reduced the members of 
Clitheroe from two to one, declared the boundaries 
of the Parliamentary Borough to comprehend *' the 
respective chapelries of Downham and Clitheroe, 
and the four townships of Whalley, Wiswall, 
Pendleton, and Henthorn Little-Mitton-and-Cold- 
coats." By the Act of 1868, they consist of 
"Chatbum, Downham, Clitheroe, Mearley, Whal- 
ley, Wiswell, Pendleton, Mitton, Henthorn, Twis- 
ton, Worston, and Coldcoats.*' 

The population of Clitheroe was in 1801, 1,368 • 
1811, 1,767; 1821, 3,213; 1831, 5,213; 1841, 
10,395 ; 1851, 11,479; 1861, 10,864 ; 1871, 11,780.

The abstract given below is taken from an old 
volume of wills preserved at the Bishop's Registry 
in Chester. The Cald walls make an early appear* 
ance in the Grappenhall P.irish Registers for the 
very first bap* ism recorded is that of " Thomas 
Caldwall of Thelwall" on the 18th March, 1574 
[1573 4], and on August 22nd, 1574, we find the 
marriage of Henry Caldwall and Anne Sotherne. 
On December 17th, 1598, Thomas Caldwall of 
Thelwall and Margerie Nuttall of Mobbetley were 
married at Mobberley. This was very probably a 
near relative of the Rev. John Caldwall, B.A., 
Rector of Winwick and of Mobberley, of whom an 
interesting account is given in Mr. Beamont*s 
History of Winwick, 2nd edit., page 33, with a 
copy of his nuncupative will.

In the old bill, printed in Note No. 378, the 
concert was announced to be given at " the Theatre 
at the Golden Lion." This inn formerly stood in 
Bradshawgate, then known as Windmill-street, at 
the corner of the way leading to Down Croft ; it 
was subsequently moved a few yards westward, 
and when the present '* Lord Nelson Ion " was 
buih by Mr. Wilkinson, Auctioneer, the license 
was transferred to the new house and the old 
"Golden Lion'* was abolished. It is worth noting 
that the Comedy and Farce at the Theatre in the 
Golden Lion Yard on April 13, 1778, were *'pre« 
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seated (gratis)." This was done advisedly and 
was the common practice with strolling players, 
who, to erade beinc; sent to prison as rogues and 
vagabonds presented plays to their audience gratis, 
charging them only for the concert.

From personal knowledge, the editor of these Notes 
can further state that about 1870 or 1871, the 
remaining printed sheets, forming the six volumes 
of this stupendous poem, and weighing upwards of 
/our to)i8, were sold as waste paper to Mr John 
Knight, of Newton, on the undertaking that they 
were to be destroyed, and they were accordingly 
consigned to the paper mill and remanufactured.

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[No. 5»9.]-A LOCAL ASSIGNMENT IN 
BANKRUPTCY-1638. 

A parchment deed in the possession of the Exiitor 
is an assignment for the benefit of creditors made 
by Henry Towers of Hulme in the year 1638. 
Most of the creditors were local men, and one of 
the trustees was Thomas Blackburneoi Newton le- 
Willows Esquire, the builder of Newton Hall, the 
half timbered moated building close to Newton 
Bridge Station and now used as a farmhouse. A 
cipher diary kept by this Mr. Blackburne is now 
in the library of bis descendant Col. J. Ireland - 
Blackburne, M P. The deed slightly abstracted 
is as follows : — ** This Indenture made ti>e sixth 
day of December in the fourteenth year^* of the 
raigne of our most gracious soveraign Lord Charles 
by the grace of God &o. Anno Dm' 1638 Between 
Henry Toxoers of Hulme in the Countie of Lan- 
caster yeoman upon the one ptio And Thomas 
Blackburne of Newtou-in-Makertield in the Couutie 
of Lancaster aforesaid gent, and Jofm Towers of 
Hulme aforesaid husbamlinan upon the other ptie 
WITNESSETH that the said Henry Totoers for divers 
good purposes and considerarons him hereunto 
moving and especially for that the said Henry 
Towers oweth divers good sumes of money to 
several persons hereinafter named and expressed 
and mynding to give satisfaction to his Creditors 
so far re as his powers and abilities will extend hath 
therefore upon trust and confidence only given 
granted demised and confirmed &o. unto the said

1797. 

In a Note printed in the Preston Guardian 
"Historical Notes" Mr. Charles Hardwick, of 
Manchester, writes : — 

" A few days ago Mr. G. A. Thoms, of London, 
addressed a note to me, in which he says :— * The 
enclosed paragraph will interest you, referring as 
it does to the neighbourhood of Preston. Do you 
happen to know anything about the subsequent 
career of the self -elected prisoner ? I shall be glad 
if yon can tell me some particulars of the curious 



whim, or refer me to a work containing mention of 
the case.' ** 

" The paragraph enclosed, which has been cut 
from a newspaper, and the date '1797* appended, 
is as follows : — * Some time since Mr. Powyss, of 
Morcham, near Preston, Lancashire, advertisetl a 
reward of an annuity of £50 a year for life to any 
man who would undertake to live seven yearn 
underground without seeing anything human, and 
to let his toe and finger nails grow, with his hair 
and beard, during the whole time. Apartments 
were prepared underground, very commodious, 
with a cold bath, a chamber organ, as many books 
as the occupier pleased, and provisions served from 
his own table. Whenever the recluse wanted any 
convenience he was to ring a bell, and it was pro- 
vided for him. Singular as this residence may 
appear, an occupier offered himself, and is now in 
his fourth year of probation ; he is a labouring 
man, who has a large family, all of whom are main- 
tained by Mr. Powyss.* ** 

** I have a very vague sort of recollection that in 
my boyish days some such hermit was talked 
about ; but I have no recollection now, if I ever 
had any, of the locality to which the story re- 
ferred. An older Prestonian than myself says he 
has a perfect recollection of some such hermit tale, 
but he is equally oblivious as to its location. I 
can find no name at all answering, in the environs 
of Preston or even in the county, to the Morcham 
of the newspaper paragraph, except Morecambe 
Bay. The present * Morecambe ' is a very recently- 
built town, a watering-place extension of the village 
of Heysham, famous for its picturesquely situated 
ruin of a diminutive Anglo-Saxon chapel and its 
ancient stone coffins cut out of the solid rock. But 
here I can find no recorded tradition or docu- 
mentary statement respecting such a hermit, or of 
any gentleman of the name of Powyss. Indeed, I 
cannot find a person or family of that name in any 
Lancashire history. My first impression was that 
the word ' Lancashire ' had been inserted in error, 
and that the story might refer to the neighbour- 
hood of one of the numerous other Prestons 
situated in several counties in England. But I 
find on consulting Dugdale*s Gazeteer of England 
and Wales, that there is no township, hamlet, or 
other local term which can represent 'Morcham,* 
except the one to which I have referred. It is just 
possible the name may have merely referred to the 
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geniletnan's residenoai. and not to any particttUr 
hamlet or township. Can any of your readers 
throw any light on the subject ? " 

The Editor of the Pretton Guardian Notes calls 
attention to the following record of a marriage at 
Penwortham in 1797 which throws alight upon the 
inquiry of Mr. Hard wick, and posaibly identifies 
the *' Mr. Powys. of Moroham, near Preston '* : ^ 
"Dec. 5, 1797. By special license, at Pen- 
wortham, CO. Lancaster, the Hon. Thomas Powys, 
eldest son of Lord Lilford, to Miss Atherton 
eldest daughter aod heiress of the late 
Robert Vernon Atherton, Esq., of Atherton Hall, 
in that county.'' 

The Editor remarks that he does not know any 
place or mansion named " Morcham" thereaboats, 
but the above would account for the fact of the 
residence of the Hon. Thos. Powys in this part of 
Lancashire about the year 1797. 

It is very probable that the Mr. Powys who 
made the singular offer of an annuity to any person 
who would consent to live seven years under- 
ground was the Hon. Thomas Puwys who by his 
marriage with Henrietta Maria, eldest daughter 
and sole heiress of Robert Vornon Atherton 
Qwillym, Esq., of Atherton and Bewsey conveyed 
the Atherton and Leigh estates to the ancestor 
of the present Lord Lilford.

Below are given abstracts of eight local wills 
preserved in the Probate Court at Chester. Of 
these the first two, beaides possessing some local 
genealogical interest, are curious as showing the 
origin, in our own district, of surnames formed by 
the addition of "son*' or '* daughter" to the 
Christian name of the father, at the beginning of the 
seventeenth century It will be remembered, by 
readers of Notes and Queries, that, in the year 
1879, Mr. W. D. Pink, Mr. J. E. Bailey, and Mr. 
Ellis, communicated notes to that magazine on 
this very subject, under the heading ** Daughter** 
as a Feminine Surname TerminaUve, and the wills 
■ow given in abstract show how thoroughly some 



of our local yeoman families carried out this system 
of nomencliture, jast as the Russiins do in the 
present day. The second will yields the foUowing 
pedigree from which it would appear that Harrison 
was about to become the fixed surname of this

It is to be regretted that this plan of arbitrarily 
taking these ambiguous surnames was ever adopted 
for it seems certain that the gaps which are to be 
found in some of our local pedigrees at this period 
might be filled by some such wills as the above, 
had we only the means of ascertainiog the real 
family names of the testators. 

The next two wills relate to the yeoman family 
of Qreene or Green, resident in the neighbourhood 
of Leigh for several centuries. In one of the two 
wills Simon Bradshawe, of Pennington, is men- 
tioned ; no doubt a near relation of Simon Brad* 
shawe, of Pennington, curate of Leigh in 1562, who 
died in or about 1576, and whose will is printed in 
article No 37 of the ** Chronicle Scrap Book." 

John Harrison, of Limerick, had a sm;ill property 
at Church Chris tic ton, in Broxton Hundred, oo. 
Chester. 

The most interesting will of this small series iB 
that of John Ashworth, rector of Warrington, who 
was buned at his parish church, 7 December, 
1607. as '* John Ashworthe Parson of Warrington,*' 
Mr. Beamont, in his Warrington Church NoieSf 
1878, page 64, gives some interesting partionlara of 
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this Rector, who was Vicar of Bolton le-Sanda 
before be was presented to Warrington. The will 
proves that the surmise that Nathan Ash worths 
Master of Warrington Grammar School, was the 
Rector's son, is a correct one We are also in- 
formed by the will that Rector Ashworth*8 wife 
was Jane an Entwisle and that, besides his son 
Nathan, he had issne Abel Ash worth*, John Ash* 
worthf, and fonr daughters then living, Hester, 
Christian, Mary, and Elizabeth ||. At the time the 
will was made Mrs. Ashworth was enceinte and 
her daughter Priscilla, who was baptised at War.

Mr Ashworth mentions his brother James [A^sh- 
worth], his brothers*in-lAw Ralph Smith, Richard 
Entwisle, and Abel Entwisle. John Wakefield, 
Master of the Grammar School, Nathan Ash worth's 
predecessor, is noticed in a paper by the late Mr. 
John Fitchett Marsh, which is printed in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Hist. Soc. of Lane. & Chesh., Vol. 
VUI page 51. His burial took place at Warring- 
ton Church, 30 May, 1606. Randle Blankhurst. 
of Warrington, also named in Ashworth's will was 
murdered in 1635 by his wife and one Jehu 
Makant, who suffered for the crime.** The in- 
▼entory of Rector Ashworth's goods is not an 
extensive one, but it includes an item for ''Books 
in the study jS5." which one'woold like to have 
had particularised. 

The last two wills are those of Anthony 
Dnnbabin, a well-to-do Warrington woollen 
draper, and of Ralph Dunbabin, another mem- 
ber of the same family. The inventory of 
Anthony which amounts to £325: 16: 8d. is not 
only large in comparison with the Rector's 
(£6S : 19 : 8.) but with those of many of the gentry 
of the same period. The Dunbabins sometimes 
wrote themselves Donbavand; one of them pub-

by Kitchen, at the beginnning or middle of the 

last century. A copy of this scarce engraving and 

the original oil painting from which it was taken 

may be seen in the Warrington Museum. In the 

middle of the town Trinity Chapel stands out ooa- 

spicuously ; to the right the old Parish Church, 

with its ugly tapering leaden cupola, long since 

removed, may be seen, and to the left of Trinity 

Chapel is a building which looks like a church but 

which is most probably the Old Court House. 

Warrington Bridge and the Bridge House, Bank 

Hall, Bank Glass Quay Works, and Bank Quay 

Flour Mills are very easily identified, and other 

prominent houses could, no doubt, be made out 

by a little research.

LANOASHIHE MAUSHALLa— No. L 

I submit th^ following notes to your readers in 
the hope that by recording the little I have been 
able to collect concerning this name in Lancashire 
I may induce some local antiquary to render a mora 
exact account of those who have borne it. The 
only merit I can daim for these disjecta membra is 
that they are new, none of the following notes 
having, so far as I am aware, been printed by any 
one interested in Lancashire genealogy. 

A considerable family of the name was resident 
at, and in the neighbourhood of Cartmel during 
the 17th and I8th centuries. The following in- 
scriptions are from monuments in Cartmel Church : 

Here lyes y« Body of Mr. John MarshaU late of 
Aynsom, who died the 5^ day of October, 
1729, in the 7^ year of his age. 
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Here lyes y* Body of Mr. Henrn/ Marshall late 
of AynBom, who died the 9*** day of Ian vary, 
1736, in the 42<i yeare of his age. 

Katharine Marshall^ buried the 22 Day of Ivne, 
1714. 

Here lyes y' body of Mr. Edward Marshall son 
of Mr. John Marshall of Aynsom, who died the 
22n day of December, 172S, in the 38**» year of 
his age. 

Here lyes y' Body of Margaret Marshall relict of 
Mr. John Marshall of Aynsome, who died the 
23rd day of February, 1735, in the 75**» year of 
her age. 

The following inscription is on a brass chandelier 
in the church : — 

The ^ift of Margaret the relict of Mr. John 
Marshall\a,ie of Aynsome to the Parish Church 
of Gartmel. Anno Domini 1734. 
This is accompanied by the following extraordinary 
coat of arms, on a lozenge : — Quarterly. 1. Per 
pale Or and Vert, a lion rampant Oules. 2 and 3. 
Argentt two bars Oules, a canton Ermine, 4 Or, (?) 
ifiree chevrons, {Gules or Sable ?) ; a label of five 
points over alL Impaling : Ermine, a chevron Sable, 
The first quarter is the coat of the MitrshaUs, Earls 
of Pembroke, a coat the right to use which 
ceased except as a (quartering to the descen. 
dants of their co*heirs on the extinction of that 
earldom. The second and third quarters are 
evidently intended for the coat of the Yorkshire 
Marshalls. The fourth the coat of De Clare, 
quartered by the children of William Marshall, 
Earl of Pembroke, in right of bis marriage with 
Isabel de Clare« daughter and heir of Richard, 
Earl of Pembroke, the celebrated Strongbow. Any- 
one conversant with ancient heraldic bearings will 
see at once that whoever bore this coat must have 
been one of the most impertinent of pretenders, 
indeed it is, with one exception, the only instance j 
have met with of its usurpation. That instance is 
the pretence to bear it of one William Marshall (*) 
of Newton Kyme. co. York, a militia colonel, whose 
daughter and heir married Randal Gossip, who as- 
sumed the name of Hatfield. William Marshall 
was descended of a respectable family of yeomen, 
long resident at Tadcaster, and certainly not en- 
titled to this coat, nor so far as can be ascertained 
to any coat at all. That the Yorkshire Marshalls who

bore, Barry of six Argent and Sable, a canton Er- 
mine, the original no doubt of the second and third 
quarters, had any connnection with the Earls of 
Pembroke is too absurd to be worth more than 
passing notice. 

I have taken some trouble to find out who the 
Aypsom Marshalls really were, and some of the 
"Richmond Wills" now at Somerset House, lead 
me to believe that they were a yeoman family, 
pretty numerous in that district, with no pretence 
to coat armour, till the benefactress of the parish 
chandelier adopted by its gift a useful and not 
very expensive method of asserting their nobility, 
or as we should now call it gentility, and thus per- 
petuating a fraudulent coat of arms for the benefit 

of her posterity.

A correspondent in the Preston Guardian writes : 
**The hermitage mentioned by Mr Charles Hard- 
wick is in the grounds at Conishead Priory. I 
remember my father in- law, who was brought up 
in that district, telling me about forty years ago 
the same story, nearly in bhe same words as your 
paragraph. I think the word ' Morcham* would be 
used in consequence of the only road from Lan- 
caster to the Priory being across the sands in 
Morecambe Bay. The hermitage is still standing . 
An old friend who left the district about three 
years ago, tells me the story is believed in the dia- 
trict at the present time. I never heard the name 
of Powys mentioned, but Mr Powys might have 
owned the Conishead Estate previous to the Brad- 
dyll family.

exiated in earlier centuries in that country. I 
shall feel much intereated to aee other recorda of 



the Mathera of the 14th and 15th centuriea. The 
folio wincT i3 the communication :^ 

"American Lec^atiou, Berlin, March 23, 1881. 
My dear air, — Your letter of February 28th ia 
received, and the results of my inquiries and 
examinations are a«i follows. The Berlin directory, 
which of course is by far the largest in Germany, 
and which doubtless embodies every name to be 
found in the directory of any Gjrinan city, does not 
contain the name Mather. It contains one 
"Mater" also a large number of ** Mathes.** 
*• Mathen" and ** Mathewe" the last of which cor- 
responds to ** Mathew* or ** Mathew.* As to 
Genealogical or Historical Societies which woul i 
throw any light on the subject there are none ; 
only those of * noble lineage' can obtain such infor* 
mation, and for these it is supplied by the Heralds* 
Acet or Heralds Office. I am firm in the belief that 
you will Ha<l nothing whatever in Germany throw 
ing any light on your family genealogy. From all 
my experience of Germans and Germany I should 
say that the name is not at all of German 
character. That your ancestors ten centuries ago 
were roaming in the forests of Germany is not un- 
likely ; but to obtain any more definite information 
will I think be impossible. As to using the press 
I do not think that at all feasible. It would have 
to be done by advertising, and would in all proba- 
bility bring nothing of the slightest worth to you. 
Regretting that this answer must surely disappoint

The picturesque old church at Warbnrton, with 
its great oak-beams and roof-trees, and its small 
windows is, in part, many centuries old, and we 
are carried back to a very primitive state of things 
when we notice the hat-pegs, or rather hooks, made 
from stags* horns, very probably grown in the dis- 
trict. 

The oldest date about the building is upon the 
font cover : — 1595, m.n. — i r.— ^-t. — the font itpelf 
being inscribed 

WILLI AM DRINK 
WATER THE 
KEEPER 

though what William Drinkwater was ''keeper** 
of is not clear. In an old pew there is neatly 
carved P.R. 1680; but the date which possesses 
the greatest interest is recorded in the following 
verse, from the pen of the present Mr. Warburton, 
of Arley, engraved upon a brass plate — 

1645. 
The Date which a Stone of this Building bore. 
Till weathered by Time and the Winds of Heaven, 
Was graven above on the Wall onoe more, 
One thousand eight hundred and seventy seven. 

Besides the large and very ancient stone coffin 
in the churchyard there is an old stone carved 
with a cross of peculiar form, but it is without in* 
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scription. The saodial is also with oat iascriptioa. 
There are monuments to the families of Ellam, 
Newton, Heyes, Davies, Coleshill, Rothwell, 
Powles, Hatch, Stelfox, Barton, Craven, Sutton, 
Collins, Drink water of Bent, Davenport, Win- 
Stanley, Withnall, Aspden, Shaw, Taylor, Kay of 
Warburton Park, Beckett, Massey, Hant, Kinsey, 
Carroll, Pearson. Ringrose, &c., &c., and those of 
which the following are copies : —

COMMONWEAL rH-A.D. 1654. 

I send you for publication in The Ghronkle his- 
torical column a transcript of an old document, 
illustrating instructively the relative value of 
rated property in the difierent hundreds and 
parishes of this county during the period of the 
Commonwealth. La an old small quarto mann. 
script book of the 17th century I find, as the prin- 
cipal contents, a statement in detail of the propor- 
tional assessments of each hundred, parish, and 
township of the County of Lancaster for the public 
taxes mentioned at the date of the writing, which 
is in the style of the Stuart period, and in one 
place in the manuscript the year " 1654 ' occurs. 
This small book of written memoranda is in a 
vellum cover, and upon the first two or three leaves 
are inscribed the names of several successive 
owners. It appears to have originally belonged to 
the yeoman family of Hodgson of Euxton in Loy-

land parish. In a later style of caligraphy than 

the matters entered in the book is several times 

written the name "John Hodgson, his Book/* 

varied once to "John Hodson, his book, Amen, 

1690." Other owners have been — "James Pern- 

berton, his Booke," "William Woodcock," "Peter 

Worden,*' &c. But these assessment tables have 

been written out by some accustomed scribe who 

signs at the end of the statement the initials, 

W. G.. thus :— " i^nw p' [per] me, W. G.'* As 

the document seems complete, it is worth printing 

as a record of the relative amounts paid by all the 

divisions and towns in Lancashire to the public 

taxation at the date named.

[The plain English of the above is, that when the 
County of Lancaster had to pay at that period to 
the tax called the Fifteenths the total sum of £329 
15s. 3id, the Hundred of Derby paid of that 
amount £106 9s. 6Ad.; that of Leyland, £30 12s. 
8d. ; Salford, £41 Ids. 4d. ; Blackburn, £47 Is 7d.; 
Amounderncss. £58 9s 2d ; and Lonsdale Hun- 
dred, £45 9d. Thus the hundred of West Derby 
in 1654 had assessed estate of the most value ; 
next in order came the hundred of Amoundernesa ; 
then Blackburn ; then Lonsdale ; next Salford, and 
last, Leyland. It is rather surprising to note that 
Salford Hundred, now the richest, was in the time 
of the Commonwealth reckoned the poorest of the 
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divisions of Lancashire exeepting the small agricul- 
tural hundred of Ley land ; whilst Amounderness 
stood second of the six hundreds in assessed value, 
and Blackburn third. The same fact is seen in 
another table of this assessment printed next, 
which shows that upon the charges for the military 
muster, if the whole county had to pay £500, 
Derby Hundred paid £120 ; Amounderness, JS95 ; 
Blackburn, £90 ; Lonsdale, JESO ; Salford. £10 ; and 
Ley Ian J, £45. Having in the above tables printed 
the amounts of the several assessments as they are 
written in the manuscript, we may give the re- 
mainder in modem style, and in a narrative form* 
with numeral figures, as more convenient both for 
printer and reader.]

[No. 4^.]-THE TYLDE3LEY MONUMENT AT 

WIGAN. 

A correspondent of the Wigan Observer quotes 
the following letter, which was printed in the 
Chester Courant in 1750, and gives a description of 
the Tyldesley Monument in Wigan Lane as it then 
existed. The writer of the letter, which is dated 
May 20th, 1750, says :— 

'* For many years I have had frequent occasion 
to travel from Cheshire through Wigan to the 
north-east parts of Lancashire, and in my journeys 
always with due regard took notice of a column 
placed about a quarter of a mile to the north of 
Wigan, in the hedge or fence on the east side of 
Wigan lane ; this, about seventy years ago was 
erected to the memory of an approved warrior and 
gallant loyalist, who about thirty years before, on 
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that very spot, bravely died courageoasly fighting 
for his rightful Prince, who was then in arms near 
the centre of Kngland, endeavouring to recover his 
kingdoms from a horrid and bloody usurpation. 

"The pillar was of hewn stone, plain and quad- 
rangular, rising from a projecting base ; and od its 
top, upon the neck of a conic pedestal, a stone 
globe. On the front of it, towards t'.e west, was a 
vacancy of about eighteen inches sqnare and two 
inches deep, which seemed to have contained some 
inscribed marble or flat stone which had been in- 
juriously carried off ; yet the column was left, and 
still served to perpetuate the fame of the worthy 
gentleman who in that place so honouraiily but 
immaturely felL 

" Some time ago I was again passing that way, 
and, to my no little surprise, observed that the 
monument itself was likewise taken down and 
totally moved away, so that its situation is not 
now to be discerned. It seemed strange to me 
that this column should be ordered to be destroyed, 
as it was intended to commemorate as remarkable 
an action as most that happened during those civil 
wars ; and especially as it made mention of that 
noble and valiant commander who was the glory of 
Lancashire (not to say of Britain) and likewise the 
honour of bis ancient race, viz , ' James, the seventh 
Earl of Derby, who (as justly saith a modern 
genealogist) was a person highly accomplished with 
learning, prudence, loyalty, and valour, whereof 
he gave signal proofs thereof on several occasions 
in the civil wars; especially in that memorable 
encounter in Wigan-lane, where with 600 horse he 
maintained a fight of two hours against 3,000 horse 
and foot, commanded by Colonel Lilbume ; and 
though in that action he received seven shots on 
his breastplate, thirteen cuts on his beaver, five or 
six wounds on his arms and shoulders, and bad 
two horses killed under him, yet he made his way 
to his soveieign, King Charles the Second, then to 
Worcester.* 

*' As I have a regard for inscriptions, memorials, 
&c., I was very desirous to eome at a sii^ht of what 
had once been placed here, and, after much trouble 
and inquiry, at length got intelligence of it and was 
informed that it had been hid for sever il years in 
a little ale-house not far distant from its once 
proper station ; it was a black marble of the dimen- 
sions of the hollow sqnare above described ; the 
letters had been gilded, but now much injured, yet 



with some difficulty I could make out the inscrip* 
tion, which is lineally and literally as follows : — 
"A high Act of Gratitude erected this Monument, & 

ConToighs the 
Memory of Sir Thomas Tvldesley to Posterity. 
Who served K : C : let : as Left : Col : at EdghiU Battel! ; 

After raised 

Regiments of Horse, Foot, & Dragoona 

And for the desperate Storming Burton upon Trent, 

Over a Bridge of 36 Arches, * 

Received the Honour of Knighthood. 

He afterwards served in all the Warrs in great Command 

Was Govemonr of Litchfield 

And followed the Fortune of the Crown through the 8 

Kingdoms. 
Would never Compound with the Rebels, though strongly 

invested 

And on the 25th of Aug : Anno 1660, 

Was hwe slain, Commanding as Major General under 

E : of Dbbby. 

To whom the grateful Erector 

Alex : Riobt, Esq : was Comet : 

And when he was High Sheriff of the County of Lancaster 

Anno 1679, placed this high Obligation 

On the whole Family of the Ttldeslbts." 

The monument was subsequently treated with more 

respect, and a new tablet inserted bearing a similar 

inscription, which still remains. The pillar itself 

was restored and surrounded by an iron railing.

llTo. 4^.]—TBE BURIAL REGISTER OP 
BETHESDA INDEP£^a>ENT CHAPEL, 
LEIGH. 

In the present possession of the Deacons of the 
Leigh Congregational Church is the Burial Regis- 
ter of the old Bethesda Chapel, in Newton- street. 
The Register was somewhat untidily, but yet 
carefully kept, and with it are two ruled plans 
showing the arrangement of the graves. The 
earliest entry was in 1815. The first few 
entries, up to 1827, appear to have been 
copied from an older book, or more probably 
from the Grave Book. Subsequently the Re- 
gister was, with exceptions hereafter mentioned, 
rogularly kept, until the ground was closed for 
interments in 1856. In order to identifiy the 
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position of the graves, it will be siifficient to note 
that the original burjring ground was divided from 
north to south into 27 spaces, and from west to 
east into seven spaces, in all 189 graves, with 12 
extra spaces (Nos. 190-201) on the east side. This 
old ground was well filled, and extra ground had 
to be arranged, which contained 35 spaces — seven 
from north to south, and five from west to east. 
The numbering of the graves began in the north- 
west angle of each ground ; the rows being num- 
bered 1 to 27, 28 to 64, and so on. A copy of this, 
probably the oldest Nonconformist Register in 
Leigh, will possibly be of more than usuiJ interest, 
many of the entries bridging over between the 
living and the dead. Mr. W. D. Pink has care- 
fully copied the entries and compared them with 
the Grave Book. The first portion of the Register 
is given below, the numbers prefixed being the 
numbers of the graves. — Editor,

Sir Ralph Assheton, according to Wotton, was 
born 9 July, 1626.

(Chetham Society Vol. vii, ) — Sir Ralph was loyal. He 
was knighted by King Charles I., and after the 
Restoration was created a baronet, his patent 
being dated 17 August, 1660. He sat as M.P. for 
Cntherbe from the Restoration to the time of his 
death, which took place 23 April, 1665. Sir Ralph 
married Anne, daughter of Sir Ralph Assheton, of 
Whalley, by whom he had issue three sons and

JAMKS I. 

The original deed, of which the following is a 
copy, has recently been rescued from doing duty as 
a book cover, and has bejn purchased by the 
Warrington Museum. It possesses some local in- 
terest, and also is curious as showing the ingenuity 
of the lawyer who drew it in multiplying words in 
order to enable him to increase the charge for 
•'drafting** and " fair writing" the document. 

Edmund Relsall who makes the deed is easily 
identified by the pedigree of KeUall oj Bradshaw 
Hall, given in Earwaker's ** History of East 
Cheshire,*' Vol. i.. p. 194. He was baptized at 
Cheadle Church, 15 July, 1567, being the second 
son of Beginald Kelsall, of Bradshaw. In April. 
161 7» he succeeded to the Bradshaw property on 
the death of his elder brother, James, without 
issue. On 5 July, 1635, he was buried at Cheadle, 
and he appears among the burials on that day in 
the parish register, as ** Mr. Edmund Kelsall." 
Mr. Shallcross would no doubt be one of the family 
of Shallcross, whose property adjoined the Cheshire 
parish of Taxal, and who were much connected 
with the county of Chester. — M,

\yo. 445.1— LUDDITB RIOTS IN LANGASHIRE 

IN 1812. 

The riots created by the machine-breakers, 
known as Luddites, in Lancashire and Yorkshire 
and other counties, in the year 1812, were nume- 
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roas, and very serioas. The following notices of 
duiturbaucea in Lancashire in that year are copied 
from a contemporary record. One of the leaders 
wu William Walker, who was commonly desig- 
nated *' General Ludd.*' 

"At Manchester, on the 8th of April, a Tery 
serions distarbaiice took place in conseqaenoe of a 
meeting of merchants which had been advertised 
to address the Prince Regent, thanking him for 
continuing the present Ministers in office. Some 
thousands of the lower orders, principally weavers, 
assembled early in the morning, and destroyed the 
furniture, &c., in the Elxchange-room, where the 
meeting was to have been held. Abont eleven 
o*ciock the military were called in, and at one 
o'clock the Uiot Act was read. The merchants 
afterwards met at the Police-office, and voted their 
address undisturbed. There was a partial disturb- 
ance on the 15th, in conseqnence of the high price 
of potatoes, which terminated without bloodshed. 

'*Oo the 18th April, the calico printing works 
of McHsrs. Burton and Middleton were attacked by 
a numerous mob, who fired musketry into the fac* 
tory. Messrs. Burton had prepared for defence ; 
and at the first volley five of the rioters fell, and 
several were wounded. By this resolute conduct 
the rioters were dispersed. But a large body as- 
B'tmhled next day from Oldham, armed with gans, 
piclcaxes, and scythes, vowing vengeance. About 
l'>0 horse and foot having previously arrived from 
Manchester, the factory had been made into a 
>>arrack ; and the rioters, finding it impregnablcf 
proceeded to the house of Mr. Enanuel Burton, 
whose life they had threatened. He had prudently 
left his dwelling, which soon presented a scene of 
conflagration. The soldiers 6red, and twelve of 
the rioters, it is reported, were killed, and many 
wounded. 

** At West Houghton Mr. Roe's weaving manu- 
factory has been burnt down.— At New Oross and 
Knott Mill, large mobs entered the shops and 
houses, taking meal, flour, and potatoes, with every 
other article that fell in their way. — At Elccles, 
shops were shut up. The passengers and coach- 
man of the Liverpool coach were assailed with 
stones as they passed through. 

"April 24th. — About four in the afternoon a 
large body of malcontents attacked the factory of 
Messrs. Wray aiul DiiucufF, at W^est Houghton, 
which they immediately set on tire, when the 



whole building, with its valuable machinery, was 
burnt to the ground. The damage is immense, the 
building alone having cost £6,000. Not one of the 
incendiaries were taken, not a soldier being in that 
part of the country. 

" Apnl 80, at Liverpool, about 500 persons had 
collected at Mr. M. 61adstone*s ropery, where 
patent machinery is used, with the intent, it is 
supposed, of destroying the same, but were in- 
duced to disperse without doing any material 
damage. 

** An extensive organisation had been formed in 
the counties of York, Lancaster, and Chester, and 
unlawful oaths administered of a most horrible 
nature. The period for a general outbreak was 
fixed between the 1st and 4th of May. Oovem- 
ment are in possession of all the facts, which will 
probably come out on the trial of the rioters (100 
in number) now in Cheshire and Lancashire gaols. 
A special commission has been issued. The organis- 
ation was discovered thus : Attempts having been 
made to seduce many of the military from their 
duty, instructions were given to a sergeant in the 
Bolton Local Militia to associate vrith the rioters, 
and give them hopes of attaching him to their in- 
terest. The bait succeeded. The man was invited 
to several of their nocturnal meetings, where he 
learnt that their object was to organise a general 
and simultaneous rising in the disturbed districts ; 
.he obtained their private signals ; witnessed the 
administration of their oaths ; and occasionally 
communicated such information to the magistrates 
as frustrated many of the nocturnal schemes of the 
rioters. At length, having acquired every par- 
ticular respecting their conspiracy, the names of 
their leaders, principally mechanics, and the 
amount of their funds, orders were issued for 
their apprehension. About 22 were taken into 
custody, and committed to Lancaster Castle. It is 
ascertained that 12,000 persons had taken the oath. 
Eight persons have been committed to prison at 
Manchester, for administering oaths and rioting, 
since the 17th. 

"June 13th — Eight rioters who were convicted 
at the Special Assizes at Lancaster, viz , J. Smith, 
T. Kerfoot, J. Fletcher, A. Charlson, J. Howarth, 
J. Lee, T. Hoyle, and Hannah Smith (for stealing 
potatoes), underwent their sentence. While in 
confinement, they manifested the greatest indiffer- 
ence, but were at length brought to a sense' of 
tbtii condition, and died penitent." 
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'* Jane 18. — Between eleven and twelve o'clock, 
Mr. Nadin, assisted by military, took into castody 
and seized the papers of 38 persons, unlawfally 
assembled at a public house in Ancoats-lane, Man- 
chester. They stated the object of their meeting 
to be for the purpose of petitioning for Peace and 
Parliamentary Reform, but their papers and books 
appeared to be of a different tendency. The whole 
38 have been committed to Lancaster to take their 
trials for having administered the unlawful oath, 
known by the term of 'Twisting in.' ** 

"June 21. — A deputation of gentlemen from 
Lancashire have communicated to Govemmenti 
that the Luddites have established several forges 
in that county, for the manufacture of pikes and 
darts, a sample of which the gentlemen have in 
their possession." 

"August. — At the Lancaster Assizes, in an 
action brought by Messrs. Wroe and Duncuft 
against the Hundred of Salford, for the recovery of 
the amount of their loss sustained by the destruc- 
tion of their weaving mill at West Houghton, ^ 
short time ago, by a mob, who set it on fire, a 
verdict was given for the plaintiffs in the full 
amount of damages, upwards of £7,000.*' 

The Luddites oath was as follows : — "I, A, J9., 
of my own voluntary will do declare and swear, 
that 1 never will reveal to any person or personsf 
in any place or places, under the canopy of 
Heaven, the names of any of the persons compos- 
ing the Secret Committee, either by word, deed, 
sign, or by address, marks, complexion, or any 
other thing that may lead to the discovery of the 
uane under the penalty of being put out of the 
world by the first brother whom I may meet, and 
of having my name and character blotted out of 
existence ; and 1 do further swear, that I will use 
my utmost endeavours to punish with death any 
traitor or traitors who may rise up against us, 
though he should fly to the utmost verge of exis- 
tence. So help me Grod to keep this Oath invio- 
Ute." — X.

[No. 4^.]-FAMILY OF MBE OF PEOVER. 

In 1864 or 1865 a genealogical enquiry led me to 
visit the church of Little Peovcr, near Kuutsford* 
I then copied the following inscriptions on stones 
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in the charchyard. As at that time the inscrip- 
tions were scaroely legible, owing to the action of 
the weather upon the soft saadstones upon which 
they were cat) it is most prob ible that by this time 
they are almost if not entirely obliterated. They 
do not appear in Ormerod's "Cheshire," aad I 
therefore make a note of them in your "Scrap 
Book/' The only pedigree of any family of this 
name, so far as I know, is a brief notice in the 
" Herald and (Genealogist," Vol. iii., p. 410, com- 
municated to that publication by the Rev. Samuel 
Lysous, F.S.A., and headed *' Lord Palmerston*B 
Maternal Ancestry." Whether these Mee's were 
of the same family is a question which some local 
genealogist may be able to answer. 
Near the tower : — 

**Mary the wife of Hugh Mee of Peover, junr,- 
Daughter of John Stretch was buried the 22nd 
day of Febr 1680." 

"Martha Mee. April the 8, 1651." 

** Samuel Mee was buried the 8 day of March 
in the yeare 1653." 

Near the east end of the church : — 

" Here lyeth the body of Richard Mee of Over 
Peover, Gent., who died 30»*» of July, 1738, in 
the 65^^ year of his age. [Here follows the text 
" I heard a voice saying, etc.**] And also Jane 
his Wife who dyed y« 7^^ of Jan7 1746. Aged 
76.*' 

*' The body of Samuel Mee son of Rich^ Mee k 
Jane his wife of Over Peover is deposited here 
who departed this life on the ... of Septr 1752. 
Aged 25 years. Be thou always ready.*' 

"Here lyeth Mary the wife of Hugh Mee 
daughter of Captain Richard Orantham, Esqr. 
who departed this life the 26 Day of Obr Anno 
Dom. 1689. Here lyeth the body of Alice the 
wife of Hugh Mee of Great Peover who had by 
her 10 children, 4 sons and 6 daughters, and she 
departed July the 17**» Alio Dom. 1650." 

"Here lyeth the body of Marie the second 

wife of Hugh [Mee'] of Peover, and 

children, which departed ... of April *^

[ITc. -^I]-OHURCHYARD EPITAPHS IN 
LANCASHIRE AND OHESHIRB. 

At the west end of Alderley Charoh, oo. Cheater, 
18 an inscription npon a gravestone of a black* 
smith — John Henshall, of Nether Alderley, who 
died December 25, 1844, aged 77 years. The in- 
scription, which has been often printed, reads :•— 

My Sledge and Hammer lie deolin'd. 
My Bellows, too, have lost their wind ; 
My Fire extinct, my Forge deoay'd, 
My Vice is in the dost all laid ; 
My Coal is spent, my Iron is gone. 
My Nails are drove, my work is done, 
My Fire-dried corpse lies here at rest. 
My Bool, Smoke-like, soars to be blest. 

This inscription is often thought to bo original, but 
it is by DO means so. The first six lines are cer- 
tainly on a stone at Longnor marking the grave of 



Isaac Bagshaw, a blac1« smith of Hardingsbooth, 
who died March 1, 1799, aged 78 years. The same 
lines are npon gravestones, among other places, at 
Rochdale, Carisbrook, Feltham (Sussex), Both- 
well (Scotland), and West Ham (Essex). 

At Providence Independent Chapel, Rochdale, is 
the following really poetical epitaph written by 
Mr. Roby, the banker, to mark the grave of his 
infant son and daughter : — 

Farewell, sweet babes, upon a mother*s breast 

Te past life's hour of fretfulness and pain ; 

Death bids you on this colder bosom rest. 

Herald of bliss, unutterable gain, 

His touch was life I In robes of triumph drest. 

Sinless and Spotless, — A Saviour's death 

The fountain open'd. — Wash'd from every stain. 

Each spirit ere its last expiring breath, 

As o'er its eye balls burst eternal day. 

Left its first cherub smile to linger on its clay 1 

In the Parish Churchyard of Rochdale is an in- 
scription of a kind which seems sadly out of place 
and contrasts markedly with that printed above : — 

Here lies Ja Oreen, 
Who arch has been. 
And drove a gainful trade, 
With pow'rf ul Death, 
Till out of breath. 
He threw away his spade. 
When Death beheld his comrade yield. 
He, like a cunning knave, 
Came soft as wind 
Poor Jo. behind 
And push'd him int' his grave. 
Reader, one tear, if thou hast one in store. 
Since Jo. Green's tongue and chin can wag no more. 

In the same churchyard the life history of a 
father of many responsibilities is thus recorded : — 

Samuel Whipp, dyed the 23rd of December, 170<). 
Also here lies Ye bodi of John Whipp, with 10th of 
his children, who had eighteen by one woman, he de- 
parted this life the 21(;h of March, in the 47th year of 
his age, 1719. 

The following epitaph on a " muchly-married " 
man is also from Rochdale Churchyard : — 

Here lieth the body of Nathan Stott of Hade^, who 
departed this life, April Ye 14th, 1727. Aged 84. 
Also Mary, his Sixth wife, dyed Feb. 9th, age 1 60, 
Anno 1732. 

In the Baptist Burial Ground, at Goodahaw, co. 
Lane, remains a stone thus inscribed : — 
Richard Hudson, departed this life 
April 7th. 1755. in the 6Ut year of bis Age. 
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My Body lies interred here 
My Soul is gone, if yoa*d know where 
Tis to be banished from Ood's Face, 
Unless Salvation's all of Grace : 
But if Salvation- work is done, 
And Sinners saved by grace alone, 
God will have glory thos you see, 
By saning guilty sinful me. 

In the same Burial Ground is one of the worst 
specimens of the ** comic epitaph " to be found in 
Lancashire. It grimly records : — 

John Nuttall 
Lies here, and that's 
enough, the candl's out | also 
the snuff, his Soul's with God, 
you need not fear ; and what 
remains is interd here. 
He died Nour, the 24th. 1766. Aged 39. 

How different are these detailed records to the 
inscription in Tetbary Church, oo. Gloucester^ 
which simply records : — " In a vault underneath lie 
several of the Saundersos late of this pariah. Par- 
ticulars the last day will diaolose. Amen.*'

BOROUGH OF NBWTON. 

Newton in the Willows or Newton in-BAaker* 
field, in the parish of Winwick, retomed for the 
first ttme mem bers to Parliament in the same year 
as Clitheroe, 1 Elis., 1669, and oon tinned nntil 
disfranchised by the Eeform Act, 2 William IV., 
1832. 

Although possessing for so long the Parlia- 
mentary privilege Newton was never incorporated, 
nor was there any reason for supposing it to 
be a borough by prescriptive right. Until 1680 it 
had not even a corporate seal, but in that year 
Bichard Legh, ESsq., then recently become Loi^ of 
the Manor, supplied the defect by giving as the 
boiongh arms his own crest — "Out of a ducal 
coronet a ram*s head holding an elm sprig in its 
mouth." 

From first to last Newton was one of the close or 
Proprietary Boroughs in which the representative 
interest, while nominally in the hands of a limited 
number of the inhabitants, practically was at the 
disposal of the Lords of the Manor, who exercised 
the sole political influence and nominated the 
members. When first enfranchised the manor was 
vested in the family of Langton, barons of Newton 
and lords of Walton, from whom in the first years 
of the seventeenth century it passed by marriage 
to the Fleetwoods of Penwortham, and later on in 
the same century, by purchase, to the Leghs of 
Lyme, who still hold it. 

The franchise of the borough being thus limited 
there were but few contested elections. Previous 
to 1797 only two petitions were presented, and 
neither of them was followed by any particular 
result, or afforded any light as to the right of 
election. But at a bye-election in Sept., 1797, the 
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seat being contested between T. L. Brooke and 
Peter Patten, ESsqs., the former was returned by a 
majority of 39 votes against 27* Mr Patten and 
certain electors in his interest petitioned, and 
statements as to the right of election were delivered 
in by the contending parties. That for the pe- 
titioDer asserted that " the right was exdnsively 
vested in the freemen, or burgesses, of the borough 
— that is to say, in any house, building, or lands 
within the borough, of the value of 40b a year and 
upwards ; and in case of joint tenants, or tenants 
in common, no more than one person had a right 
to vote for one and the same house or tenement." 
That for >he sitting member, stated the right to 
be "in persons having an estate of freehold, or for 
a term, or residue of a term, of 99 years ornp« 
wards, determinable on one or more life or lives, 
.in any messuages, lands, or tenements within the 
borough.** 

On Dec. 11, 1797i the committee came to the 
resolution "That the right of election for the 
borough of Newton in the County Palatine of Lan« 
caster, is exclusively in the freemen or burgessea 
of the said borough, that is to say, in any person 
seised gf a corporeal estate of freehold, in any 
house, building, or lands, within the borough, of 
the value of 40s. a year and upwards, and in case 
of joint tenants, or tenants in common, no more 
than one person had a right to vote for one and the 
same house or teoement.*' The sitting member 
was therefore unseated, and Peter Patten, Esq , 
declared duly elected. This decision governed all 
future elections untill the disfranchisement of the 
borough. 

Before the last-named contest the nominal 
electors of the borough numbered about 36. A 
slight increase followed upon the decision of the 
House of Commons, and when the Reform Act 
passed the number stood at about 60. 

The population of Newton prior to its dis- 
franchisement was as follows : — In 1801, 1,466 ; in 
18U, 1,589; in 1821. 1643; in 1831, 2,139. Less 
than 500 of these however inhabited what may be 
termed the Parliamentary area. In 1861 the 
population was 5,909 ; in 1871 it had risen to 
11,110, and the census of 1881 exhibits a still 
further increase to 29, 189, Newton being thus one 
of the very few of the disfranchised boroughs in 
which a marked increase of population has taken 
place since the loss of the Parliamentary privilege.

CHURCH. 

Two small parchments recently lent to the 
Editor give some facts as to the old gallery in 
Wigan Church. The first deed, which we print 
in full, is as follows : — 

To ALL Xtian people to whom these presents 
shall come Greeting Whereas the Right 
Reverend ffather in God Nicholas Lord Bishopp 
of Chester & Rector of Wigan in the County of 
Lancaster and Dyocesse of Chester Did by his 
Letters Testimoniall under his scale episcopall 
Dated att Chester aforesaid the twenty ffoworth 
day of March last past and in the Third yeare of 
his Consecracon Grant his fTuU Lycence leave & 
authority to the Mayor Recorder Curate and 
Churchwardens of Wigan aforesaid or any three 
of them to contract with and appoint any such 
skilful Artificer as they should Approve of to 
erect and build a Loft or Gallery on the south 
side of the body of the Parish Church of Wigan 
aforesaid with a convenient staircase to the 
same to the end convenient seates or pewes 
might be made therein & disposed of to the vso 
of the inhabitants and parrishioners there at the 
discretion of the said Mayor Recorder Curate & 
Churchwardens And Whereas the said Mayor 
Recorder Curate &, Churchwardens Did there- 
upon contract with and appoint mee Adam 
Cooper of Wigan aforesaid Architecte to erect & 
build the said Loft or Gallery & Staircase and 
to dispose of the seates or pewes therein att the 
rates and prices in the said contract and appoint- 
ment limitted and directed which said Lioft or 
Gallery & Staircase being now by mee erected 
accordingly And by the said Mayor Recorder 
Curate & Churchwardes approved of Now Knowe 
yee therefore that I the said Adam Gooppx for & 
in consideracon of the sume of Six pounds and 
Tenno shillings of lawfuU money of England to 
mee in hand paid before the sealeing and delivery 
cf ihese presents by John Parr of Wigan afore- 
laid Dyer the receipt whereof I do hereby ac- 



knowledge Have bargained sold & disposcil of (as 
much as in mee is) and by these presents Doe 
bargain sell & dispose of the ffiCth <fc sixth Seates 
or pewes in the seacond halfe Arch of the said 
Loft or Gallery (vizt) 37 : and 3S : Together with 
the use benefit k advantage of the said staircase 
and all the rights privilcdges & advantages there- 
unto belonging or in any wise appertaineing to 
the said John Parr his heires & assignes To 
HAVE hold use occupie possesse & enjoy the same 
to the vse of th»! said John Parr his heires & 
assignes ffor ever In Witness whereof I have 
hereunto putt my hand & Seale this Second day 
of November in the yeare of our 1/ord God one 
thousand six hundred ninety and twoe. 
(Signed, on the parchment. ) Adam Coofbr 
(Signed, below pendant seal.) Jo Pakr 
The seal >s a grifldn bearing in iU beak an olive 
branch. The deed is indorsed, " Sealed signed and 
Del'ved in the presence of us : Thos. Banckes. 
Robt. Finch [?]. Ra : [?] Bancks. Edward Herle." 
The second document is an Indenture made 2o 
June, 1729, between William Parr, of White- 
haven, in the County of Cumberland, Dyer, eldest 
son and heir of John Parr, lat.» of Wigan, Dyer, 
deceased, and Thomas Batmter of Wigan, linen 
weaver. William Parr sells for three pounds and 
ten shillings the sixth seat numbered 38. Signed : 
William Pars. The seal is a naked boy with 
wings carrying a lantern. Motto : Sans, eglat. 
sans, brvii. The delivery and sealing witnessed 
by : Thos. Royle, Jam*. Grayson, and Edw. 
Roughsedge. 

The first of these documents gives a curious in- 
sight into the professional practice of a Wigan archi* 
tect in the 17th century. Adam Cooper, the 
'* skilful artificer " selected for the work, was a 
man of many parts, and not only did he apparently 
design, but also paid for the work required at the 
church, and then acted as Trustee for the Parish- 
ioners in disposing of the new seats. Possibly 
some Wigan antiquary may be able to add to the 
few facts set forth in these documents.

It is probably kuown to many of the readers 
of the Scrap Book" that I published in 
1S6G a little volume containing all that I had then 
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been able to collect relatiog to persons of this 
name, entitled "Collections for a Genealogical 
Account of the Family of Comberbach." As most 
pensons of this name are connected with Lanca- 
shire or Cheshire, the ** Scrap Book" seems to be 
the fittest place to record a few additions made in 
my interleaved copy, and affords me an excnae for 
asking your correspondents to give me any ad- 
ditional notes on the name which they may meet 
with in their genealogical researches. 

John Cumberbachf Esqr., of Northop, near Mold, 
CO. Flint, was mayor of Holt, co. Denbigh, in 1675. 
To what branch of the family did he belong ? 

Administra^on of the goods of John CumberbacJi, 
of the parish of St. Thomas Apostle, Soathwark, 
00. Surrey, was granted by the Prerogative Court 
of Canterbury, 9 May, 1643, to Henry Bainbrigg, 
principal creditor, Jane Cumberbachf the widow 
and relict, having renounced. This John was third 
son of Roger Comberbach^ of Nantwich, whose will 
is printed in extemo at page 42 ol my book. He 
was I believe of the City of London, grocer. 
Further particulars relating to him will be found in 
Jewitt's ••Reliquary," Vol. ix., p. 253. 

James (?) Comberbach died 1805, aged 90. Hia 
son Robert Comberbach died at Woolwich in 1811, 
aged 64, leaving issue the Revd. Alexander Comber^ 
bach, a priest in the Church of Rome, who some 
time ago resided at Oxford. I shall be glad to 
learn the descent of this family. 

The following entries in the parish register of 
Slaidbum, co. York, relate to John Comberbach of 
Harrop and his issue (p. 31 of "Collections.") :— 

John Cumberbach of the chapelry of White- 
well, fanner, and Peggy Rudd of the Parish of 
Slaidbum, spinster, married by licence, 3 June, 
1804. 

Margaret daughter of John Cumherhaeh cf 
Painhill and Peggy his wife, bapt. 7 Septr, 1807. 

Mary Ann daughter of John CumburbacJi of 
Newton and Margaret hia wife, bapt. 18 June, 
1810. 

George son of John Cumberbach of Longridge, 
Lancashire, and Margaret hia wife, bapt. 24 
Novr., 1811. 

There is a marriage licence at Worcester, dated 
3 July, 1683, for John Moun^ort (signs his name 
Momjord), of St. Audlam, co. Chester, about 47, 
bachelor, to marry Jane Comberbatch, of St. Peter's 



parish in Worcester, about 30, a maiden. Who 
was this Jane ?

A number of volumes of the Liverpool Kalei* 
doscope, for 1824 to 1830, among the editor's books, 
have the printed label of the ''Leigh Philan- 
thropic Library," as well as printed slips showing 
them to have afterwards belonged to the Leigh 
Mechanics* Institution and the Co-operative Lib- 
raries. The library enquired about in Note No. 
454 was, therefore, in existence in 1830, or was 
started subsequently. Judging from the way in 
which the volumes are bound it is probable the 
weekly numbers were taken in and circulated, 
being afterwards done up into volumes. Surely, 
something is known about the library which was 
certainly not discontinued until 1830, and was, 
therefore, a local institution within living memory.

[No. 4fii?.]— DISPUTE BBSPBOTINO WBSTLEIGH 

HE2LTH IN 1627. 
The following document is extracted from the 
"Duchy of Lancaster Pleadings, Surveys, Ac, 
Henry viii. " (Vol. iv. T. 1. a,). It is the pleading 
in a suit brought by Dame Isabel Trusham and Sir 
William Stanley, Kt., and his Lady Anne against 
John Urmston, then lord of Westleigh. The 
answer of the defendant will be given in another 
note. The pleadings, which are in antiquated 
English, set forth the existence of common rights 



of the tenants of the complainants of pasture and 
pastime over Westleigh Heath, which remains to 
this day common land. 

The reference to the butts for the practice of 
archery is interesting, the name being yet pre- 
served in the township of Bedford. From the time 
of the Conquest until the Civil War archery formed, 
as Ascham described it, "the most honest pastime 
in peace," as it was "a most sure weapon in war." 
In the reign of Edward IV. it was enacted that 
every Englishman, whatever his station, should 
have a bow of his own height, and should also pro- 
vide for his own practising the art from the age of 
seven, and that butts should be erected in every 
township at which the inhabitants were to practise 
on Sundays and feast days under the penalty of a 
fine for neglecting to do so. The rights of common, 
it is to be further noticed, are asserted in spite of 
the enclosure of the heath by '*diches and hegges.*' 

The pleadings are dated Michaelmas term in 
the 19th of Henry VIII., that is 1527, and the 
endorsement in full reads: — "Hereupon a privy 
seal to John Urmeston to appear on the day follow- 
ing the next Feast of the Purification." Apparently 
the dispute was not so much about Westleigh 
Heath as the lordahip of the manor of Westleigh. 
In No. 123 of these Notes (Vol I of the Reprints, 
p. 355) it is stated that Sir William Harrington 
"died in 1488 seized of the manor of Westleigh 
and two parts of Blackrode ;*' but in his answer to 
this bill of complaint John Urmeston declares that 
he and his ancestors had been seized of the said 
manor " by the space of two hundred years and 
above," and this agrees with other statements. 1 
am not able, at present, to state the result of the 
sui^ 

The defendant probably resided at the Rectory 
or Parsonage of Westleigh, under lease from the 
prior of Erdbury. He married a daughter of 
Richard Starkey, of Stret on, co. Lane. The 
female plaintiflb were the granddaughters and co- 
heiresses of Sir William Harrington, of Hornby 
Castle.

WIGAN. 
At a recent meeting of the Committee of the 
Wigan Free Library, Mr. Alderman Byrom sent 
an account of the "Ancient Arms of Wigan." 
The Editor of these Notes has made enquiries as 
to the source of Mr. Byrom's information. It 
appears that Mr. Charles Leigh, of Bank Terrace. 
Wigan (who is, by the way, the senior co-heir to 
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the Barony of Willoaghby of Parham— «ee article 
in ** Genealogist " for January, 1880), gave to Mr. 
Byrom the description which was laid before the 
Library Committee. Bat, unfortunately, Mr. 
Leigh has no knowledge whatever as to whence it 
was copied ! Under these circumstances more 
reliable evidence is required before the description 
of the ** ancient arms*' can be accepted. Further, 
it must be noted that the description is a most 
curious one. *' A church between two tall trees ; 
on the reverse a crowned head (supposed to be 
Edward I.). In base a lion couchant between two 
aoretts enammalated. Dated 7 Henry VI., 1428." 
This is puzzling and very strange heraldry. Un- 
less more evidence is forthcoming the common seal 
of the Borough of Wigan may safely stand as at 
present. We shall be glad to have the opinion of 
those of our readers who are authoritiea on ** The 
Gentle Science."

WIGAN.— (S^e ITo. 4GG.) 
The note which Mr. Alderman Byrom has se^^^ 
to the Wigan Library Committee as a description 



of the " Ancient Arms of Wigan" is certainly not 
the description of any coat of arms whatever. ** The 
reverse" of " A church between two tall trees" is 
equally unknown in heraldic blazon with the words 
'* aoretts" and <* enammalated ;" and the absence 
of authority for these so-called arms might lead us 
to suppose that they had originated in the fertile 
imagination of one of those London tradesmen, who 
profess to "find* arms and furnish a "plain 
sketch" for 3s. 6 1., were it not for the fact th^t, 
through the haze of "aoretts" and "enammala* 
tions," we can trace a faint resemblance to the 
devices on the Wigan Statute Merchant seaL A 
plaster oast of this seal, now before me, exhibits the 
King's head affront4e croumed and couped below the 
shoulders, between ttoo square cables with turrets 
embattled, and in base a Uon couchant guardant. 
This cast was taken from a red wax impression of 
the seal attached to a bond made by Robert fil : 
William to Thurstan Pemberton, at Wigan, 33 
Henry VI. [A.D. 1454-5.]; unfortunately the 
legend is illegible. As Statute Merchant seals, 
bearing the same devices, were used at Chester and 
elsewhere, the ancient Borough of Wigan cannot 
exclusively claim the figures as its own. 

It may be worth while to mention here that the 
Statute Merchant was a bond acknowledged before 
one of the Clerks of the Statute Merchant, the 
Mayor of a City or Corporation, and two Merchants 
appointed for that purpose. The execution of the 
bond was first to take the debtor's body, if it 
could be found, and in default to seize his lands 
and goods. The Statute Staple was much the 
same process. — /. P. R* 



[Xo. -^/.]-THB PILLORY AT BOLTON. 
An old man, who is in his 93rd year, named 
William Jackson, now (August, 18S1), residing in 
Trafalgar street, Bedford, has given to the Editor 
a description of the Pillory at Bolton. Jackson, 
who is an intelligent man and in full possession of 
all his wits, remembers that when he was a lad, — 
as nearly as he can judge about eighty years sincot 
— he went to see a woman who was fastened in a 
pillory at the top of Bradshawgate, and nearly 
opposite the Swan Inn. The pillory was erected 
above a tall iron pump, which stood about 200 yards 
from the church-yard gates. The platform waa 
" round like a table" and could be turned about. 
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Above were the post and the cross pieces in which 
the head and hands of the woman were fastened. 
Jackson remembers that she was "middle aged 
and a big woman/* and he was told that she was 
being thns punished for " something against the 
church." The stretch-neck or pillory was at one 
time a common form of punishment for political 
offences, and many men and women, whose names 
are now honoured, suffered the indignity during 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries The 
pillory was abolished by Act of Parliament in 
1837, but only two or three instances are recorded 
of its use during the present century. The story 
told by Jackson, which may possibly be confirmed 
by some Bolton antiquary, is therefore especially 
interesting. '^Editor, 



[tro, m.^ -THB ADVOWSON OP LEIGH AND 
SIR ROBERT DE HOLLAND. 

In the series of Old Leigh Documents printed in 
"The Scrap Book" (Nos. 304 et aequUur) the story 
was told from the records of a dispute respecting 
the advewson of Leigh in the first year of the reign 
of Edward III. The dispute was between the 
King and William de Urmestone of Westleigh. 
The King was in possession of the lands of Robert 
de Holand, possibly confiscated by Edward 11. or 
his party during the troublous years just passed 
into history. The advowson of Leigh was part of 
those posstssions, and the King claimed the right 
of presentation on the death of John de Urmeston 
the late parson. William de Urmston also claimed, 
and presented and put into actual possession 
Master Henry de Rixton. A jury of Lancashire 
gentlemen recorded a verdict in favour of Robert 
de Holand, and the King presented Master John 
de Blebury as Rector. It was shown by the 
records that the father of William de Urmstone 
sold the advowson to Robert de Holaod for fifty 
marks of silver, and that this had been confirmed. 
Proceedings taken by Henry de Rixton in the 
Ecclesiastical Court at Canterbury were promptly 
stopped by a significant threat from the King, and 
the delicate tadL of putting the King's nominee into 
actual possession of the church was executed by 
the sub-prior of Holand, to whom it was delegated 
by the Priors of Holand and Bnrscough, who had 
previously received a mandate trom the Special 
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Commissary of th^) Bishop of Coventry and 
Lichfield. The church, which so it was reported, 
was "transformed into a place of foulness and 
wars, and the patrimony of Jesus Christ given 
over to plunder and pillage," was thus restored to 
peace about June, 1328, in the second year of 
Edward III. What became of Henry de Rixton 
does not appear from the records. 

From the documents printed below it appears 
that the property sequestrated to the Crown was 
restored to Robert de Holand this same year. The 
documents are translated from the Norman French 
in which the originals are written into modem 
English. They are taken from the BotuU ParUa* 
merUorum, Vol ii , page 29, Petitions in Parliament 
A.D. 1328, 2 Edward Ul., No. 66. They teU 
their own story.

CITY OF MANCHESTER. 

Manchester, now the third city in the kingdom, 

was one of the boroughs called into existence by 

the first Reform Bill. " The Barons of Manchest^ 

held seats by virtue of Writs of Summons to the 
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Upper House of Parliament from 1 Ed w. I. (1273) to 
the reiffii of Elisabeth, but the Town waa never 
represented in the Commons House of Parliament 
till the year 1654 when Cromwell the Lord Pro- 
tector, desirous of strengthening the Government 
and willing to stamp a dignity upon a town to 
which the Commonwealth was so much indebted, 
issued a writ to the High Sheriff of Lancashire 
requiring the burgesses of Manchester to return a 
member to Parliament.'* (Baines* Hist. Lane, 
Vol. i; p. 323.) In obedience to this mandate 
returns were made to the Cromwellian Parliaments 
of 1654 and 1656, but the privilege ceased at the 
Restoration, and was not renewed until 1832. 

By the *' Act for amending the Representation of 
the people of England and Wales," 2 William IV., 
1832, Manchester was formally constituted a 
Parliamentary Borough with the right of sending 
two representatives to Parliament. And by the 
further ** Act for settling and deciding the division 
of Counties and limits of Boroughs so far as respects 
the election of members to serve in Parliament," 
the Borough of Manchester was made to compre- 
hend "the several townships of Manchester, 
Chorlton-row otherwise called Chorlton-upon-Med- 
lock, Ardwick, Beswick, Hulme, Cheetham, Brad- 
ford, Newton, and Harpurhey." 

On the 16th April, 1853. the Borough of Man- 
chester was by Royal Proclamation declar<Nl to be 
a City. 

By the " Representation of the People Act, 
1868,** the City of Manchester received a third 
member, but no change was made in the Parlia- 
mentary boundaries.

Miss Smith, of Butts House, has been kind 
enough to furnish me with some information touch* 
ing the above. The plot of land is close to ' ' Butts 
Bridge,*' and is now used by the Leigh Local Board 
as a depdt for draining pipes, &c. When the 
canal was cut it did away with all traces of the 
uses to which the place had formerly been put, and 
the stocks, which were near at hand, fell into dis- 
use about that time, being finally removed 
altogether. Formerly a fair was held at The Butts 



annually, on the 29th of May, but if it was ever of 
any importance it must have been long ago ; Miss 
Smith can only remember (but that very dis- 
tinctly) two stalls, on which were displayed ginger- 
breads, &c. She can also remember seeing when a 
girl letters occasionally directed to her father at 
" Shooters* Butts, Bedford, Lancashire." 

"Souther" Butts, which now appears as the 
designation of a row of houses on the north side of 
the road, is a corruption, I imagine, of Shooters* 
Butts ; if so, the Leigh Local Board would do well 
to amend the name. —J. H, 8,

[JTo. ^.l-BETHESDA OHAPEL, LBIGH. 
(See Notes Na 48 and 64.) 

In previous notes in the " Scrap Book" interest- 
ing accounts have been given, extracted from 
the original collecting books used at the time the 
old Bethesda Chapel in Newton-street was in con- 
templation. From a number of papers kindly lent 
to the Editor of these Notes, further facts can be 
gleaned. These papers include another collect- 
ing book, and sundry accounts and balance sheets. 

From these we learn that towards the expense of 
erecting the chapel subscriptions were received 
from the following towns and persons. Friends in 
Manchester subscribed iBl69 4s. 3id., and actually 
paid £157 9s. 9id. From Liverpool Nonconformist 
sympathisers sent £131 7s. 6d. ont of £138 6s. Od. 
promised to the oolleotors. Vrom Blaekbum was 
received £39 14s. 6d., and from Wigan iB33 13s., 
in addition to a donation from Bir. Rylands of ten 
guineas. The northern towns of ElswidE, Gar- 
stang, Lancaster, and Kendal sent £78 78. 6d., and 
Ulverstone, Whitehaven, and Workington oon« 
tributed £17 16s. Od. The subscriptions given in 
Chorley realized £15 5s. lO^d., and from, London 
came the creditable gift of £362 6s. 6d. Preston 
sent £16 Os. Od , and Stockport the modest gift of 
two sovereigns. In Leigh the local friends and 
members of the church collected together the sum 
of £164 5s. Od , at the opening of the chapel there 
was given £30 9s. 7d., and Mr. Thomas Travers 
gave as a donation to the Building Fund the sum 

of £80. 

The accounts furnish many little details. We 
ean learn for instance that 107,000 bricks were used 
in building the chapel ; aud further if we wish the 
names of the carters, Richard Lathom, — Win- 
Stanley, and William Wilkinson can be ascertained. 
For the bricks the sum of £156 3s. 6d. was paid 
to Mr. Thomas Boaidman on account of the eon* 
tractor. 
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The builder's bill amounted to £804 ISs. 3d., and 
is worth printing in full : —

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JB900 for land and building, yet, as usual in sucb 
cases, this estimate was very much below the 
amount actually required. 

The account for oil lamps and oil is included 
among the papers, and from it we learn that the 
first bill for lighting amounted to £12; Four 
patent brass lamps cost £S ; a gross of cottons, 12s.; 
four extra lamp glasses, 63. ; a cotton stick, taX' 
pence ; iron chain, I2s. ; oil, 5s. 6d. per gallon ; oil 
bottle, 3s. From this account, Mr. John Alder- 
son, of Liverpool, gave — the goods being "for the 
cause of God and his worship" — the sum of one 
pound, which he deducted from the totaL These 
additional notes add further to the history of local 
Nonconformity, and if of no great importance they 
will be read with some interest by those who re- 
member the " day of small things*' when "Con- 
gregational Churches" were not so numerous, and 
one great branch of Evangelical Nonconformity 
was represented by plain and often ugly Meeting

In the third volame of Colen Campbell's VitrU' 
tnu8 Britannicua, published in 1725, is the following 
notice of Atherton Hall :~> 

« ATHBBToy^In the county of LanccuUrt the 
aetkt of Biehard Atherton, Eaqnite, In one single 
plate I have given, the Plan of the principal Story 
and Front extending 102Feet. The Rustick Basement 
10 feet high supports an/omdb TetrcutUe^i columns, 
3 feet 1 in. diameter, with Two Pillasters at the 
Comers. The Windows in the Principal and Attick 
Story are dressed with an Architrave and an En- 
tablature and Parapet surrounds the whole Build 
ing. The Qreat Hall is very large, being 36 by 45 
Feet, besides several good Apartments. It was 
designed by WiUiam Wak^ld, Bsq., Anno 1723." 

This is the only description printed of the Hall 
as it existed up to 1825, when it was taken down 
' by order of the second Lord lilford into whose 
possession it came by his marriage with the heiress 
of the Athertons. The foundation stone of this 
once splendid mansion was found during the pull- 
ing down, and is in Lord Lilford^s possession It 
bears the inscription^** maroij 28, 1723 Rio*. 
Atherton Ar. W W : Ar. Arch*.'* Other remains 
of tha old Hall are still in existence, some portions 
being used in the erection of Pennington House, 
now the residence of Mr. Ralph Passe. A con- 
siderable quantity of oak framing is said to have 
been purchased by a Hindley gentleman.

The following extracts relating to the under- 
mentioned towns may perhaps be interesting. They 
are copied from *'The Universal Qazetter : being a 
concise description alphabetically arranged of the 

nations," ^., &o. London : 1807.

BoUon or BoUon-Le-Moor. A town of Lanca- 
shire noted for its medicinal waters, and more so 
for its manufactures of fustians and counterpanes* 
dimities and muslins. Here are navigable canals 
whieh conduct from this town to Manchester and 



Wigan. It stands amidst dreary moors, 11 miles 
NW. of Manchester, and 193 NNW. of Lon- 
don. Market on Monday. 

Latham, Lancas., near Ormskirk, and in the 
neighbourhood of coal pits. It's park is a chaly- 
beate water or spa, called Maudlins Well, which 
has wrought many remarkable cures. Though re- 
mote from the sea or salt water rivers, it used to 
cast up marine shells in large quantities till mill- 
stones were laid upon the spring to hinder the sand 
and shells from boiling up so high as formerly. 

Ldgh, a town of Lancashire, whose market is 
now quite neglected. It communicates with all 
the late inland navigations, and is 7 miles N. of 
Warrington and 164 [sic] NW. of London. 

Warrington, a large, neat, populous, and rich 
though ancient built town in Lancashire, with large 
manufactories of sailcloth, sacking, huckabacks, 
pins, &c. Glass houses and copper smelting far. 
naces are likewise established here ; and the cotton 
trade is now gaining ground Large quantities of 
potatoes are annually exported. It is seated on the 
Mersey, over which it has a fine stone bridge^ the 
last on this river, leading into Cheshire, on the 
great road from London to Carlisle, 18 miles £. of 
Liverpool, 183 NNW. of London. A consider- 
able market on Wednesday for flesh, corn, cattle, 
potatoes, and all sorts of fish. Also a particular 
market once a week for huckabacks. 

Wigan, a lai^ and well built town in Lanca- 
shire with manufactures of cotton, rags, blankets, 
linen, and with pit-coal and iron works. That 
el^aut species of coal called eannel is found in 
plenty and good perfection in its neighbourhood. 
Wigan is pleasantly sitaated on a small stream 
called Douglas, which is made navigable to the 
Ribble, and is joined by a canal from Lancaster, 30 
miles S. of Lancaster, and 196 NNW. of London. 
Markets on Monday and Friday. 

Winwick, Lancashire, N. of Warrington, was 
formerly the favourite mansion of Oswald. Its 
rectory is one of the richest benefices in England, 
being rated at £2,000 a year

INVASION IN 1803. 
In the year 1803, the Treaty of Amiens con- 
claded in the previoiu year having been broken 
and a state of war between England and France 
again existing, Napoleon made great preparations 
for the invasion of this country. In November of 
that year a handbill, notifying the means to be 
taken in the event of the French landing on 
English soil, was published in the oonnty,that issued 
in North Lancashire being as follows :— 

"OouNTT OF Lanoastib. — To the Ikhabi- 
TANTs of the Hundreds of Leyland and Amoun- 
demess. 

"Copy of an Extract of a Letter from His 
Royal Highness Prince WiUiam Frederidc, to 
the Lord Lieutenant of the County, transoiitted 
to Me as lieutenant of Division, for your infor- 
mation. 

"In Cask ot Invasion, 

" His Soyal Highness Prince William Frede- 
rick thinks it extremely desirable, That the 
fohoU of the Draft Cattle, Waggons, Carts, &o , 
should collect at the Places of Asseably» ap- 
pointed for ike above Hundreds ; and then, after 
the Demands for the Pnblio Service are supplied, 
and the Removal of the Infirm as far as possible 
accomplished, the Remainder might be sent to a 
Place of Security or destroyed, as the circum- 
stances of the case should require ;" and I have 
it in command " to direct that every Corps on 
being ordered to March to its Place of Assembly* 
should be famished with Four Day$* PromdoM, 
to answer their immediate Wants ;' and I am 
further to request " That the Magistrates of the

above-named Hundreds will lend their Assistance 
to the Commanding Officers, in procuring such 
farther Supplies as they may require ; in giving 
their Receipts for the same ; and in assuring the 
People, that though immediate Payment is not 
received, they shall be afterwards reimburted for 
every Article they furnish, on producing such 
Receipts or Certificates. Signed,

« Ruflford Hall, Nov. 28, 1803/' 
Similar notices were issued in the other divstons 
of the county. It is matter of history that three 
hundred thousand volunteers mustered in England 
to meet the threatened attack, that for nearly two 
years a state of expectancy kept the nation in aus- 
pense, and that just before the great victory of 
Trafalgar, Napoleon abandoned his contemplated 
invasion, and swinging round the army assembled 
at Boulottgne inflicted a crushing defeat upon the 
Attstrians at tJlm, followed by the slaughter of 
Austetlitz. The invasion of England was thus 
openly abandoned, and Le Orand Army employed 
against continental enemies And not in attacking the 
great insular power which directed and led the 
European coalition in opposition to the French 
Emperor. --^EdUof.

Of the Rev. Daniel Birkett, who was presented 
to the Vicariige of Leigh by the Honourable Thomas 
Powys, the patron, and instituted on the 11th 
January, 1800, the Oentleman*s Magaaine gives a 
short obituary notice in tbe number for November, 
1821 : — ** At Leigh, Lancashire, aged 67, the Rev. 
Daniel Birkett, vicar. For 36 years this lamented 
minister of the Gospel exercised his pastoral 
duties, first as curate and afterwards as vicar, over 
the parish of Leigh, containing a population of 
24,000 souls." From this notice we gather that 
Mr. Bir'-<ett was curate of Leigh for 15 years, 
under two successive vicars — the Rev. James Hart- 
ley, and the Rev. Henry W. Champneys. Mr, 
Hartley died 27 Dec., 1797, and Mr. Champneys, 
who was instituted on the 26th April, 1793, resigned

[No. 454.J-A LEIOU DOCTOR AND HIS 

GHOSTS. 

In the London Magazine for 1765 an extra, 
traordiuary account was printed, under the signa- 
ture of "Joseph,** narrating the ghostly experi- 
ences of the writer. This letter gave rise to con- 
siderable correspondence, and among others Mr. J. 
Cook, M D., of Leigh, wrote under date September 
18, 1765, relating the following account of some 
apparitions which he asserted occurred to his ob- 
servation. Dr. Cook appeals for the truth of his 
letter " to the living God, before whom he must be 
severely judged if he told a falsity, or intended 
thereby to deceive any one." He then continues :— 

" Ever since I was three-and-twenty years of age 
I have had an invisible being, or beings, attend me 
at times, both at home and abroad, that has by 
some gentle token or other given me warning and 
notice that shortly I should certainly lose a par- 
ticular friend or a patient. It began and continued 
from our marriage till the decease of my first wife 
in May, 1728, and her infant daughter. After that 
they came seldom, but so gentle, civil, and 
familiar, that I chose rather to have them about 
my house than not, and wouM not, if I was to sell 
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it, part with the same without some ektraordiaary 
consideration upon that very account ; and I really 
hope they will never leave me as long as I Irvei 
though my spouse wishes otherwise, to whom they 
are not so agreeable. 

'* I may be reckoned by several to be a whimsical 
visionary, or what not. — but I know I am far from 
it, being neither superstitious, enthusiastic, no^ 
timorous ; and I am certain, too, I am not deceived 
by others, we all having had many and various im- 
pression 3 from invisible agents ; and I myself by 
no fewer than three of my senses, and those so 
often repeated that they become quite easy and 
familiar without any terror or amazement. I take 
the hint at once, and wait for the certain and in- 
fallible issue I have spoke to it often but never 
received any answer, and think I have courage to 
stand a private conference. 

" Sometimes we have had these hints frequent 
and close together ; at other times but seldom, aod 
at a great distance of time But this I have ob. 
served that rarely any patient, or friend, that I 
respected, or that valued me. departs hence, but I 
have some kind of sensible notice or warning of it ; 
but yet so discreet and mild, as to nev r flatter 
or frighten me. This notice, which is either by 
seeing, feeling, or hearing, is not fixed to any oer* 
tain distance of time previous to their deaths, but 
I have had it a week, a month, and more, before 
their decease, and once only three days. 

" At first in 1728. 1 kept a book of account, 
where I entered every notice or warning, with the 
particular circumstances attending, and the event 
that succeeded such notices ; but they were then 
so frequent and numerous, that I grew quite weary 
in wnting them down. — so left off that method re- 
solving to take them for tVe future just as they 
came The very last hint I had wis on Saturday 
night, the 6th of July, 1765 in my chamber about 
eleven o'clock, as I was walking to my bed, being 
from home attending a patient I was that morning 
sent for to, and which I lost the 20th d<iy of the 
same month. For the first five days I saw no 
danger, yet doubted the event ; but when I have 
more than one patient dangerousl ' ill at a time, the 
issue only determines the case ; and, though I lav 
no stress upon such notices so as to affect my prac- 
tice, yet I fear the most ; and, though the use of 
means is then to no purpose, yet it renders me the 
more diligent for conscience sake. 
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** To relate the partioular circa aiatances of the 
several notices intimated on this or any other occa- 
siona would be here entirely useless, as only afford, 
ing matter of mirth to the light and unthinking, 
and those who know nothing of the matter. But 
this I again solemnly declare that I have many 
times, even above a hundred. I believe, been made 
sensible of the existence of a different kind o^ 
beings from us, subtle and volatile inhabitants, as 
I take it, of the air, who see and know oar wordly 
affairs here below, and have a concern for us and 
our welfare. Twice only have I seen spectres, but 
heard and felt them times innumerable." 

Dr. Cook then theorises, expressing the opinion 
that his "familiars'' were neither angels nor 
deviU, nor departed souls, but the inferior spiritual 
beings generally believed in by " the ancienta, by 
Milton and the Modems.^ He then goes on to say, 
*' In short, I could write a whole volume on the 
subject ; but that I know it would be but to little 
purpose, and could serve none but such as are, like 
myself, in the secret ; therefore it need never be 
expected. Yet I shall be ready at any time to 
satisfy the curiosity of all sober, sensible, and in. 
quisitive people, by private letters, if desired ; and 
solemnly protest I have no selfish end, interest, 
design, nor deceit herein ; but the truth I must 
credit and always speak, though but three people 
alive believe me ; and yet I am as ranch averse to 
the many idle stories of hobgoblins, and the like 
rain and viilanous impositions, as any man living- 
But yet the abuse of a thing is no good argument 
aflfainst the use of it» be it either in practice or 
knowledge. 

" Nay, what is more wonderful still, besides my 
seeing these erial shades in such vehicles, or some* 
thing like them, which once I did in my own house 
at noonday, directed thereto by the barking of my 
little dog at the same, who saw it first, I once heard 
one of them pronounce very audibly and articulately, 
but most emphatically and pathetically, in my 
chamber, just as I had put out my candle and was 
laid down in my bed these words — " I am gone ! * 
My second cousin, a visitor, died on the Monday 
morning following, the fourth day after, who was 
seemingly well till two days before her decease. 
My spouse was fast asleep by me, so missed being 
witness of that notice, though she often is, and 
some of my sons too, and many others." 

The doctor, then, in reply to the anticipated cui 
bono, proceeds to moralize, and in the remainder of 



his letter "offers his thoughts" upon the state- 
ments made therein. This strange narrative, as 
might be expected, called forth several letters, in 
which the credibility and sanity of Dr. Cook wero 
questioned. To these, the doctor replied, reassert* 
ing the absolute truth of his story and criticizing 
his critics. In Hibbert*s PhUoaophy of Apparition^ 
(2nd ed , 1826), in which the letters are referred 
tOj Dr. Samuel Hibbert makes the significant re- 
mark that Dr. Cook, judging fron several contri- 
butions of his to the periodical journals, was often 
in an infirm state of health, arising from an attack 
of gout. This union of things material and 
spiritual as cause and effect may be feasible, but 
the account is nevertheless curious as the personal 
narrative of an educated and presumably sane man, 
who was under the firm and unshaken conviction 
that he was in communion with the world of ghosts.

It is remarkable that he was bom and 
lived all his life in the house in which he died, the 
family of Crook having rented the farm he occu- 
pied from the Rev. — Formby, of Formby, and his 
ancestors for upwards of 100 years. At the age of 
71 Peter and his seven sons afforded an interesting 
spectacle to their neighbours ; they were all em - 
ployed in mowing the grass of his farm, the father 
leading, and followed by his eldest son, the second 
following him, and the others in regular rotation 
as to age, the youngest, aged 22 years, closing. 
They all survive, and are stout robust men." The 
Crooks of Abram and Hindley were substantial 
yeomen in the 17th and ISth century, and Mr. 
Peter Crook, of Harwood, may have been related 
to the family. Possibly some correspondent can

WICH : A NATIVE OF CHONVBENT. 
(See Notes No. 95 and 291.) 
In Kote No. 95 Mr. J Paul Bylands contribated 
a short Bketch of Dr. Edward Rigby a native of 
Ghowbent. The sketch was abstracted from a 
privately printed work — * The Palgrave Family 
Memorials.'* In Note No. 291 was printed a short 
obitnary notice of Dr. Rigby, extracted from the 
Manchester Guardian In the Oentlemen'B Afagazine 
for November, 1821, is given a much more com- 
plete sketch of the life of this distin^^uished Chow- 
bentner, who died on October 27 in that year at his 
house in St. Giles*, Norwich, in his 74th year. 
The account says : — 

''A long life of exertion, which had scarcely 
been chequered by either disease or acci lent, w.is 
closed by an indisposition of eisrht days, daring 
whioh the public feeling of Norwich was most 
painfully excited, and the utmost anxiety hourly 
betrayed about every change of symptoms that 
aflfected the continuance of so valuable a man. 
Since 1762 he had spent his time in that city, first 
in learning, and afterwards in practising his pro- 
fession. By assiduity and the cTercise of his rare 
abilities, he raised himself to the highest reputa 
tipion« first as an accoucheur and subsequently as a 
physician, and no man out of the Metropolis ever 
held the confi lence of a larger district of country. 
Dr. Rigby was elected alderman of the Great 
Northern Ward in Norwich in 1802 ; served the 
office of Sheriff in 1803, and that of Mayor in 
1805. He was a Fellow of the Linn»an and 
Horticultural Societies, and Honorary Member of 
the Philadelphia Society for Promoting Agricul 
ture ; President of the Philosophical Society of 
Norwich, a Director of the Norwich Union Fire 
Insorance Society, and was attached to many ether 
institutions, both foreign and domestic . . , 
In Aug. 1815. the wife of the Doctor presented 
him with three sons and a daughter. Before the 
birth of these little ones. Dr. Rigby was the 
father of eight children the two eldest of whom 
are twins. Remarkable as wai the above event, 
there were circumstances which rendered it 
peculiarly so. Dr. Rigby was a great-grand- 
father, and probably never before were bom at one 
birth three great uncles and one great-aunt — such 
being the relationship between the al»ovo- men- 
tioned parlies and the infant son of Mr. John 



Bowtree, juu , of Colchester. The Corporation of 
Norwich voted a piece of plate, of twenty-five 
guineas value, to Dr. Rigby and his lady as a 
memento of the memorable birth of their four 
children : the event to be recorded in the City 
Books, and the names ef the children to be in- 
sjribed on the plate. None of these children lived 
quite twelve weeks." Their names and death are 
recorded in vol. Ixxxvii of the Oentleman*8 Atagazine, 
%V6 further learn that besides papers in the medical 
journals Dr. R gby published several medical 
books, two pamphlets on Norwich Workhouse, and 
other books relating to agriculture. The ac- 
count concliides : *' Among his multifarious 
employments agriculture had long been a 
favourite subject of his regard. He had for 
years become the cultivator of his own estate at 
Framlingham, near Norwich, where he htid planted 
extensively. . . .Dr. Rigby was twice married, 
and has left behind him ten children."

No referencs 
to this singular community is to be found in Pic- 
ton's '* Memorials of Liverpool,'* and it would ba 
interesting to show that Mr. Sylvanus Urban was 
not imposed upon by some ill-informed corres- 
pondent.

IFo. «W.]— " BETTY WHIP," -AN ALLBGKD 
LEIGH CENTENARIAN. 

In the possession of Mr. Riohard Greenongh, of 
Leigh, is an oil portrait of Mrs. Betty Pearson, 
better known as " Betty Whip,*' and who has the 
local reputation of having lived "more than a 
hnndred years." She was bom at Coloheth HaU, 
n^ar Leigh, 21 Deoember, 1756. At the age of 24 
she married and by her husband had eleven 
ohildren. In 1601 her hnsband died, and she after- 
wards married a second time to a man, named 
Pearson, by whom she had one child. Mr. Pear- 
son died in 1531. Betty, it is said, lived for 40 
yean in one house at Astley, after which she lived 
at the White Horse, Leigh, then kept by Miss 
Mary Ann Kirkman, acting as servant and bar* 
maid. Her seventh child, a daughter, became the 
motherof sixteen children— ten of which were bom 
in the short space of ten years. A daughter, with 
whom she was living in 1856, in Bamcroft-road, 
King-street^ Famworth, was the youngest of her 
eleven children, and was then in her sixtieth year. 
Stus had had 15 children, 12 of which were living 
in 1856. Betty Pearson lived to see 26 grand 
ohildren, 50 of her grandchildren*s children, and 12 
of their children. She worked on the old ^stem 
of carding and spinning wool on her knees. She 
laboured as a handloom weaver until 80 years of 
age. Her health in 1856 was stated to have been 
good, having lived temperately all k^t life long, 
and she died some time between 1856 and 1860 in 
Famworth, being then a few years over 100. 
The portrait referred to was taken whian she was 
very well advanced in years. It represents her as a 
wrinkled old dame just about to light and enjoy a 
pipe of tobacco. The claims of Betty Whip to be a 
centenarian can easily be settled. The place of her 
birth and her death are both known, and perhaps 
some kind correspondents would look up the local 
registers, and either ponfirm or disprove the 
popular stoiy.

Death of a Ckntknasian.— On Monday last, 
an old man, named TkomoB Oulahaw, who had 
attained his 102nd birthday, was buried at the 
Roman Catholic Church, Mawdesley, near Orms. 

He was bom in Burscough, and baptised in 
Ormskirk on the 16th Deoember, 1777, although 
the precise day of his birth was not known to him*

MILL IN 1544. 

The docnments printed below are extracted from 
the Dncby of Lancaster Pleadings, Surveys, etc , 
Henry VIII. Vol. xiii., now preserved in the 
Beoord Office. The complainant, John XJrmeston, 
Bsq , was at the time lord of the manor of West- 
leigh or so dmmed, and previously in 1527 had a 
]amwtiSA with Dame Isabel Trasbam respeeting cer- 
tain rights over Westleigh Heath. (See Nos. 
466 and 468). In the 34th of Heniy VIU (1542>. 
that is two years before the date of the docnments 
now priotodt Dame Isabel Tmsham filed pleadings 
in the Dnohy Court against Mr. Urmeston dis- 
puting his title to certain portions of the manor. 
The first suit appears to have commenced in the 
14th year of Henry VIII (1522), l^at is twenty 
years before, and possibly shortly after Mr. John 
Urmeston succeeded to the estates and first claimed 
the lordship.
